PRESIDENT  ROCA'S  MESSAGE. 

At  tho  oponiti};  sossion  of  the  Nutional  C’ongre.ss  on  May  1,  lOOO, 
Uirsidcnt  Roca  read  his  annual  ine.ssa«;e,  the  tone  of  which  created  a 
favorable  impression  throujrhout  the  country.  The  following  pam- 
graphs  are  translations  of  e.xtracts  (more  jjarticularly  with  reference 
to  the  finances)  from  this  d(X'ument: 

“The  revenue  during  the  year  has  l)een  sjitisfactory,  the  total 
receipts  being  ^5,1)70,188  gold  and  currency,  showing  an 

increase  over  18118  of  $11,797,1*23  gold  and  $11,075,770  ♦•urrency,  or  a 
total  of  $38,480,238  of  the  latter.  Even  if  the  receipts  from  the  extra 
tiixes  voted  in  August,  1898,  Ih‘  deducted  from  this,  there  is  still  a 
remarkable  progress  in  the  revenue  that  has  surpassed  all  calculatit)ns. 
The  ordinary  revenue  from  im|)ort  duties  was  $28,388,201  gold,  or 
$1,978,201  ov'er  the  estimates,  while  it  exceeded  that  of  1898  by 
$1, 590,71k)  gold.  The  returns  from  this  same  source  in  the  first 
(piarter  of  IIMM)  are  $8,7)57, 1<)3,  or  $1,259,285  over  last  year.  Export, 
storage,  light-house  and  other  dues  show  $70)),0)M»  over  the  estimates. 

■‘The  receipts  from  inland  taxation  continue  to  increase.  The 
iTceipts  have  exce«‘ded  the  estimate's  by  $)), 293,499  currency  and 
^vll,832  gold.  The  e'stimate^  of  $2)),))) M »,))))<)  from  the  alcoholic  tiix  had 
no  solid  l)sisis,  as  the  Executive  called  atU'ntion  to  at  the  time,  hi 
I'omparison  with  other  countries,  an  average  individual  consumption 
of  four  liters  for  this  Republic,  where  alcoholism  only  exists  on  a 
small  scale,  is  exaggerab'd.  and  it  «'an  not  exceed  17.000,))<m)  liters. 
Last  year  this  tax  yielded  ^>13,)525..')1MI,  but  to  ac«-urately  gauge  this 
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tln‘  jM'rturbatioM  caused  by  the  new  system  and  the  st<M‘k  on  hand  must 
l»e  taken  into  account,  yet  the  receipts  were  !!Sd,081,829  over  those 
of  1898. 

“Th<‘  consumption  is  now  .settling  down,  and  the  revenue  from  it  in 
the  first  quarter  of  19(MJ  is  ^.095,2:i-l,  which  shows  that  it  will  yield 
this  year  the  estimated.  I  think  we  should  maintain  a 

.system  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  most  progressive  nations,  and 
which  has  proved  beneficial  both  for  the  revenue  and  the  public,  health 
in  all  those  countries. 

‘‘The  relativ’e  ptM’inanence  which  you  gave  to  the  Tributary  Laws,  on 
the  initiative  of  the  Executive,  will,  in  my  opinion,  produce  excellent 
financial,  economic,  and  political  results.  *  *  * 

“The  budget  for  1899  authorized  an  expenditure  of  i^lOl, 292.899 
currency  and  ^26,4.53,972  gold;  but  only  1^96,068,360  «-urrency  and 
^21,481,378  gold  have  been  .spent,  according  to  the  Accountant-Generars 
returns,  .so  there  is  a  .sjiving  of  $.5,134,033  currency  and  $4,972,594  gold, 
or  $16,435,385  currency  in  all.  The  expenditures  authorizi'd  by  spe¬ 
cial  laws  were  $9,310,072  gold  and  $8,837,355  currency.  The.se  large 
amounts  will  not  sui-prise  you  if  you  bear  in  mind  that  the  first 
includes  $4,400, <XK1  in  4  per  cent  bonds  for  the  recision  of  the  con¬ 
tract  with  the  Tnin.sandine  Railway,  $3,928,104  for  armament,  $453, (KK) 
for  an  old  account  due  by  the  Post-Office,  and  $160,584  for  the  Naval 
Commissariat.  All  these  amounts  repre.sent  old  debts.  The  rest  has 
been  spent  for  dredges  and  other  small  items.  As  for  the  currency 
figure,  its  chief  items  are  $1,480,0<X)  for  differences  on  exchange  of 
Treasury  bills  taken  by  the  insurance  companies  for  populai’  loan 
bonds  at  80,  $1,2(X>,000  for  locust  extinction,  $673,0<)o  for  extension 
of  the  .salubrity  w’ork,  $500,000  for  the  ‘Sociedad  de  Beneficencia,’ 
and  sundry  other  small  expenses.  *  *  * 

“Deducting  the  amounts  paid  in  both  gold  and  currency  for  debts 
in  arrears,  there  is  a  considerable  surplus,  which,  with  the  increase  of 
the  revenue,  hivs  greatly  relieved  the  Treasury.  The  rate  of  exchange 
has  been  so  favorable  to  the  country  that  the  dealings  of  the  Finance 
Office  have  left  a  profit  of  $259,146  gold. 

“Up  to  the  present  time,  I  have  .succeeded  in  suppressing  sundry 
items  of  expenditure  to  the  amount  of  $3,500.(.mh>  in  the  present  budget, 
and  1  shall  continue  to  suppress  all  unnecessary  outlay. 

“  For  years  there  existed  a  double  service  of  coast  guard  worked  by 
the  ‘Resguardos  de  Aduana’  (guards  detailed  from  the  regular  army), 
and  the  Subprefecturas  (civil  guards).  I  have  amalgamated  them 
and  put  at  the  head  a  chief  endowed  with  the  necesisary  comp)etence 
and  energy  to  control  efficiently  such  a  vast  department.  This  amal¬ 
gamation,  which  means  an  economy  of  $7(X),0HH,  has  been  effected 
without  detriment  to  service  and  without  hib-h.  In  like  manner  I 
have  reorganized  the  Inland  Revenue  Department.  *  *  * 
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•‘The  Trea.'jury's  payments  duriiijr  the  year  were  eur-

The  natural  foi-ees 
of  the  country,  the  increase  of  pi-iKluction,  the  (h*v»*lopm**nt  of  com¬ 
merce,  the conveision  fund,  and  the  determiiuition  of  the  public  |)ow(*i*s 
to  aid  the  economi**  sitiuition  in  ev«*ry  possible  wjiv  will  contribute  to 
the  maintaining  of  that  rah*  without  alt»*ration.  Kvery  om*  ju-knowl- 
edjjes  thjit  the  ji^ricultunil  and  |)jistoral  industries  w(‘n*  savetl  from 
enoiTiious  los.s«*s  by  the  opportune  pjussinj;  of  the  law  at  the  »-ommenc(*- 
nientof  a  great  harvest  representing  more  tluin  gold,  and 

it  is  impossible  to  calculate  the  injury  to  the  »*ountry  which  would  hjive 
been  occasioned  by  the  fall  in  rates  prcKluced  by  the  influx  of  so  imn*h 
gold,  and  aid<*d  by  speculation.  The  etfei-t  of  the  law  immedijit«‘ly 
after  its  promulgation  was  to  allevijite  the  precarious  monetiry  situji- 
tion  of  the  country,  Jind  the  rate  fixed,  to  which  jill  jin*  Jilike  sulqect, 
has  reduced  the  pjqn'r  currency  to  11*7, 285  gold.

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!?ir)0,<KK),ooo  jwppr  cuiToncy,  realized  for  the  In'iietit  of  the  country  by 
virtue  of  this  law,  is  of  veiy  slight  iin|)ortanee  eonipared  with  the 
iininense  advantage  of  giving  to  eontnu-ts  a  fixed  Inisis  of  ealeulation; 
to  <‘oinmer<*»‘,  industiy,  arul  enteiprise  a  fixed  inejisure  of  value,  and  to 
all  the  economic*  r«*lations  thesec*urity  re«iuired  for  their  development. 
.\  staldc*  moin'V  is  a  powerful  instrument  for  exjuinsion  and  progress. 
It  is  tin*  liinn'st  basis  of  transiictions,  |)romot«‘s  »*nteiprise,  and  insures

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These  products  were  sent  to  England,  United  States,  Franee,  Ger¬ 
many,  Belgium,  Italy,  South  Africa,  and  Brazil. 

The  exports  of  live  cattle  advanced  during  the  same  quarter  to  30,000 
beeves,  150,000  sheep,  and  10,000  horses,  these  last  being  sent  almost 
exclusively  to  South  Africa. 

The  exports  to  the  United  States  during  this  quarter  of  1000  were 
as  follows:  Dry  ox  hides,  208,956;  .salt  ox  hides,  7,480;  hair,  272  bales: 
goat  skins,  410  bales;  wool,  11,360  bales,  and  quebracho,  5,829  tons. 

A  comparison  of  the  exports  from  the  Argentine  Republic  for  the  tirst 
three  mouths  of  1900  with  the  same  months  of  1899  show's  that  there 
was  a  considerable  falling  ott  in  the  number  of  hides — both  ox  and 
horse — sent  abroad.  The  same  is  true  of  sheepskins,  the  falling  otf  in 
this  item  having  been  2,300  bales.  The  number  of  bales  of  goatskins 
increased  60.  There  W'as  a  decrease  of  42,000  bales  in  the  exports  of 
wool.  The  mmiber  of  frozen  wethers  exported  was  27,000  less  than  in 
the  first  quarter  of  1899.  The  exports  of  dour  fell  od  1,7»,)0  tons,  pol¬ 
lards  decreased  1,400  tons,  and  quebmcho  8,tH>0  tons.  There  was  a 
slight  increase  in  the  amount  of  tallow  sent  to  foreign  markets.  In 
wheat  there  were  increased  exports  of  332,fX)0  tons,  oi‘  nearly  1<M)  per 
cent;  in  corn,  45,000  tons;  in  linseed,  62,0i.H>  tons;  in  bnin,  2,50<j  tons, 
and  in  oilseed,  1,(»0<J  bags.  The  exports  of  hay  show’  an  increase  of 
597,000  bales,  mainly  on  account  of  the  war  in  iSouth  Africa,  684,000 
bales  having  been  sent  to  British  ports  there  in  the  three  months. 
There  was  a  falling  otf  of  400  bales  in  the  exports  of  tobacco,  while  no 
sugar  was  exported,  against  3,100  tons  durifjg  the  tii-st  quarter  of  1899. 
The  number  of  cases  of  butter  shipjx'd  to  Europe  increased  by  3,500. 

MESSAGE  OF  THE  GOVERNOR  OF  SANTA  FE. 

At  the  opening  of  the  State  Legislature  the  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Santa  Fe  appeared  before  the  joint  assembly  and  read  his  annual  me.s- 
sage.  Agriculture,  he  said,  was  increasing  in  the  State  by  leaps  and 
bounds,  and,  contrary  to  the  geiieiiil  opinion,  the  extent  of  land  under 
cultivation  was  considerably  in  excess  of  that  of  previous  years.  I'he 
crops  of  the  present  year  were  the  greatest  in  quantity  and  generally 
the  best  in  quality  of  any  protluced  in  the  last  five  years. 

As  to  finances,  all  the  accounts  of  the  State  had  been  fully  liquidated, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  Sl.tRKJ,(MMj,  from  which  w’as  reserved  the  amount 
to  be  given  the  National  Government  for  the  imyment  of  the  interest 
on  the  foreign  debt. 

The  estimated  exjjenditures  of  the  year  had  been  1^,670,000,  but  the 
actual  expenses  were  only  ^5,052,643,  show’ing  a  saving  of  over 
$600,000.  The  revenues,  ])artly  ow’ing  to  a  better  system  of  collecting, 
showed  an  increase  of  27  per  cent  over  the  previous  year. 

In  1898  the  number  of  immigmnts  settling  in  the  State  was  6,577, 
which  increased  iu  1899  to  9,645.  In  1898  the  area  under  cultivation 
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was  1,416,357  hectares,  but  in  ISltl*  the  cultivated  area  was  1,748,809 
hectares,  not  countinjr  225,(H>0  hectares  in  alfalfa. 

NUMBER  OF  FOREION-BORN  CITIZENS. 

Accordinjj  to  the  report  of  the  National  Demographic  Bureau,  the 
number  of  foreign-lH)rn  people  residing  in  the  Argentine  Republic  in 
ls99  was  1,200,00<).  Of  these  the  Ihilians  numbered  600,0<X),  the 
other  nationalities  being  as  follows:  Spanish,  238, IKX);  French,  112,900; 
Knglish,  26,100;  Germans,  20,600;  Russians,  18,100;  Swiss,  17,700; 
Austrians,  15,4<X);  Belgians,  6,500;  Dutch,  3,500;  Portuguese,  2,8(M>; 
Swedes,  2.<mk);  Danes,  1,700;  North  Americans,  1,7<H);  rruguayans, 
58,400;  Bnizilians,  14,7<X);  Chileans,  24,700;  Paniguayans,  17,500; 
Bolivians,  8, 8(H);  other  nationalities,  8,000. 

DISCUSSIONS  REOARDINO  CATTLE  EXPORTS. 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture  has  held  a  meeting  at  Buenos  Ayres 
with  the  representatives  of  the  principal  export  firms  and  navigation 
companies,  according  to  a  report  to  the  New  York  ‘•Tribune,”  in  order 
to  exchange  views  in  regard  to  the  conduct  to  be  pui’sued  on  account 
of  the  closing  of  British  ports  against  Argentine  cattle.  There  has 
been  a  slight  epidemic  among  the  cattle,  known  as  the  “foot  and 
mouth  disejise,”  but  it  has  l)een  almost  completely  stamped  out  a.'^a 
ri'sult  of  the  sjinitary  precautions  of  the  Argentine  authorities  under 
the  supervision  of  the  practical  and  energetic  Minister  of  Agriculture. 
At  a  n'cent  congress  of  the  leading  agriculturists  of  the  Republic, 
held  in  Buenos  Ayres,  this  subject  was  also  one  of  the  topics  under 
discussion. 

GOVERNMENT  LANDS. 

Dr.  E.  Lahitte,  in  a  recent  report  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
on  the  Provinces  of  Santa  Fe,  Entre  Rios,  and  Corrientes,  gives  a 
digest  of  the  agrarian  and  colonization  laws  of  the  country  from  the 
year  1812  to  the  year  1895,  inclusive,  a  classification  of  the  rural  prop¬ 
erties,  a  statement  of  the  mortgages,  and  full  psii'ticulars  respecting 
the  Government  lands  in  the  Territories  of  the  Republic. 

He  states  that  the  nation  |X)s.ses.ses  the  following  lands:  In  Misiones, 
792,000  hectares;  Fonnosa,  8,676,000;  Chaco,  13,025,000;  Pampa  Cen¬ 
tral,  3,125,000;  Neuquen,  6,174;  Rio  Negro,  15,087,000;  Chubut, 
22,546,000;  Santa  Cruz,  24,950,000,  and  in  Tierra  del  Fuego,  1,887,000. 

RAILWAY  NOTES. 

The  traffic  of  the  Argentine  railroads  in  the  agricultural  section  of 
the  Republic  has  recently  Ijeen  so  great  that  considerable  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  supplying  the  demand  for  cars  in  which  to  make 
shipments. 
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The  (jivat  WestiM’ii  Railroad  has  heon  authorized  by  the  Government 
to  use,  in  the  eonstruetion  of  its  Ijujan  bmneh,  the  rails  of  the  main 
line,  whieh  are  Ikuiij^  re])laeed  by  heavier  ones,  provided  they  arc  in 
good  condition.  This  enables  the  railway  to  proc-eed  with  the  work 
of  construeting  the  braix-h  line. 

The  plans  of  the  Oeste  Santafeeino  Railway  for  the  eonstruetion  of 
a  line  from  San  .btsn  Kstpiina  to  Rit>  Ciiatro.  and  from  the  intersection 
of  said  road  with  the  Andine  Railway  at  the  last  point  named,  have 
b»*en  approved  by  the  Gov«‘rnment. 

Considerable  inten*st  is  bt'ing  manifestisl  in  Kurojx'  regarding  the 
use  of  ironwood  (queltraeho)  ties.  The  Argentine  Industrial  Cnion 
has  published  a  pamphlet  on  this  subject  containing  testimonials  of  the 
Argentine  railways  as  to  the  dumbility  of  this  w(mh1.  The  German 
Government,  after  a  satisfactory  trial,  has  ord»‘n‘d  :50,(MM)of  these  ties. 
Ironwootl  ties  have  givcMi  very  satisfactory  residts  in  Italy.  Ib'lgium, 
and  Fmnce,  and  it  is  expected  that  large  numbers  of  them  will  be  sent 
to  those  countries. 

Mr.  A.  Masciiwitz.  a  civil  engineer,  has  been  sent  as  a  delegate  from 
Huenos  Ayres  to  the  Internaticnial  Railway  Congress.  While  in  Paris 
this  engineer  will  endeavor  to  (h'lnonstnite  that  r.iilroad  ties  of  que- 
hracho  Colorado  are  as  good  as,  if  not  su|)erior  to.  oak  ties,  and  that 
they  can  be  laid  down  in  Eui’opean  ])orts  at  a  r.ite  cheajH'r  than  the 
prices  demanded  for  ties  of  other  material. 

DEMAND  FOR  FENCING  WIRE 

The  commercial  expert  sent  out  by  the  German  Government  and 
attached  to  the  consulate  of  that  country  in  Huenos  Ayres,  in  a  recent 
report  regarding  the  demand  for  fencing  wire,  says; 

“The  estates  belonging  to  cattle  breeders  cover  very  large  stretches 
of  land.  They  are  all  divided  off  by  means  of  iron  wire  fences.  An 
estate  of  35,0(X)  acres  recpiires  about  24b  kilounders,  or  an  estite  of 
180,000  acres,  1,575  kilometers  of  iron  wii’c,  for  fencing  purposes. 
These  fences,  which  are  about  ^  meters  high,  are  fixed  to  strong 
wooden  posts  sunk  into  the  ground  to  a  depth  of  from  15  to  20  inches. 
These  posts  are  joined  by  six  or  seven  parallel  rows  of  iron  wire,  so 
that  the  cattle  can  not  possibly  escape.  Between  the  main  posts  in¬ 
termediary  supports  or  stays  ai'e  placc'd  at  unifoiau  distances.  The 
stays  ai’e  largely  of  angle  iron,  but  of  late,  preference  has  been  given 
to  sti3'sof  native  wo(k1.  One  row  of  the  wire  fencing  usuallv  consists 
of  barbed  wire.  Of  late,  galvanized  or  vanushed  wires  have  been 
used,  owing  to  their  greater  durabilitv.  Enormous  lengths  of  iron 
wire  are  also  required  for  smaller  inclosures  within  the  Inmndaries  of 
the  estate,  so  that  the  different  breeds  and  classes  of  animals  can  Im' 
kept  separate.  The  costs  of  such  a  fence  are  i-alculated  at  about  45 
paper  (7  ptsox=H^)  cenfarox)  per  lairrent  meter — |K)sts,  sta\’s. 
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iind  wire  included.  Over  and  alx)ve  this,  as  Arffentine  po.sses.ses extra¬ 
ordinarily  larjre  ixisture  lands,  which  will  have  to  1h'  fenced  otf  as  cattle 
breeding;  develops,  the  demand  for  ii’on  wire  is  l)ound  to  incresi.se,” 

CONCESSIONS  FOR  GRAIN  ELEVATORS. 

The  **  British  'Pnide  .lournal"  rejxsrts  tlnit  the  Arjrentine  (Uisiinber 
of  Oeputies  hiis  jMissed  ji  liill  wherelsy  the  (iovernment  is  einjMOvereil 
to  «-onie  to  terms  with  priviite  contr.u-tors  for  the  con.struction  and 
workinjf  of  j^rsiits  elevat*»rs  in  the  ports  of  the  Republic,  or  close  to 
railwsiy  stsitions  where  tln*re  is  any  tis«-al  hind.  Inuxn'tsint  tinanchd 
concessions  will  Im*  naide  t«>  private  enterpri.ses  if  they  commen«-e  oj»er- 
ations  within  the  tiiMt  two  years  after  promulgation  of  the  law.  The 
maximum  dunition  of  the  conce.ssions  is  for  foi'ty  years.  The  elevator 
comj)anie.s  will  Im*  allowed  to  i.ssue  warrants  uixsn  the  j(<kkIs  ware¬ 
housed.  For  the  .Vrjrentim  Republii*  the  erection  of  jrrain  elevsitors 
is  of  .s|H*cial  imjMsrtance,  lM*cau.se  ssicks  are  ordinarily  .so  d»*ar  thsit  the 
costs  of  ixickinjr  <»ften  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  value  of  the  jfiMMls. 

CORRUGATED  IRON  ROOFING. 

An  official  report  from  the  i-ommerciid  attsiche  of  the  (Terman  Leyii- 
tion  iit  Buenos  .Vyres  .ssiys  tlnit  the  us»‘  of  corrujfsib'd  iron  naffinif  is 
very  consideralde  in  the  Broviiu-es.  The  dwelliii};  houses  on  the  farms, 
the  lalH)rer.s'  hou.ses  and  cottafp's,  and  especially  the  l«irns  and  stjibles, 
are  all  roofed  with  corrujiiited  iron.  This  metal  is  also  u.s»h1  for  cov- 
erinjf  the  mouths  «>f  wells,  for  making' diM)!^  and  ])arty  walls,  and  for 
other  building  l)urjx)ses.  It  is  tnnx)rted  from  (ircat  Britain,  and  is 
always  ^.ilvaniz(‘d. 

GERMAN  VIEW  OF  THE  TRADE  WITH  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  “  Sud-.\merikanlsche  Rundschau”  in  its  issm*  for  .May  1.  11MK>, 
.says: 

“The  most  interestini;  and  astonishin*^  feature  in  the  statistics  of  the 
commerce  of  the  Arf^entine  Republic  is  that  the  I'nited  States  increstsed 
its  ex|M>rts  to  the  .Vrjjentine  during  the  pa.st  year  |)<>r  cent,  and  has, 
theriTore,  jumped  to  the  second  place,  while  (b'cmany  has  falh*n  to 
(he  fourth,  with  Italy  ranking  third.  For  many  years  the  United 
States  fell  behind  all  KurojH*an  ex|H)rtlng  countries-  -Kngland,  (ler- 
many,  Fraiice.  Belgium,  and  Italy.  This  relation  has  undergone  a 
most  decided  i-hange.  Kngland,  with  its  shipping  and  its  great  indu.s- 
i  i  ies,  besides  its  old  commercial  connections,  still  maintains  the  first 
place  in  South  .\merica,  and  will  no  doubt  do  so  for  some  time  to 
come;  but  h'rance  in  the  Ia.st  twenty  years  has  Ix'cn  falling  behind  her 
youngi'r  rivals.” 
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PATENTS  GRANTED  UNITED  STATES  CITIZENS. 

A  patent  has  been  ^o-anted  to  the  Model  liottiing  Company,  owners 
of  the  “Edward  Wagner  proeess  and  appanitiis  for  Pasttairizing l>eer.” 
This  is  an  invention  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  the  duration 
of  the  patent  is  for  ten  veal’s. 

.\  patent  has  been  granted  to  the  Milwaukee  Harvester  Company, 
of  Milwaukee,  covering  improvements  on  mowing  machines.  The  life 
of  the  jiatent  is  ten  yi'ars. 

CONTRACTS  FOR  BRIDGES. 

The  Boston  Bridge  Works  were  the  suire.ssful  biddeiN  for  the  iron¬ 
work  to  be  used  in  the  construetio'i  of  a  bridge  over  tin*  Ctrand  Kiver, 
Province  t)f  Jujuy.  This  same  company  also  secur'd  the  contract  for 
the  ironwork  for  the  bridge  over  th»‘  stream  called  “Santa  Maria,”  on 
the  road  from  Punta  de  Vacas  to  Chile. 

EXPORTS  OF  FLOUR  FROM  ROSARIO. 

The  total  exports  of  Hour  from  Rosario  during  1899  were  52,000 
tons,  the  greater  part  of  which  was  sent  to  Brazil.  Considemlile 
wheat,  for  Brazilian  consumption,  was  also  exported.  'I’he  total  value 
of  the  wheat  and  Houi' shipped  from  this  ikuT  during  1899  was  i^TOO.tKX). 

UNITED  STATES  PATENT  GRANTED  TO  ARGENTINIANS.

BOLIVIA. 

IMPORTANT  COLONIAL  DECREE. 

'I'he  Monthly  Bulletin  is  indebU'd  to  Senor  Don  Manuel  V.  Bal- 
LiviAN,  Honorary  Corresponding  Memlier  of  the  International  I'nion 
of  Amei'ican  Republics  from  lai  Paz,  Bolivia,  for  a  copy  of  an  impor¬ 
tant  colonial  decree  promulgated  by  the  President  of  that  Republic  on 
the  8th  of  March  last,  the  princijjal  clauses  of  which  are  in  substance 
as  follows: 

The  National  Territory  of  the  Colonies  is  constituted  and  is  under 
the  direct  jurisdiction  of  the  Minisb'r  of  Colonization  in  all  brauches 
of  tin*  public  service. 

It  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Brazil,  the  dividing  line  extending 
from  the  eouHuenee  of  the  rivers  Beni  and  Mamore  to  the  source  of 
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the  river  Yavari,  on  tlie  south  by  the  rivers  Madi’e  de  Dios  and  Baja 
Bi'iii,  and  upon  the  west  by  Peru. 

In  conformity  witli  article  2  of  the  Constitution  thei'e  shall  Ih‘  reli- 
<rious  tolenition  within  the  territory  descril)ed,  but  the  State  recog¬ 
nizes  and  maintains  the  Homan  Catholic  Apostolic  religion. 

All  the  rights  and  guaranties  sjx'citied  in  section  2  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Republic  of  Bolivia  shall  In*  re<-ognized  by  the  authorities  of 
the  Territory  of  the  Colonies. 

Foreigners  who  have  lived  one  year  in  the  Territory  of  the  Colonies, 
and  who  shall  declare  l>efore  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  place  in 
which  they  reside  their  wish  to  Inicome  citizens  of  the  Republic,  shall 
Im‘  considered  Bolivians. 

'I'he  supreme  government  t)f  the  Territory  of  the  Colonies,  in  its 
jx)litical.  administnitive,  and  economic  capacity,  shall  lx*  vested  in  an 
officer  called  a  Delegate,  who  shall  lx‘the  direct  agent  of  the  E.xecutive 
Power,  with  whom  he  shall  comuiunicate  through  the  Minister  of  the 
Colonies. 

In  all  bmnches  of  the  Government,  and  in  that  which  |x*rtains  to 
the  order  and  security  of  the  Territory,  the  public  functionaries  or 
officers  resident  therein  shall  be  sulxu’dinate  to  the  Delegate. 

Every  officer,  destifted  to  the  Territory  of  the  Colonies,  contnicts,  on 
accepting  his  charge,  the  obligation  of  .serving  for  two  years  at  least. 
In  case  of  promotion  to  another  public  office  in  the  .same  territory  the 
term  shall  be  counted  from  the  date  of  the  new  aj>pointment. 

'Pile  officer  who  shall  have  complied  with  his  duties  in  an  honoral)le 
manner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  expen.ses  of  his  trip  Intinc,  and.  in 
addition,  to  the  fourth  pirt  of  a  year’s  .salary  corresponding  to  the 
last  position  held. 

The  Delegate  and  other  officers,  in  the  ase  of  their  authority,  shall 
give  preference  to  the  establishing  of  agricultuiiil  colonists,  the  ojxn- 
ing  of  roads,  and  the  making  of  territorial  explonitions.  Commenc¬ 
ing  with  the  year  lUOl.  complete  reports  shall  be  rendered  every  rive 
years,  showing  the  progress,  condition,  and  development  of  the  ditferent 
enterprises,  numljer  of  iidiabitants,  industrial  establishments,  et«’. 

'I'he  Delegate  shall  corrcs|K>nd  with  the  authorities  and  with  the 
Bolivian  and  Bnizilian  Consuls  with  re.syx'ct  to  the  regulating  of  river 
tiavigjition,  the  tmnsit  of  lx»ats,  the  handling  of  the  mails,  and  the 
movement  of  imjjortations,  exportations,  eb*. 

'I'he  Delegate  shall  .serve  four  years,  anil  shall  1m*  responsible  for  the 
acts  of  the  admini.stnition  within  the  territory  under  his  jurisdiction. 
He  may  be  removed  by  the  President  for  cau.ses  seriously  atfecting 
the  good  .service  of  the  admini.stnition  or  which  enilanger  public  order. 
He  shall  oversee  and  inspect  the  custom-houses,  and  regulate  and 
adjust  their  openitions.  He  shall  .study  the  industrial  and  commercial 
wants  of  the  'rerritory.  and  the  proper  means  of  developing  them, 
using  such  methods  to  that  end  as  he  may  deem  most  appropriate. 
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llo  shall  set*  that  tin*  proper  hooks  are  kept  in  tht‘  Hseal  offices,  and 
that  they  are  n“»riilai  ly  audited;  shall  note  any  irrejrularities  and  hold 
their  makers  n'sponsihle. 

lh‘  sliall  ord«‘r  surveyed  the  lands  of  the  State  which  have  Im'cii  sold 
or  adjudicat'd  to  individuals,  and  shall  have  maps  made  of  salahleand 
unoccupit'd  lands. 

Kvery  six  months  he  shall  reiuh'r  a  rejatrt  to  the  ( loverimu'nt,  «riv- 
injr  a  (h'tailed  acomnt  of  the  atl'alrs  of  the  administration,  and  <*f  the 
exercise  made  of  his  tjciieral  and  s|M'cial  |M)wers, 

In  case  of  ahs('n«-e.  sickness,  inahility  to  serve,  or  death  of  the  Deh*- 
jf.ite  his  office  shall  he  filled  hy  the  ((}ov»*rnor)  until  such

MESSAGE  OF  PRESIDENT  CAMPOS  SALLES. 

’I'he  annual  nu‘.s.sa};e  of  Presiilent  C’ampos  Sallks  was  delivered  at 
th('  ojM'ninj;  .session  of  the  National  (’onjrresson  the  4th  of  May, 

'I'he  President  bejean  his  addre.ss  to  the  lejjislators  by  referrinj; 
the  satisfactory  state  of  the  international  relations  and  the  imiMU'tance 
of  tin*  visit  to  Bnizil  of  President  R'H'a.  of  the  .\r«;entine  Kt'public, 
and  the  jjood  intluence  simh  friendly  int'‘rcour.se  must  have  in  the 
|K)licy  of  American  .solidarity. 

'I'he  boundary  di.spute  with  French  (tuiana.  the  President  .said,  has, 
by  common  '•on.sent,  been  sulauitted  to  the  arbitration  of  the  Swiss 
(loveiniment  and  a  decision  favorable  to  Brazil  is  e.\|H*cted.  'i'he  ne»;o- 
tiations  for  the  arbitration  of  the  British  (iuiana  iMnmdary  dispute  are 
to  be  continued  by  Dr.  NAiur(M).  'I'he  tpie.stion  of  the  .\ere  territory 
was  revi'*wed  at  leiijjth  from  the  treaty  of  1)S74  uj)  to  the  last  protocol. 

'I'he  mes.sa};e  states  that  the  Brazilian  (lovernment,  havinj;  asked  a 
naluction  of  jM'r  eent  on  the  duties  impo.sed  by  Fmnce  and  Italy 
on  1(M)  kilograms  of  '•offec,  the  former  offered  a  reduction  of  15  |)er 
eent  and  the  latter  of  30  liriH.  Nej;otiations  are  still  in  proj;ress. 

'Fhe  President  made  reference  to  two  subjecti^  which  have  recently 
agitated  the  llepublic-  the  monarchial  con.spiracy  and  the  aj)p('ar5ince 
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at  Ssio  Paulo  of  the  biilwnie  pla«;ue.  In  this  eonneotion  he  urges 
electoral  and  judiciary  reforms,  and  recommends  an  increase  in  the 
police  and  sanitary  forces. 

Keferring  to  the  army,  the  President  said  that  great  progress  has 
been  made  on  the  works  of  fortification,  and  urged  the  adoption  of  a 
militai’y  |j«Mial  code.  It  is  also  noted  that  great  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  work  of  repairing  vessels. 

On  th»‘  subject  of  railways,  the  message  states  that  the  Government 
has  leased  the  Sao  Francisco  Railway  to  private  parties,  and  also  is 
end»“avoring  to  lease  the  Southern  Pernambuco  and  the  Paulo  .Vtl'onso 
mil  ways.  The  ac<-ounts  of  the  Central  Railway  showed  a  small  favom- 
ble  balance,  notwithstanding  the  r<*duction  made  in  freight  rates  for  the 
Ixmetit  of  agriculturists. 

The  part  of  the  message  whi«‘h  is  of  special  interest  is  that  relating 
to  the  finances.  The  I’resident  referred  to  the  gmve  situation  of  the 
country  when  he  begiin  his  administration,  and  stated  that  the  aim  of 
himself  and  advisers  had  been  to  n'duce  exiamses  and  increase  the 
revenues,  and  that  this  aim  was  the  policy  adopted  for  the  future. 
The  announ<‘ement  is  made  that  the  administration  is  now  entering 
upon  a  most  auspicious  phase,  and  that  the  Government  confidently 
awaits  the  approach  of  the  1st  of  fluly,  P.X>1,  which  is  the  date  fixed 
for  the  resumption  of  specie  payments. 

The  message  informs  us  that  all  the  Tr«'asury  notes  issued  during  the 
fiscal  y(‘ar  were  paid  within  that  iieriod;  that  up  to  the  81st  of  Mandi, 
7l,t>r)S,Hhfi  mllrelM  in  paper  money  had  been  redeemed,  and  the  indic'a- 
tions  were  that  even  a  larger  sum  would  be  redeemed  within  the  present 
year;  also,  that  Uruguayan  bonds,  (pioted  at  59,  Avere  exchanged  for 
Brazilian  bonds  at  6u.  The.se  were  paid  off  to  the  amount  of  ilTdO.tXK). 
Other  payments  wen*  made  for  national  bonds  of  1S6S  and  1889. 

The  total  revenue  during  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  19, -416,708 
gold,  and  30*2,693,000  loUrein^  pajx’r.  The  exp*nditures  for 
the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  225.942,225  pa|M‘r,  and  14,092,046 

gold.  Deducting  the  expenditures  from  the  receipts,  there 
was  .shown  a  balance  of  88,311,775  paper,  and  5,325,660 

reix,  gold. 

As  regards  the  revenue  of  the  current  year,  nothing  can  be  posi¬ 
tively  affirmed,  said  the  President,  but  the  study  of  the  general  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  country  and  an  analysis  of  the  revenues  lead  to  the 
belief  that  the  receipts  of  the  ])resent  fiscal  year  will  not  be  below 
those  of  the  preceding  year. 

In  conclusion  the  President  .said:  "The  slow  but  continual  appreci¬ 
ation  of  our  currency,  exhibited  by  the  ri.se  and  stability  of  exchange; 
the  increased  value  of  our  exports,  manifested  by  the  rise  in  the  price 
of  coffee;  the  reestablishment  of  our  civdit.  as  shown  by  the  notable 
rise  in  the  price  of  our  bonds  abroad  and  the  increasing  number  of 
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investment'^  l)y  foreign  eapitalists  in  Bmzil;  the  balance,  or  surplus, 
in  the  budget,  due  to  the  reduction  of  exptuiditures  and  the  marked 
increase  in  the  revenue;  certainty  on  the  part  of  the  (Tovernment,  and 
greater  «‘ontidence  on  the  part  of  our  creditors  in  our  ability  to  resume 
specie  jiayments  on  our  foreign  obligations — these  are  the  results  of 
the  efforts  and  devotion,  not  only  of  Congress  and  the  Government, 
but  also,  it  is  just  to  say,  of  the  Brazilian  ^leople,  who  have  willingly 
niade  every  sacrllice  asked  <*f  them  in  or(h*r  to  restore  the  credit  of 
the  Kepublic," 

COMMERCE  WITH  FRANCE. 

Bni/ilian  exjHU'ts  to  France  during  the  months  of  January  and 
February  of  the  «*urrent  year  amounted  to  13,.^.^8,(X)0  franoM,  or  an 
increa.se  of  l,bK:i.(MM)  /w/nw  over  the  value  of  exports  for  the  .same 
months  in  ISPil.  France  exjiorted  to  Brazil,  giMxls  to  the  value  of 
3,94o,(XH» //y/wcx,  or  2,H42,(HK>y’m/>cx  le.ss  than  the  value  of  herexjiorts 
for  the  .same  periinl  in  18BJ*.  This  decrea.se  is  evidently  due  to  the 
uncertainty  as  to  the  out«*ome  of  the  custom-hou.se  ni'gotiations,  which 
has  paralyzed  the  export  trade  to  France.

The  Burt'an  of  the  .\meriean  l{epul>li«'s  has  received  a  <-opy  <»f  the 
nH'ssujre  of  (Governor  Fkknanim*  I’ukstks  dk  .Vi.iiroL’EuyuE,  juldressed 
to  tin*  Leoislatyre  of  the  Stati*  of  Sao  I’aido  on  the  oeeasion  of  the 
eonvenin};  of  that  ImhIv  on  April  7,  HHMt, 

In  the  niessaj;e.  reference  is  made  to  the  satisfa«4«)ry  condition  of  the 
public  health,  thi'i'c  havinj^  Im-cii  a  de«-rease  in  the  numiMM' of  (h'ath.s 
from  typhoid  fev«‘ranil  tulM-rcuhtsis.  Neartlic  close  of  the  year  f^reat 
uneasiness  was  felt  at  the  appearain-e.  for  tin*  first  time  in  the  Stab*,  of 
the  Indtonic  pla<.oie.  'I'he  «>pidemic  was  s[M*e.lily  enidicated.  owinj; 
to  the  prompt  and  vijforoiis  m«‘asures  adopt«‘d.  \  lahor.itory  has  lawn 
estahlished  for  the  preparation  <»f  the  **  Y«*rsin  si-rum.”  the  only  known 
remedy  for  this  disease. 

On  f he  sultj<‘ct  <»f  puhlic  instruction  the  (lovcriu»r  said  there  had 
l»e(‘n  a  cttnsideraltle  incrc-as«‘  in  the  numl»er  of  pupils  attending  s<-h(M>ls 
of  primary. secondary,  and  superi«>r  instruction.  'I'he  numiH'rof  pide 
lic  schotds  in  the  State  is  2.:{54,  having  an  attendance  last  year  ol 
4*5,577  pupils,  which  is  an  increase  of  :{.55*5  over  thmittendance  during 
the  pn'cediii};  year.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  the  nitaiel  and 
[)rivate  s«-h«M>ls,  havinj^  an  av»'moe  attentlance  of  t),tM>3  pupils.  At  the 
Polvtei-hnic  School  141  students  are  enrolled. 
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Many  puhlit*  works  liavo  uiulortakon  and  roinpletrd  durinj;?  the 
3’ear,  and  new  works  autliorized.  Among'  these  are  school  Imildings, 
bridges,  wagon  rosids,  and  other  wwrks.  C’onsiderable  pr«)gress  has 
l)een  made  in  the  eonstruetion  of  the  insane  asylum  at  duqueiy  and  of 
the  iron  bridge  at  Silo  Jos^. 

'Phe  number  of  immigrants  in  IS1>!>  amount<Hl  to  3d,012.  Hy  vii-tue 
of  eontnu-ts  still  in  force,  immigrants  must  be  intnxlius'd  into 

Sio  Paido  during  the  current  year.  The  colonies  of  Silo  Bernardo, 
Sdniuna,  Pariquerassu,  Piaguhy,  and  C'anqws  Sidles  remain  under  the 
sujx'rvisicm  of  the  State.  By  Act  No.  <>78,  of  Septembi'r  13,  iS'.b), 
agriiadtund  distrii-ts  have  been  formed  having  as  centers  the  cities  of 
Sto  Paulo,  Campinas,  Kil»eiriIo  Preto,  Silo  Carlos  do  Pinhal,  Sonn-alMi, 
and  Iguiqx*.  To  these  were  distributed  during  the  year  18,4!C>.T<>*2 
grams  of  seeds.  An  agricidtural  expi'riment  station  ha-s  been  estab- 
lishiHl  at  Piracicaba. 

The  extent  of  railways  in  operation  is  given  at  3,313  kilometers. 
The  extent  of  river  navigation  is  set  down  at  .574  kilometers,  which  is 
202  kilometers  less  than  the  extent  of  navigation  last  year.  This  is 
due  to  the  suppression  of  service  on  thelTia,  Jacupiranga,  and  Jiupiia 
rivei-s. 

The  year  1809  closed  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  for  the 
ri nances  of  the  State.  The  rise  in  the  price  of  coffee  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year,  together  with  the  better  ipiotation  of  the  exchange, 
priHlm-ed  a  favorable  reaction  in  agriculture  and  trade,  predicting  the 
return  of  a  season  of  prosjx'rity.  Industry  revived  and  foreign  rapi- 
tal  entered  the  State  in  large  amounts  for  the  exploitation  of  various 
indust ri(*s,  which  is  a  sure  sign  of  the  confidence  felt  abroad  in  the 
future  of  the  State. 

Tin*  total  revenue  of  the  State  for  the  fiscal  year  1800  amounted  to 
57.74S.H8J>  iiilIn-tH,  and  the  total  exjXMiditures  to  42,041.005 
leaving  a  Indance  of  8,356,033  luilnix  to  Im'  rarried  forward  to  the 
credit  of  the  fiscal  yi'iir  I'.MHt.

MESSAGE  OF  THE  GOVERNOR  OF  BAHIA. 

From  the  nn'ssjige  of  Dr.  Luiz  Viauxa,  (tovernor  of  the  State  of 
Bahia,  to  the  L»‘gislature  of  that  Commonwealth  at  its  «>|H'ning  .session 
on  the  7th  of  April  the  following  extracts  are  made; 

••Notwithstanding  the  prolonged  drought  through  which  the  State 
Bull.  No.  6  2 
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has  passed  durinj;f  a  ptM’iiKl  of  almost  thivo  yoars,  and  which  has  bppn 
psp'cially  spvpfp  this  last  ypar,  it  has  bppii  ablp  to  mcpt  all  its  oblijja- 
tions.  maintaining  its  credit  unshak^  at  home  and  abroad. 

‘‘There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  receipts  from  the  principal 
sources  of  revenue  during  1899  in  comparison  with  the  pri'ceding 
years.  In  1898  the  export  tax  on  tobacco amount<*d  to4,344,(»lt>  iiithyin, 
while  in  1899  it  amounted  to  2,589,538  mlb'elm,  showing  a  deen'suse 
from  this  source  of  1,755,075  oulrtiM.  The  ex|M)rt  tax  on  i-otfee 
amounted  to  l,(»71,25tJ  milretx  in  1898,  and  in  1890  to  982,9.50 
or  088.305  niUreix  less  than  the  preceding  y»*ar:  on  cacao,  2,095,053 
niilrels  in  1898,  compared  with  1,952,309  mUnix  in  18JI0;  «m  pia.ssaba, 
203,192  miifiix  in  18t»8,  coinjiared  with  1X5,847  inllr>  lx  in  ISOO.  The 
receipts  from  the  exjiort  tax  on  leather  showed  an  increase  of  .50,849 
miJreix  over  those  of  last  year. 

“The  ordinary  receipts  for  1899  amounted  to  10.904.70)7  mUrt’ix, 
which  is  3,879,tt37  less  than  the  receipts  in  1898  which  amounted  to 
14,H44,701  This  difference  was  made  up  by  a  loan  from  Uio 

de  Janeiro  of  3,0<Ml.(KlO  at  7  per  cent  interest.  *  *  *  Xhe 

ri'ccipts  for  the  current  year  are  estimated  at  14,721.499  and  the 
exiMMiditures  at  14,720,214  viilr^-ix. 

“The  public  debt  of  the  State  is  as  follows: 

“The  foreign  consolidated  debt  consists  of  34,410  lamds  of  the  loan 
of  1888,  contracti'd  with  the  Brazilian  Syndicate  at  Paris,  par  value  5tKi 
fnnux  each,  or  a  total  of  17, 205,000 which  is  equivalent,  at  the 
rate  of  exchange  of  27  jn  ncr  per  mt/reix,  to  6,973,305  itiiln  tx. 

“The  internal  consolidated  debt  is  represimted  by  5  per  cent  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  6,747,1<H>  mifrt’ix,'  1,0<M>  Innids,  par  value  1 
issued  for  the  Western  C'entral  liailway;  l.KtlO  bonds,  par  value  1 
in  live  payments,  for  the  construction  of  three,  sugar  mills,  in 
pursuance  of  the  acts  of  June  20,  1897,  and  August  4,  1898. 

“The  floating  debt  consists  of  €50,(MK),  still  due  the  Hahla  (ras  Com¬ 
pany,  Limited,  in  payment  of  the  stock  of  this  ^•ompany;  funds  of 
orphans  and  absentees  to  the  amount  of  826,103  iiiiln-ix,  and  de}K»sits 
of  savings  banks  to  the  amount  of  2,125,492  mi! n  ix. 

“There  was  an  amortization  of  the  foreign  debt  during  the  last  year 
of  320,000  //voics,  it  being  thereby  rediu'ed  to  17,*J0.5,(KMI  //vf/ics. 

“The  loan  contracted  at  Uio  de  flaneiro  has  Immui  reduced  to  2,7<mi,<kki 
mi/n-ix,  the  State  Treasury  having  made  a  payment  of  30<J  contox  dur¬ 
ing  th(^  year.” 

CONCESSION  FOR  THE  EXPLOITATION  OF  THE  STATE  RAILROADS. 

The  Belgian  Legation  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  writes  that  the  proposals 
received  last  year  by  the  Brazilian  Government  for  the  exploitation 
of  the  railroads  of  Southern  Pernambuco,  Paulo- Att'onso,  and  SSo

i  ueohav«‘  just  be«‘n  published  in  the  DiarioOlKeial."  ProjX)sjils  were 
reeeived  up  to  May  81,  IBOO,  at  the  (ireneral  Hireetion  of  Roads  and 
Works,  of  the  Department  of  Industry  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.  The  tea.se 
is  to  have  a  ma.ximum  duration  of  thirty  veal’s.  The  Vontnietor  mu-st 
de|M»sit  in  the  Treasury  as  guaranty  a  sum  of  250  vunOm  in  Brazilian 
money,  but  on  the  other  hand  he  will  enjoy  the  privileges  of  expropri¬ 
ation  and  exemption  of  eustoms  dues  on  the  material  imported  for 
constPK’tion  purpo.ses.

vailing  in  certain  parts  of  Bmzil.  It  was  estimated  that  prixluction  wsi.*; 
last  year  trebled,  yet  no  one  can  estimate  the  value  of  the  priKluction 
or  even  the  amount  of  exjxirt,  because  the  State  puts  a  duty  of  16  jm’i- 
cent  on  valuation  In’sides  the  1  per  cent  demanded  by  the  munici- 
imlity,  Jind,  as  a  result,  very  few  diamonds  and  carbons  are  declared. 

.Vmethysts  are  found  in  immense  ({uantity  in  the  interior  of  the 
State,  but  are  not  being  mim’d  In’cause  of  the  low  price  prevailing. 
•Uubies,  mostly  of  small  sizi’s  .suitable  for  watch  jewels,  are  found  in 
iai’ge  quantities  in  the  diamond  ri’gion,  but  are  not  shipped  because  of 
the  lack  of  demand.

The  “Managing  (^ommittee "  of  the  Liverpool,  England.  “School 
of  Tropical  Diseases"  will  dispatch,  within  a  short  time,  an  expedition 
to  the  Amazon  regions  to  investigate  the  cause,  prevention,  and  cun' 
of  yellow  fever.  The  memhcrs  of  this  expedition  will  first  visit  the 
city  of  Haltimore,  in  the  Dnited  States,  where  they  will  confer  with 
recognized  experts  on  this  and  kindred  diseases  who  iire  connected 
with  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

AMAZON  TELEGRAPH  COMPANY. 

A  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  the  •'.Vinazon  Telegraph  C'om- 
pany”  was  recently  held  at  London.  Mr.  D.  H.  (Ioodsai.l.  who 
presided  at  the  meeting,  stated  that  owing  to  the  difficulties  in 
maintaining  the  cables,  the  accounts  of  the  compiiny  showed  a  deficit 
of  £29,0(M».  Repaii’s  were  being  made  in  the  cables,  and  at  three 
places  the  line  was  being  transferred  to  another  route.  It  was  hoped 
by  these  changes  that  the  cable  would  !)(>  able  to  be  maintained  per¬ 
manently  in  its  present  position.  The  company  has  obtained  from  the 
State  of  Amazonas  a  concession  foi-  a  land  line,  which  it  exjM'cts  to 
establish  soon. 

IMPORTATIONS  AT  RIO  DE  JANEIRO  IN  1899. 

The  last  tariff  bulletin  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  published  the  figures  for 
the  direct  im|)orts  received  at  this  port  from  iibroad  during  the  year 
189ff. 

For  the  first  time,  writes  the  Belgian  Legiition  at  Rio.  "'this  official 
publication  indicates  the  countries  of  origin  instead  of,  as  formerly, 
only  giving  the  total  of  the  importation  by  article." 
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'riie.se  statistics  are  prepared  according  to  the  order  of  the  thirt^’-tiv'e 
classics  of  tin*  customs  taritf  and  have  sen'ed  as  basis  for  the  following 
data: 

'I'lie  total  of  the  iin]X)rts  received  at  the  principal  Brazilian  customs 
hiirean  in  181B*  was  3:ib.3(J2,876  /nilftin,  or  at  the  exchange  of  12 pence 
p»‘i'  niUcf  le  (ba.se  adopted  by  the  customs),  alxmt  287,702,600  f ranee. 

IMPORTATION  OP  ZINC  WHITE. 

Zinc  white  from  Belgium,  according  to  a  report  published  in  the 
‘•Deut.sche  Exjxirt  Zeitung."’  has  almost  driven  British  and  German 
white  lead  from  the  markets  of  the  State  of  Siio  Paulo.  The  railway 
companies  have,  in  fact,  given  up  white  lead  for  white  zinc,  because 
the  latter,  when  used  on  the  coaches  and  at  the  stations  does  not 
assume  the  yellowish  tint  that  the  former  exhibits  w'hen  exposed  to 
the  atmospheric  elements  for  a  time.  Color  paints  are  imported  into 
Sao  Paulo  mainly  in  powdered  form. 

PARA  RUBBER. 

The  .st(K*k  of  lubber  at  Belem  on  the  31st  of  last  January  was  1,525 
tons:  during  the  month  of  Febnian-  I,!)!,*!)  tons  were  received,  making 
a  total  at  that  jxirt  of  5,525  tons.  Of  this  amount  1,477  tons  were 
exported  to  the  United  States  and  1,885  tons  to  Europe. 

MINING  NOTES. 

A  company  was  recently  organized  at  Brussels  for  the  exploitation 
of  the  copper  mines  along  the  banks  of  the  Camaquan  River  in  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul.  The  company  is  known  under  the  name  of  “Minas 
de  Cobre  de  Cama(|uan.”  The  capital  of  the  company  is  1,50U,<X)H 
f ranee,  consisting  of  3,tKX)  shares,  of  the  value  of  b^frujive  each. 

During  April,  1900,  gold  bars  w’ere  exixirted  through  Rio  de  Janeiro 
from  the  Morro  Vellro  mine  to  the  value  of  447,000  mtlreie  ($244,062). 
'i'he  “  Rio  News”  states  that  the  State  taxes  and  freight  charges  on 
this  shipment  amounted  to  20,522.626  viilrele,  or  $11,205.55. 

Some  50  csises  of  cyanide  of  potassium  for  the  use  of  the  Sslo  Bento 
gold  mines  were  recently  received  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.  This  product  was 
admitted  free  of  duty,  in  accordance  with  the  new  taritf  law  which 
makes  provision  with  reference  to  the  mining  indu.stry. 

The  “Pharol,”  of  Juiz  de  Fora,  says  that  beds  of  isinglass,  sulphur, 
and  saltpeter  have  Ix'cn  discovered  in  that  district.  Miners  are  again 
at  work  on  the  gold  diggings  in  the  Andahue  range  of  mountains. 

VALUABLE  LAND  CONCESSION. 

Senhor  Maxoel  Floriaxo  Correa  de  Britto,  a  native  of  Brazil, 
has  been  awarded  a  most  valuable  concession  of  land  near  the  city  of 
Mauaos.  The  projxjrty  consists  of  several  thousand  acres  of  rubber

n*|X)rt  of  th*'  Chilean  Loffation  in  tin*  Einpin*  of  Japin,  iiuuloto 
I  he  Chilean  (TOV»‘rnnuMit]*yS«‘nor  Carlos  Mokla  Vutjna,  Envoy  Exlra- 
ordinary  and  Minister  Pl»Mii|X)tentiary  of  the  Repiddie  of  Chile  to  that 
Empire,  ran  w**ll  he  railed  a  menionihle  one.  'Phis  report  eontains  an 
arti«de  whirh  treats  of  the  use,  in  Japan,  of  nitnite  *»f  soda  as  an  ajjri- 
rultural  fertilizer.  It  is  an  extensive  and  detailed  investijration  in 
whirh  an*  found  very  interestinj^  data  eonrerninrf  this  suhje<-t.  .Vt  the 
end  of  said  report  8<'nor  Morla  Vicuna  publishes  the  followinjf  sum¬ 
mary:

years  to  <-ome  into  genenil  use  in  all  the  im(x>rtant  cultivations  of  the 
country. 

‘•'riie  eom|Kiny  to  Ix'  fonued  for  the  importation  of  this  sidwtanee 
is,  therefore,  emlxirking  in  a  profitable  business. 

“Fiist.  It  will  1m'  profitable  to  Japin's  agri<-ulture  by  providing  an 
eflieient  and  relatively  cheap  manure  that  will  enable  im-n'ased  «-rops 
to  be  pnxliu'ed  at  a  reduced  outlay. 

“Si'eond.  It  will  be  benetieial  to  Japan's  industries,  for  it  will  seek 
to  establish  a  return  trad*'  nirrving  Jaixinese  industrial  j)r<Kluets  to 
the  Republi«-s  lx)rdering  the  w'cst  coast  of  South  America.  The  pnxl- 
uets  likely  to  find  a  market  in  those  countries  are:  (1)  Rice,  now 
imiK)rted  into  Chile  from  Sjxiin,  the  Unitetl  States,  and  Peni  (Lsindniye- 
que);  (2)  tea,  an  arti<de  of  large  consumption  at  present  imported 
from  China  and  Ceylon,  through  England;  (J)  cheap  crockery,  at 
present  im]X)rtt‘d  from  Simiii,  Fninee,  England,  and  (Tcrmany;  (4) 
yarns,  printed  and  white  *-ottons,  generally  used  by  the  lalx)ring  classes 
in  the  manufacture  of  clothes;  (5)  fans,  lanterns,  et<*.,  in  common  use 
all  over  South  Ameri«-ji  aixl  at  i*res«'nt  prcxaiivd  from  Europe*,  eU*. 
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“Third.  It  will  be  advantageous  to  the  nitrate  industry  of  Chile  in 
opening  an  iiujK»rtant  new  market  for  this  j)roduet  which  is  capable  of 
being  indetinitely  increased. 

Fourth.  It  will  be  useful  to  the  countries  l)ordering  the  we.st  coast 
of  South  America  by  placing  them  in  regular,  periodical,  and  frequent 
communication  with  Japan  and  other  eastern  countries. 

‘•The  governments  of  Japan  and  the  South  American  Republics 
mentioned  are  controlled  by  j)rogressive  and  eidightened  statesmen, 
who  will  not  fall  to  aid  this  undm-taking,  which  has  for  its  object  their 
mutual  welfare  and  })ro.s}x‘rity,  by — 

“First  abolishing  the  import  duties  on  nitnite  of  soda,  when  used 
as  an  agricultunil  fertilizer  in  Japan,  and,  .secondly,  by  subsidizing  the 
company's  line  of  st^'ameix,  at  least  during  the  fiiNt  three  or  four  years, 
until  the  stn'am  of  n*ciprocal  trade  is  regularly  established.” 

OPENING  OF  CONGRESS. 

The  National  Congress  of  Chile  was  o|x?ned  at  Valparaiso  on  June 
1,  The  message  of  the  President  is  .said  to  have  cn'ated  a 

very  favoralde  imjiression.  The  revenues  for  1901  were  estimated 
at  ^125,(K)0.(MKt  and  the  expenditures  at  ^108,000,000,  including 
^lO.uOOJKjO  for  incn'asing  the  public  works.  It  was  recommended 
that  the  surplus  be  useil  for  the  reduction  of  the  public  debt. 

BANK  OF  PUNTA  ARENAS. 

The  “Diario  Oticial"  of  the  Republic  of  Chile,  in  its  issue  of  April 
19,  19(M»,  contains  a  full  text  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Bank  of  Punta 
Arenas,  located  in  the  Province  of  ^lagidlanes,  as  follows: 

“The  life  of  this  bank  shall  be  fifty  yeara,  at  the  expiration  of  which 
tiuie  its  charter  may  be  further  extended  if  the  stockholders  should  .so 
desire.  The  domicile  of  the  couipany  shall  be  Punta  Arenas,  and  it 
shall  have  the  right  to  establish  branches  in  other  parts  of  the  Rt'public. 

“The  business  of  the  l)ank  shall  be  to  receive  and  lend  money  on 
interest;  to  discount  drafts,  notes,  and  other  negotiable  psiper  in  gen¬ 
eral;  to  buy  and  .sell  national  and  foreign  securities;  to  op<*n  accounts 
current;  to  receive  sight  or  time  dejx)sits;  to  draw  drafts  and  lettera 
of  credit;  to  acquire  lands  or  other  property;  to  establi.sh  savings 
departments,  and  to  engsige  in  all  those  op'rations  which  lie  within  the 
province  of  a  banking  company. 

“The  capital  of  the  company  .shall  be  ^5(X),(HX),  divided  into  5,(X)0 
shares  of  t'lOO  each.  This  capital  stoc-k  may  be  increa.sed  to  ^1,000, 0(X» 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  of  the  company. 

“  During  the  year  llKMt  the  bank  shall  not  demand  of  its  shareholdera 
a  greater  quota  than  20  j)er  cent  of  the  value  of  the  subscribed  stoc'k.” 

I’unta  Arenas  is  situated  in  the  ejistern  pirt  of  the  most  southern 
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point  of  C'hiU*.  and  this  bank  will  doubtless  Im*  t)f  j^mit  l>enetit  in  pro¬ 
moting  tiiide  and  in  the  development  of  that  part  of  the  Republic. 

ELECTRICITY  IN  A  COAL  MINE. 

A  correspondent  of  the  **  South  American  .lournal,'"'  writing  from 
\’alj)arai.so  under  date  of  April  2,  19U0,  speaks  of  the  development  of 
electricity  in  the  Republic  of  Chile.  After  mentioning  instances  of 
the  recent  installation  of  electric  tramways  and  lighting  plants,  with 
a  general  statement  that  electricity  as  a  motive  p<jwer  is  growing  in 
favor  throughout  that  country,  he  describes  the  operations  of  elec¬ 
tricity  in  a  mine.  He  says  that,  so  far  as  is  at  present  known,  there 
is  only  one  coal  mine  in  Chile  that  is  so  operated.  The  following  is  a 
condensation  of  the  corre.spondent’s  description  of  this  mine,  which 
lielongs  to  the  Cousino  family,  and  is  populaily  known  as  the  **  Pique 
(Ininde  Carlos.”  or  “Big  Charles  Pit.” 

“Two  clas.ses  of  jiower  work  this  pit — steam  and  electricity.  At  tirst 
steam  was  u.si,*d.  but  as  the  workings  extended  farther  underground 
electricity  was  added.  The  hoisting  and  ventilating  engines  are  still 
driven  by  steam,  but  all  other  machinery  is  driven  by  electricity.  To 
generate  the  electric  power  water  is  used,  brought  by  pipes  from  Chivi- 
lings  Valley,  in  the  mountains,  alxmt  7,(XMJ  meters  from  the  mine.  For 
the  distance  of  350  feet  this  line  is  brought  down  the  face  of  a  nearly  pt*r- 
)HMidicular  precipice.  At  the  top  of  this  descent  the  pij)e  has  a  diam¬ 
eter  of  3  feet,  but  as  it  descends  its  diameter  decreases  until  the  stream 
lH‘comes  comparatively  small.  lx.‘ing  forced  with  great  velocity  against 
a  “Pelton  wheel,”  the  motion  of  which  sets  a  large  dynamo  in  t)pera- 
tion,  capible  of  generating  jx)wer  up  to  10,<AK)  volts. 

“This  power  is  transmitted  along  three  wires  erected  upon  posts  alx)ut 
*25  feet  in  height,  jiassing  over  mountains  and  valleys.  These  wires  are 
tarried  into  an  iron  receptacle  (stiitionary  transformer)  almut  ti  feet 
in  height,  weighing  alxuit  8  tons,  which  contains  a  .somewhat  compli- 
catetl  mechanical  contrivance  immeraed  in  resin.  This  transforms  the 
jx)wer  into  500  working  volts.  The  electric  current  next  |xi.s.ses 
through  a  (artition  of  marble,  as  being  a  good  nonconductor,  and 
t»perates  on  another  machine  tailed  a  reforaiing  transformer.  The 
electricity  is  now  conducted  down  the  shaft  a  distance  of  about  1,0<KJ 
feet,  by  means  of  a  table  which  is  held  to  the  sides  of  the  shaft  l»y 
cla.s|)s,  and  thence  it  passes  along  wires  secured  to  the  roof  of  the  mine. 

“So  far  the  above  may  lx*  called  half  of  the  system,  the  other  half 
lH*ing  represented  by  the  motors  which  take  the  places  of  horses  and 
mules  in  drawing  the  cars  of  coal  from  the  workings  to  the  shaft. 
There  are  live  motors  in  all.  These  are  square  steel  boxes  on  wheels, 
having  plates  which  can  lx‘  removed  if  necessary  to  get  at  the  machin¬ 
ery  inside.

At  one  end  they  have  a  kind  of  a  bowsprit  (trolley  pole),  except  that  it 
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sUiiuls  uprijrht  and  is  divided  at  the  top  lik«‘  a  letter  Y.  Between  the 
forks  of  the’Y  is  a  ruhher  of  l>mss  which  touches  the  win*  overhead 
and  rev'olves  as  the  hM*omotive  moves,  'Phe  current  pass(*s  down 
throujfh  the  y>owsprit  into  the  motor,  the  s|i«‘ed  of  which  is  i*ontrolled 
by  a  lever  similar  to  the  throttle  valve  of  an  <*njfine. 

■•'Phere  is  moi*e  or  le.ss  moistun*  in  every  mine,  hut  nothinj;  of  the 
kind  can  }f(*t  inside  these  l(H*omotives,  as  they  are  fully  protected  hv 
tin*  st»*el  plates  even  from  falling  debris.  It  is  said  that  any  lH)y  with 
ordinary  intellij;en«*e  can  o|H*rate  one  of  them  aft»*r  having  n'ceived  a 
few  lessons.  These  motors  draw  trains  of  from  *20  to  ilH  small  cars 
loaded  with  coal,"  'Phe  writer  says  it  is  underst(M)d  that  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  electricity  to  this  mine  has  eH'ect**d  a  saving  to  the  eumpany 
which  controls  it  of  annually. 

EXTENT  OF  THE  NITRATE  DEPOSITS.

In  1S8'.*  the 
total  output  anunmted  to  8I.812,r>SH  quintals,  and  alH)ut 
lalMirers  were  employed  in  the  production  of  this  (|uantity.  It  is  said 
that  the  output  this  year  will  amount  to  alnnit  32,(X)H.(KX>  <|uintals, 
provided  sutticient  lalKir  can  Ik*  obtained  b>  work  the  de|)osits, 
'Phe  min(*s  of  the  Republic  are  estimated  to  contain  more  than 
i|uinhkls,  which,  calcidating  an  avemge  exportation  of 
35,*kk».(KMJ  quintals  jH*r  year,  would  last  alamt  forty -six  years.

'Phe  ••Coiiqrafua  llunchaca,”  les.see  of  the  Antofagasta  Railway, 
extending  from  the  Chilean  coast  into  Ihdivia,  is  having  six  hwoim*- 
tives  built  in  the  I'nited  States  by  tin*  Baldwin  Ijocomotiv**  Works. 
'Pwo  of  these  w»*re  recently  shipp«*d  to  Chih*. 

TAMATA  MINERAL  DISTRICT. 

'Phe  district  of  'Pamava,  situated  in  the  I’rovince  of  C'<Mjuiml>o, 
department  of  Ovalle,  is  exce«*dingly  rich  in  minerals.  .\  railroad  t!0 
kilometers  long  places  it  in  communication  with  the  |)ort  of  'Pongoi. 
'Phe  mounhiin  of  Tamaya  at  its  greatt*st  elevation  is  about  1,2IX>  meters 
aljove  sea  level,  and  is  conspicuous  on  account  of  its  sharp  and  rugged 
pt*aks,  rough  and  uninviting  appearanct*.  \  cart  road  leads  from  the 
base  of  the  mountain  to  most  of  the  principal  mines.  Since  the  dis- 
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ooveryof  tlu*iiiiiu*s  thi*  easily  reduei  hie  ores  have  lH*en  ext  meted,  while 
the  n'fraetory  ones  have  been  abandoned,  the  miners  not  knowinjr  how 
to  rediu-e  them.  The  oldest  mines  are  Arenillas,  Pizarro.  ('ampanii, 
ete.  The  more  reeent  ones,  which  have  been  discovered  within  the 
last  sixty  yearn,  and  which  are  the  richest,  are  Piiiue,  Rosario.  San 
.lose,  Dit'hosa.  (liiias,  and  numerous  others  of  lesser  imiMU-taia-e.  'I'he 
district  contains  an  abundam-e  of  low-jjrade  ore,  and  is  a  rich  held  for 
the  prosp«‘ctor.  miner  and  investor.

MARITIME  AND  PORT  DUES. 

Sinn*  May  1.  imHi.  tin*  Colombian  (TOvernni«‘nt  exat-fcs  the  jjayinent 
in  jjold  of  tli<‘  maritime  duties. 

On  the  .sime  date  the  import  tliities  on  foreign  merehandise  were 
raised  to  25  per  cent  ad  calorem  by  the  Governor  of  the  Department 
of  Panama. 

The  decree  with  reference  to  the  j)ort  dues  ri'ads  as  follows: 

“Akticle  i.  From  the  1st  day  of  !May  next,  the  amount  heretofore 
collected  in  Colombian  currency  for  light-hou.se.  wharfagi*.  tonnage, 
and  pilotage  dues,  charges  for  ballast,  and.  in  general,  all  j)ort  dues  will 
be  paid  by  vessels  arriving  at  the  jan’ts  of  the  Kepublic  in  the  gold 
coin  of  the  country  from  which  they  have  sailed,  or  its  equivalent  in 
Colombian  currency. 

“Akt.  2.  The  concessionaires  of  light-houses  and  wharves  may  cele¬ 
brate  contracts  with  the  Government  for  the  purpose  of  nuKlifving  the 
existing  conditions  in  relation  to  the  dunition  of  their  privilegi*s  and 
the  |x>rtion  of  the  fees  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  Republic  from  the 
pi-oducers  of  said  light-houses  and  wharves.  If  for  any  rea.son  such 
arrang«*ments  are  not  made,  there  shall  be  collected  in  gold  coin  only 
the  dues  belonging  to  the  Government,  according  to  the  respective 
contracts  or  acts  of  couce.ssion  now  in  force.” 

ABOLITION  OF  THE  MATCH  MONOPOLY. 

The  Government  of  Colombia  has  issued  a  decree  providing  that  the 
mono|X)ly  of  the  imjx)rtation  of  matches,  and  of  materials  for  the 
manufacture  of  .same  should  end  on  the  Kith  of  April,  IJHMI,  and  .set¬ 
ting  forth  the  duty  to  be  collected  on  .said  imixjrtation.  The  articles 
read : 

“Auticle  1.  After  the  lUth  day  of  April  next,  the  imix)rtation  of 
matches,  as  well  as  the  niw  materials  for  the  manufacture  of  siuiie, 
will  be  pt‘rmitted  in  the  Republic. 

“Art.  2.  By  virtue  of  the  foregoing  article,  a  duty  on  such  im|X)r- 
tations  will  Ixj  collected  as  follows:  Wax  matches,  !^1.5b  (t>5.4  cents 
gold)  p<n*  kilogram  (2.2040  pounds);  wooden  matches,  50 
(21.8  cents)  jx*r  kilogram.  Materials  for  the  manufacture  of  matches 
will  jmy  the  ordinary  duty,  plus  25  per  cent.” 

INCREASED  FREIGHT  RATES. 

Mr.  W.  Irvin  Shaw,  United  States  (Jonsul  at  Barranquilla,  under 
date  of  April  28,  1000,  sends  copy  of  a  notice  published  by  the  Bar- 
niiujuilla  Railway  and  Pier  Company,  Limited,  according  to  which 
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there  will  l>e  rharjjed  from  the  l.st  of  May  i)  cents  jrold  for  mch  125 
kilojfranis  (275  |M>un(ls)  of  iinjmrt  or  export  carjfo  in  addition  to  the 
rejjnlar  freij^ht  charj;«‘s  collected  in  Colombian  currency.  The  .saiin* 
charge  will  apply  to  shipments  of  cattle. 

MARKET  FOR  SHEET  TIN. 

The  “Deutsche  Export  Zeitung”  notes  that  up  to  the  present  time 
the  tin  ifxlustry  of  Colombia  has  not  been  of  such  an  extent  as  to 
awaken  any  particular  interest,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  number 
of  kib-hen  and  a  few  other  utensils  of  tin  are  being  manufactured 
there.  'Fhe  imp<>rtations  of  sheet  tin  during  the  year  ending  Juiu' 
18!>S,  were  as  follows:  From  Great  Britain,  31,21.3  kilograms;  France. 
1,105  kilognims;  Germany,  3,708  kilognuns;  United  States,  3.770 
kilograms. 

I’etroleum  is  imported  in  large  (juantities  by  Colombia,  this  oil 
l)eing  re<M>ived  in  square  tin  cans  holding  5  gjillons  each,  and  these 
cans  when  emptied  of  the  |>etroleum  are  used  for  a  numb«M‘  of  other  i>ur- 
|)oses.  The  native  tinsmiths  buy  them  for  alnnit  30  each  and 

manufacture  other  articles  from  them.  Besides  this,  many  are  reex- 
|>orted  tilled  with  oil  of  copjiiva.  tolu,  and  other  kinds  of  oils  and  bal¬ 
sams.  There  are  no  spe<Mal  manufactories  of  tinware  when*  machinery 
is  used,  although  iiujuiries  are  frequent  respecting  catalogues  and 
price  lists  of  tin-working  tools. 

PEARL  FISHERY  CONCESSION. 

The  Government  at  Bogota  announces  that  ex<*lusive  rights  for  p*arl 
fishing  in  thewateraof  the  Republic  of  Colombia  will  Im*  granted  iq)on 
the  condition  that  25  per  cent  of  the  net  pnx-eeds  l)e  allotted  to  the 
Government.  .\n  advance  psiyment  in  gold  coin  is  recjuired  of  the 
concessionaire.  Interested  parties  are  requested  to  enter  into  negotia¬ 
tions  din*ctly  with  the  Government  at  Bogota.

EXTRACT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT’S  MESSAGE  TO  CONGRESS. 

The  followijig  is  an  extract  of  the  very  interesting  and  compre¬ 
hensive  nu'ssage  of  the  President  of  Costa  Rica,  delivered  to  the 
National  Congress  at  San  Jos^,  on  the  Ist  of  May,  1900: 

The  President  states  that  upon  submitting  to  Congress  the  present 
mes.sage,  it  ph‘ases  him  to  be  able  to  assure  the  nation  that  the  internal 
affairs  of  the  R«*public,  as  well  as  its  relations  with  foreigii  powers,  are 
in  every  way  satisfactory,  d'he  condition  of  the  former  is  largely  due 
to  the  habits  of  order  and  industry  which  espi*cially  characterize  the 
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Costa  liican  pooph*,  while  the  latter  (lenionst rates  that  the  (rovern- 
iiieiit,  ill  all  its  oftieial  aets  with  foreijrn  powi'rs.  has  heen  inspired 
with  the  most  profound  ri'speet  for  inteniational  law.  ohsi'rvinj;  in 
every  ease  the  strictest  rules  of  eourtesy,  and  ohtaininjr,  as  a  eonse- 
(pienee,  the  most  frank  and  cordial  relations  with  other  nations. 

For  the  mutual  lieni'tit  of  the  Repuhlii-s,  the  ipu'stion  of  houndarv 
with  C'olomhia.  which  has  heen  so  often  tin*  cause  of  dispute,  is  on  the 
point  of  heinj;  settled.  The  President  of  the  French  Hepuhlie  ha.s 
heen  chosen  as  arbitrator,  and  his  decision  will  he  rendered  on  this 
im|M»rtant  ipiestion  hefore  the  close  of  the  month  of  8epteniher  of  the 
present  year. 

'I'he  work  of  survey  and  the  erection  of  landmarks  on  the  dividing 
line  hetween  (’oshi  liiea  and  Nieanigua  are  about  to  he  completed,  the 
engineer  naiiu'd  as  arbitrator  hv  the  (iovernment  of  the  United  States 
having  already  decided  the  question  suhmitti'd  to  him  by  the  Nir.i- 
raguan  Commission  eoneerning  the  fixing  of  the  center  of  Salinas  Pay 
as  tin*  terminal  point  of  the  houndarv  line.  'Phis  decision  agrees 
exactly  with  that  arrived  at  by  Mr.  (iuovp'.k  Ch.p:vp:LAXi),  acting  as 
arbitrator,  and  with  the  surveys  which,  in  due  time,  were  made  by  the 
Costa  Rican  Commission  of  18B0. 

Public  instruction,  in  all  its  branches,  as  far  as  appropriations  from 
the  funds  of  the  nation  are  concerned,  has  received  from  the  (lovern- 
ment  especial  attention.  Primary  instruction  has  bi'cii  notably  ein-our- 
aged  by  the  founding  of  new  scIkkiIs  in  all  those  centeis  of  population 
which,  by  their  natund  growth,  have  reipiired  them. 

As  a  widening  of  professional  instruction  has  always  been  the  fer¬ 
vent  desire  of  the  (iovernment,  the  founding  of  scIkmiIs  of  engineer¬ 
ing,  surveying,  artd  mechani<‘al  arts  is  very  much  to  be  desired,  and 
the  ne])artment  of  Publii*  Instruetion  will  submit  to  (kmgress  during 
the  present  session  a  plan  for  its  fultillment.  This  being  done,  the 
founding  of  the  university  can  be  aeeomplisln‘d. 

The  economic  situation  of  the  country  is  in  a  mueh  more  favorable 
condition  at  the  present  time  than  in  former  years.  This  is  largely 
due  to  the  reaction  that  set  in  immediately  after  the  crisis,  which  was 
of  a  transitory  nature,  and  which  was  caused  by  the  sudden  fall  in  the 
price  of  coffee  in  foreign  markets,  and  the  eonseipient  contraction  and 
imuK'diate  susjamsion  of  the  ordinary  credits  extended  to  national 
commerce.  It  was  further  aggnivated  by  an  unusual  rise  in  exchange, 
the  result  being  financial  depression,  esp('cially  in  regard  to  credits. 
In  a  word,  the  low  price  of  cotfee  reduced  almost  one-half  the  value 
destined  to  the  liquidation  of  credits,  and  the  extniordinary  rise  in  the 
rate  of  foreign  exchange  increased  in  proportion  with  respect  to  the 
nation’s  money  the  total  outstanding  commercial  liabilities  in  favor  of 
foreign  countries.  Under  such  unfavorable  circumstances  it  was 
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iin|)(»ssi)»lo  to  avoid  tho  making  of  ruinou.s  .settlements,  which  arte<‘ted 
ilccply  the  whole  eeonoinie  .system  of  the  country. 

It  was  only  after  the  executive  decree  of  the  17th  of  April  la.st, 
which  ordered  the  circulation  of  jrold,  that  the  country  c<*uld  appre¬ 
ciate  its  true  situati«>n  with  a  full  kiuuvlcdj^c  of  its  cau.se.  In  proof 
of  the  forejjoinjr.  there  are,  on  the  one  hand,  .statistical  data,  and.  on 
the  other,  the  sudden  and  con.stant  fall  in  the  rate  of  ext-hanire  occur- 
rin*;  immediately  after  the])romul^ition  of  that  decree.  By  the  former 
it  is  seen  that  the  total  exportations  for  the  year  IS!»B  were,  approx¬ 
imately.  jjedd.  the  im])ortations  hein*;  about 

This  leavivs  a  halam-e  in  our  favor  «»f  mm >  »r<)ld.  Furthermore,

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Ono  of  tho  most  important  works  in  this  line  is  that  of  the  bridg’e 
across  the  Grande  River,'  the  i'onstruetion  of  which  will  eommenee 
next  November.  The  completion  of  thi.s  bridge  will  practically  unite 
the  Pacific  coast  with  the  interior  of  the  Republic,  and  the  railroad 
will  have  overcome  the  greatest  obstacle  to  its  construction. 

'I'he  President  concludes  by  recommending  to  the  consideration  of 
Congr(‘ss  the  necessity  of  inooi-porating  into  the  Constitution,  as  one  of 
its  precepts,  the  basis  of  the  monetary  .system  (established  by  the  mon¬ 
etary  law  of  the  24th  of  October,  189H),  and  the  absolute  prohibition 
of  the  i.ssuance  of  bank  bills  by  the  State. 

Ni;W  BANKING  LAW. 

The  following  paragraphs  are  extracts  fi’om  the  banking  law  of 
Costa  Rica,  enacted  on  the  25th  of  April,  and  made  effective  on 
and  after  that  date: 

Kvery  bank,  of  whatever  kind,  shall  become  a  joint  .stock  company. 
The  number  of  shareholders  shall  not  be  le.s.s  than  ten,  and  the  capitjil 
stock  shall  be  at  least  5<X),000  eolnne^.  The  by-laws  shall  be  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Finance,  and  after  having  been 
.sanctioned  by  the  Executive  Power,  they  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
“  Register  of  Commerce.”  The  same  procedure  shall  be  observed 
with  re.spect  to  ant^  amendment  or  alteration  of  the  by-laws. 

No  bank  shall  begin  operations  unless  it  shall  have  on  hand  in  cash, 
paid  in  by  the  shareholders,  at  least  one-half  the  amount  of  the  capi¬ 
tal  stock  prescribed  by  the  by-laws;  nor  can  it  continue  in  business 
after  the  expiration  of  one  year  without  the  payment  of  the  other  half. 

Banks  shall  not  acquire  more  real  estate  than  that  which  may  be 
absolutely  necessai’v  for  the  establishment  of  their  offices  and  annexes. 
They  may,  neverthele.ss,  acquire  real  property  in  the  payment  of 
debts.  The  real  property  accpiired  in  this  manner  shall  be  di.spo.sed  of 
within  a  year  from  the  date  of  its  acquisition  if  it  be  urban  property, 
and  within  two  years  if  real  property.  If  the  property  should  not  Imj 
disposed  of  within  the  time  already  indicated,  the  Department  of 
Finance,  after  verifying  the  date  of  its  acquisition,  and  without  the 
necessity  of  other  procedure,  shall  order  its  sale  through  the  interven¬ 
tion  of  a  notary. 

Bank  shares  shall  not  be  issued  to  bearer  unless  their  nominal  value 
has  been  wholly  paid.  Banks  shall  neither  buy  their  own  shares  nor 
admit  them  as  security,  nor  perform  any  operation  with  them. 

The  shares  issued  by  the  banks  shall  be  recorded  in  a  register  kept 
for  that  purpose  by  the  respective  managers  or  administrators.  In 
like  manner  there  shall  be  entered  in  the.se  registers  the  transfers  or 
sales  of  the  shares. 

Every  bank  shall  create  a  reserve  fund.*  At  least  5  per  cent  of  the 
yearly  net  protits  shall  be  destined  to  this  fund,  which  shall  not  be 
used  for  the  payment  of  dividends. 
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No  l)iiiik  whirli  niiiy  be  cstal)lislu*(l  in  the  eountrv  shall  fix  its  doini- 
eile  or  place  its  capital  outside  of  the  territory  of  the  Republic. 

Companies  orfrani/ed  in  foreijrn  couiitrie.s  for  the  j)uri>ose  of  estab- 
lishint;  banks  of  whatever  kind  in  the  Republic  shall,  in  their  forma¬ 
tion,  be  jroverned  by  the  j)rovisions  of  this  law.  The  banks,  as  well 
as  their  shareholders,  shall  have  the  character  of  Costa  Ricans,  with¬ 
out  ever  being  able  to  claim  the  rights  of  foreigners  with  relation  to 
the  atfaii’s  or  operations  of  the  banks,  and  shall  always  be  subject  to 
the  laws  of  the  Repuldic  as  i?it(“rpreted  by  the  <'Ourts. 

Hanks  which  may  be  established  in  the  country  as  bninch»*s  of 
foreign  banks  are  likewise  subject  to  the  foregoing  provisions. 

No  person  or  «‘ompany  shall  ))lace  in  circulation  any  document  of 
any  kind  which  shall  promise  to  pay  cash,  at  sight,  to  the  l)earer. 

Mortgage  batiks  shall  not  issue  bank  not«‘s  payable  to  bearer  at 
sight,  but  they  may  place  in  cinrulation  amortizable  mortgjige  iMtnds, 
in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  bank,  to  an  amount  etpial  to 
that  represented  by  the  lirst  mortgages  issiu'd  in  favor  of  the  l»ank. 

Oidy  those  banks  which  are  not  mortgage  banks,  and  whose  by-laws 
concede  them  such  privilege,  shall  issue  bank  notes  payable  to  Ix'arer, 
making  the  issue  in  accordance  w  ith  the  provisions  of  this  law. 

No  bank  whose  paid-up  capital  is  less  than  cohmex,  and 

which  at  the  time  of  emission  has  not  this  amount  on  hand  in  national 
gold  coin  (the  colon),  shall  issue  notes  payable  to  bearer. 

The  total  amount  «»f  bank  notes  which  a  bank  may  issue  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  75  p«*r  cent  of  its  paid-14)  capital.  Reserve  funds  shall  never 
be  considenal  as  capital. 

Every  bank  of  issue  shall  always  maintain  in  its  vaults,  in  national 
gold  coin,  a  reserve  eipial  to  45  jx'r  cent  of  tlu*  amount  of  its  notes  in 
circulation.  I)ejM)sits  subject  to  sight  draft  shall  not  be  considered  as 
cash  on  hand  in  computing  this  reserve,  but  shall  Im*  deducted  from  the 
actual  cash  on  hand  in  determining  the  amount  of  this  reserve. 

Hank  bills  shall  be  issued  only  in  the  following  denominations;  Five, 
ten,  twenty-tive,  tifty,  one  hundred,  and  tive  hundred  coloncx. 

Hefore  prinveding  with  the  issuance  of  bank  notes,  the  banks  must 
comply  with  the  following  formalities: 

Manifest  in  writing  and  in  due  form  to  the  Ih'jKirtment  of  Finance 
the  amount  and  denomination  of  the  notes  to  be  issued,  citing  the  f>y- 
laws  and  other  resolutions  of  the  bank  which  authorizt'  the  emission. 

Furnish  a  canceled  sample  of  each  denomination  of  Inink  notes  to 
be  issued. 

Furnisli,  in  a  closed  envelope,  liearing  the  .seal  of  the  bank,  a  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  engravings,  signatures,  and  counter-signatures  of  the  notes 
to  be  issued,  and  which  shall  serve  as  a  proof  of  their  genuiiicnc.ss 
should  (M'casion  re^piirc  it. 

The  Ib'partment  of  Finance,  within  a  iHU’iiKl  not  to  e.xceed  ten  days 
Hull.  No.  0 - 3 
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from  (Ik*  of  (lio  l»aiik's  a|)|)rK-ation.  shall  authori/o  or  rofust*  the 
sanu*. 

It  is  not  ol)li«;atorv  to  rocoivo  hank  notes  in  payment  for  any  <leht, 
.service,  or  ohlioathm.  'I'lieir  ein-ulation  shall  he  entirely  voluntary. 

Tin*  notes  .shall  he  redeemahle  in  national  jfohl  coin  on  presentation, 
and  tin*  hank  shall  nevt'r  r«*fuse  payment  except  for  tln'ir  falsification, 
d'he  refusal  of  the  imuK'diat**  ])ayment  of  tin*  hank’s  notes  for  any  other 
reason  at  once  ])laces  tin*  hank  in  a  state  of  hankruptcy. 

An  fdlicial  inspector  shall  he  ap))ointed  hy  the  Department  of 
Finance,  who  shall  (“xamine  tin*  op<*iations  of  «*very  haiik  of  issue. 

Hanks  cstahlislu'd  at  the  present  tinn*  in  the  Kepid)lie shall  havesixty 
days  in  which  to  «*om]»ly  with  tin*  ju'ovisimis  of  this  law.  The  Bank

'Pho  law  contains  tho  provisions  usual  in  other  llopuhlics  of  South 
.\uiorica,  whi«4i  an*  that  applicants  must  pro.sont  a  petition  do.scriptive 
of  tho  mark  and  stab*  tho  class  of  jroods  to  which  it  is  intended  to  Ik* 
applied.  If  resident  abroad,  they  must  .send  a  iM)wer  of  attormw  to 
.stnno  aj;^t'nt  in  the  country,  duly  attested  by  a  notary  public  and  loj^al- 
iz*'d  by  an  Ecuadorian  Consul.  Three  copies  of  the  mark  to  he  sent. 
The  petition  will  he  published  in  the  “  liejjistro  OticiaP’ of  Ecuador. 
Fees  of  25  besides  certain  stamps,  must  he  paid. 
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No  term  is  miMitioiied  over  wliieh  proteetion  is  j^iven,  uikI  it  may  l>e 
assumed  tliat  the  ri<;iit  to  the  sole  use  of  a  trade-mark  in  Ecuador 
exists  for  as  long  as  the  owner  continues  in  husiness.  The  rifjfht  of 
transfer  is  ijiven. 

VALUABLE  SULPHUR  MINES. 

Mr.  .\k<’HKK  Harman,  tin*  Hnited  States  eoneessionaire  and  builder 
of  the  ( Juaya(|uil  and  (^uito  Railway,  has  informed  the  (Jovernor  of 
the  Piehiin-a  District  that  valuable  sulphur  mines  have  lK*en  discov¬ 
ered  in  the  crater  of  the  extinct  volcano  of  (iua(|ua-Pichinca.  The 
ownership  of  the.se  mines  will  augment  <*<»nsiderably  the  resources 
already  at  h:ind  for  the  j)rompt  completion  of  the  railway.

TRADE  IN  TEXTILES  AND  NOVELTIES. 

The  following;  extracts,  with  reference  to  one  hi'anch  of  the  com¬ 
merce  of  Mexico,  an*  taken  from  a  Report  forwarded  to  the  French 
(iovernment  hy  Mr.  C'iiaules  Stefuan,  a  nieinher  of  the  Board  of 
Ti-.ide,  residiii}^  alu’oad. 

“The  trade  in  cotton  textiles  and  tissues  in  <reneral,  as  well  as  in 
novelties,  involves  some  of  the  larj^est  mercantile  transactions  in 
Mexico.  At  the  present  time  this  trade  is  seriously  affected  hy  the 
crisis  envelopincf  textiles,  especially  cotton,  and  consecpiently  all 
manufactured  articles  containing  this  product.  The  local  manufa<-tur- 
ers,  who  already  sustained  with  much  difficulty  the  com|x*tition  of 
import(*d  articles  in  consequence  of  the  recent  installation  of  their 
factories  and  the  date  for  the  liquidation  of  their  first  expenses, 
sutler  most. 

“The  prcMluction  of  cotton  in  the  F^nited  States  of  late  years  has  l>een 
enormous,  andconse<pientl  v  the  prices  have  heen  very  much  depressed, 
reachin*^  their  lowest  ehl)  in  lSi>7-h8.  This  fact  discourafjed  the  ])lant- 
ers  there,  and  last  yc'ar  the  land  devohal  to  this  culture  was  much 
decreased,  while  the  weather  conditions  were  also  unfavomhle  to 
production.  At  the  heginning  of  the  t*xporting  season  it  was  ladieved 
abroad  that  the  crop  had  he(*n  very  ahundant,  although  tin*  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States  had  given  notice  to  the  contrary. 
This  belief  on  the  part  of  the  foreigners  resulted  in  their  refusing  to 
hu3’  at  the  existing  prices,  while  the  manufa<-tiirers  of  the  Unih'd 
Statt's,  iH'lying  upon  the  Secr«‘tary's  rejxjrt,  bought  up  the  greater 
part  of  the  disposable  cotton,  thus  jilacing  themselves  in  an  un<iues- 
tionahly  more  advantjigeous  position  than  their  foreign  competitors. 

“On  March  1,  IIKX),  the  anuamt  of  cotton  in  the  st<K*ks  of  LiverjM>ol 
was  hah‘s  less  than  for  March  1  of  the  preceding  year,  while 
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tho  disposable  ((uantity  in  the  Tiiited  States  was  only  ir>0,<KM»  bales 
more  than  that  for  the  same  p<‘ri(Kl  of  At  the  same  lime,  the 

(juantity  of  disposable  cotton  in  the  entire  world,  ^larch  1, 1'.MX),  showed 
a  decrease  of  1,457,0(K)  bales  over  March  1,  18!>9. 

“The  consumption  of  cotton  in  Mexico  increases  from  year  to  year. 
The  im|M>rts  of  cotton  from  the  United  States  were  valued  at 
in  the  month  of  Octolx*r,  1898,  while  in  Octola'r,  1899,  siu-h  imjH)rts 
wer«‘  valued  at  %^87,(Mt9. 

“  In  spite  of  this  increase,  the  imjxuTution  of  manufactured  cotton 
products  are  also  increasinjj.  Thus,  the  United  States  ex|M>rted  to 
Mexico  in  ()ctol)er,  1898,  manufactured  articles  to  the  value  of  ^75,(MH>, 
while  in  October,  1899,  such  ex}x»rts  were  valued  at  !i'l<M>,(MKt. 

“ Idle  French  articles  in  demand  in  Mexico  are  the  satin  cloths  of 
KllHcuf  and  the  latest  novelties,  called  “articles  for  tailors,’’  cloth 
from  Koubaix  and  Rouen,  black  and  colored  merinos,  linen  handker¬ 
chiefs,  napkins,  duck,  calicoes,  table  linen,  light-weij^ht  cotton  or 
woolen  tissues,  knitted  cotton  undervests,  dimities,  silk  j^oods.  riblKins, 
and  in  {general  all  woolen  articles,  ready-made  and  jiartly  made 
clothinjr,  ladies’  hats,  etc, 

“More  than  ll,(Kj(J,<MM>y*/w/>c^’  worth  of  textiles  and  their  manufac¬ 
tures  arc,  on  the  averatfc,  exported  annually  from  Fram-e,  which  o<-cu- 
pies  second  place  after  Eny;land,  whose  exjwrts  are  more  than  twice 
the  value  of  those  of  France. 

“  Kntrland  exiK)rts  princijrally  Oxford  handker»‘hiefs  and  imitation 
dapanese  cotton  handkerchiefs,  dimities,  jwrcales,  woolen  shawls,  and 
Itlankets. 

“The  United  States  sends  linen  jyoods,  nw  cotton,  thread,  umbrel¬ 
las,  curtains,  and  furniture  coverinjjs. 

“Articles  from  the  United  States  are  j)erhaps  Indter  known  in  this 
market  than  those  of  any  other  country.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  Americans  have  devoted  themselves  to  an  intellijxent  study  of  the 
Mexican  demands.  One  of  the  jnost  characteristic  si«;ns  is  the  man¬ 
ner  in  whi«-h  th(*v  advertise.  The  United  States  manufacturt'rs  have 
recojfnized  for  a  lonef  time  that  it  was  useless  to  try  toscll  their«<o<Mls 
either  throujjh  the  intermiHliary  of  aj^ents  or  by  advertisin*^  in  the 
trade  journals  alone.  But  they  have  understotHl  and  obtaiin'd  a  »;ood 
result  throujfh  advertisements  rea<-hino’  not  the  merchant  oidy,  Imt  the 
consumer  directh’.  The  sale  of  an  article  would  lie  very  limited  if 
this  article  were  only  known  to  merchants,  who  are  not  in  a  |)osition 
to  make  it  known  to  many  jw'ople,  as  their  Held  of  action  is  limited. 
It  must  not  1)6  for};otten  that  the  Liitin  nice  is  essentially  conserva¬ 
tive,  and  the  Mexicans  are  not  much  given  to  ex|M‘riments. 

“The  conditions  for  the  sales  of  foreign  giKKls  in  Mexico  are  7  |)er 
cent  discount  for  cash,  or  1  per  cent  discount  if  paid  in  tJ  months. 

“The  packing  of  goods  for  exjxirt  to  Mexico  is  a  matter  of  great 
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iinportuiice.  Yorv  ofU-n  the  ineirhaiidise  remains  for  a  lonjj  time  in 
tile  eiistomhou.se,  resultin*^  in  the  exehanj^e  of  eorrespoiulenee,  delays, 
law.suits,  tines,  ete.,  and  tlie  greatest  .sutl'erer  is  the  oiu*  to  whom  the 
merehandise  is  destined,  for  a  delay  in  the  receipt  of  the  merchandise 
can  greatly  inthience.  trade.  It  often  happens  that  a  cargo  is 
im|)atiently  looked  for  l>y  the  merchants  in  the  interior  towns,  and 
conseijuently  their  hiisine.'<s  sutl'ers  on  account  of  the  delay  of  the 
merchandise  at  the  port  of  entry.  .\ll  tlie.sc  inconveniences  could  l>e 
avoided  if  the  ex^xuders  would  conform  to  the  regulations  estahlished 
by  the  Mexican  customlumses. 

“The.se  regulations,  which  redate  especially  to  the  trade  in  textile 
fabrics,  are: 

“Piach  ca.se  inclosing  the  merchandis)*  should  Inair  but  one  mark  and 
number  in  order  to  facilitate  its  identitication,  which  should  be  di'sig- 
nated  in  the  consular  invoice.  In  addition,  however,  the  name  and 
addre.s.s  of  the  inanufacturiu',  marked  uniformly  on  the  original  ca.se.s, 
are  tolerati'd.  Violations  tif  this  rule  are  punished  by  a  tine  of 
pel’  case. 

“The  net  and  gross  weight  and  the  value  of  each  ])a«‘kage  .should  be 
s|X?citied,  even  when  the  entire  cargo  is  of  the  .sanies  kind  of  merchan¬ 
dise.  In  case  a  package  should  contain  dlll'erent  articles,  the  net  weight, 
the  legal  weight,  and  the  value  of  each  kind,  with  the  tariff  correspt)nd- 
ing  to  the  article,  .should  be  specified. 

“It  is  important  to  note  the  difference  Ix'tween  the  net  weight  and 
the  legal  weight,  which  includes  the  baskets,  cases,  cardboard  or 
light  bo.xes  which  are  used  as  separate  covers  for  each  object.  The 
customs  tariff  'clcarly  indicates  if  the  duties  are  levied  on  the  net.  legal, 
or  gross  weight.  'I'he  metric  .system  has  been  in  use  in  Mexico  since 
th(‘  1st  of  September,  ISIMJ. 

“When  .several  boxe.s,  bales,  or  cases  arc  <'ombin(‘d  so  as  to  form  only 
one  shipment,  it  is  neces.sarv  tospei-ifv:  'Pin'  numbtu'  of  packages  thus 
combined;  the  .separate  weight  of  eaidi;  the  marks  of  the  several  dif¬ 
ferent  pac’kages;  the  number  of  packages,  as  well  as  the  gro.ss  weight 
of  the  entire  consignment. 

“Relative  to  the  shipments  of  fabrics,  it  is  necessary  to  .s|x*cify  the 
exact  length  and  width  of  eai-h  piece,  the  preci.se  character  of  the 
goods  (woolen,  cotton,  linen,  silk,  «‘t«’.).  the  iH*t  and  gross  weight  of 
each  package,  and  that  of  eai-h  article  it  contains.  The  size  of  the  nap¬ 
kins,  tablecloths,  handkerchiefs,  towels,  etc*.,  should  be  expressed  in 
square  inches. 

“I'he  greatest  care  should  he  taken  in  indicating  the  exact  number  of 
pai-kages  .sent.  The  least  error  over  or  under  the  number  given  in  the 
invoice  will  result  in  heavy  tines,  which  are  never  remitted.” 
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THE  TOBACCO-PRODUCING  DISTRICTS. 

In  his  int(*ivstin»f  study  <if  tlin  '"'rniTr  (’liiimh*  Muxit-aino,'’ which 
is  hcin«^  puidishcd  in  .serial  form  in  the  “Nouveau  blonde,'' Paris, 
Haron  Moxi  HEU.  Belgian  ^linister  to  Mexico,  writes,  regarding  the 
l>rin«-i|)al  tohacco-pr<Klucing  districts  of  Mexi«-o,  as  follows: 

••'rhen*  ar«‘  three  principal  districts  pnalucing  tobacco  for  exj)ort. 
TIh'sc  are  San  Andres-Tuxtla;  Acayucan.  in  the  State  i>f  Vera  t’ruz, 
and  Tuxtepec.  in  the  State  of  Oaxaca. 

"’The  tobacco  of  San  Andn's-’l'iixtla  isar«)niati»'  and  somewhat  strong. 
This  region  in  former  years  produced  tine  crops,  but  tlu‘  soil  is 
iM'coming  exhausted,  whih*  the  clearing  of  tin*  forests  modilies  the 
nature  of  the  climate.  whi«-h  is  be«-oming  too  dry.  The  iH)rth  winds 
often  injure  the  ]>lantation>.  It  is  in  this  district  that  the  largest  for¬ 
eign  investments  havi*  Ina'ii  ma<h>  in  the  cultivation  and  purchase  of 
tobacco.  Belgian  houses  send  agents  regularly  who  buy  large  (pianti- 
ties  of  half  tobacco,  which  is  exported  to  Antwerp. 

"I'p  to  the  present  time  little  progress  has  ]»een  made  in  the  pr«K-- 
esses  of  lairing  tobae«-os  and  their  elassili<'ation.  'I'he  reason  for  this 
must  In*  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  planters,  sure  of  selling  their 
entps  at  an  advantageous  price  to  foreign  buyers,  did  not  formerly 
see  the  necessity  of  impro\  inyf  the  (piality  of  their  jiriHluction.  How¬ 
ever,  they  will  now  lind  more  ditlieulty  in  disposing  of  their  entire 
yield  unless  j»ro])erly  }>rlze<l. 

’"'riie  priKluction  of  San  .Vndres- l  uxtla  is  on  tin*  average  SO,<MM) 
arrobas  per  year  (ItL'U.iHMi  kilograms).  'I’he  cost  ])rice  averages  jM*r 
arroba,  and  the  selling  price  SB. 

“The  Aeayui-an  toliacco  is  less  in  demand.  Large  }>lantatiuns  were 
set  out  two  years  ago.  but  up  to  the  present  they  have  not  prospered. 
Near  Acayucan  is  the  Jaltipan  ri'gion,  where  formi'rly  the  tobacco 
raised  was  very  much  in  demand;  its  culture  is  now  almost  alnindoned. 
As  to  the  tobacco  cultivated  farther  south,  in  the  valleys  of  the  San 
Juan  and  the  Trinidad  rivers,  the  (piality  is  too  inferior  for  exportation. 

“  'I'he  district  of  Tuxtepi'c  includes  tin*  well-known  jdantations  of  the 
Valh*  Nacional.  Among  the  regions  of  cultivation  art*  the  following: 
Valle  Nacional.  Osumacin,  Ojitlan.  San  Domingo,  Platanar,  Santa 
Hosa.  Psila.  Kio  'I'onto.  'I'lixtepec  owes  its  wt-alth  to  the  cultivation 
of  tobacco,  which  was  introduced  on  a  large  scab*  less  than  twenty 
yt'arsago.  I'ln*  Valle  Nacional  plantations  lK*long  in  part  to  the  Balsa 
lloiist*.  which  owns  also  an  important  cigar  factory  at  Vera  t'ruz.  In 
ISSI  the  founder  of  this  house  noticed  the  siHM*rior  t|uality  of  the 
tobacco  leav(*s  which  an  Indian  brought  to  the  mark«*t,  and  in  tnicing 
their  origin  In*  discov(*n“d  the  land  of  the  Valle  Nacional.  'Phis  valley 
is  alnive  'I'uxteiM'c  and  tw(*nty  years  ago  it  was  .still  covered  with  trees. 
At  pre.sent  the  valley  proper  is  entir(*ly  planted  in  tobacco,  while  the 
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sidos  of  lh(‘  iiioiintain  uiv  still  cown'd  with  forosts.  'I'ho  country  now 
otlVrs  a  hrij^ht  and  j)r()s|MTous  aspta-t. 

‘*In  the  region  of  Oniitlan  tobaceo  is  raised  on  a  j)lateau  In'tween  the 
river  Qiiiotepee  and  the  niounhiin.  It  is  in  this  region  and  in  the 
Valle  Naeional  that  tin*  best  toba«'<-o  is  raised  for  exjM)rtation  to  the 
United  States  and  Kur<»pe.  (Jreat  progress  is  In'ing  made  hen*,  thanks 
to  the  ean'ful  s*‘h‘ction  of  tin*  seed  and  the  well-built  drying  rooms. 

‘•'riie  prieeof  land  in  the  regions  most  favonilde  t<»  t  lu*  eidlivation  of 
tobaeeo,  as,  for  example,  in  the  Valle  Naeional,  is  very  high,  a*ln‘etare 
selling  for  Mexiean,  and  «‘ven  more.  'I'he  tirm  of  lialsa.  whieh 

does  not  cultivate  all  tin*  lands  whi«-h  it  owns  in  this  r(*gion,  lets  it  out 
to  j)lanters  at  a  rental  of  {itO/ro/icx)  p(*r  hectare. 

“As  the  ^'alh*  Na<-ional  is  entin*ly  un(h*r  «-ultivation,  it  is  necessary 
to  go  farth(*r  up  tin*  rivt*r  to  lind  hmd  in  the  valleys  for  new  planta¬ 
tions.  Tin*  valin*  of  the  uncultivatc'd  land  varies  according  to  its 
situation  and  to  its  suitability  for  the  cultivation  of  tobacco.  In  a 
valh*y  about  kilometers  abovii  'I'lixtepec  new  plantations  hav<*  In'en 
established  on  uncleared  lands  bought  for  skill  per  he<*tare." 

DEPOSITS  OF  ASPHALT. 

A  dispatch  from  Tampico  to  the  “  New  Ytirk  (.'ommerciar'  states 
that  Mr.  James  li.  Joiixsox,  a  banker  of  Austin,  'I'exas,  has  obtained 
a  twenty-year  lease  on  extensive  deposits  <»f  asphalt  situated  in  the 
State  of  Tamaulipas,  and  that  a  thorough  examination  of  the  dejMJsits 
is  being  made  by  experts.  The  mineral  is  found  in  its  fluid  state  at  a 
depth  of  1(1  to  2(1  feet  from  the  surfaci*.  A  few  wells  aln*ady  have 
b(*eu  put  down^  and  the  asphalt  is  flowing  from  them  in  st(*ady  streams. 
Tin*  indications  are  that  there  is  a  large  lake  at  a  short  depth.  The 
Held  is  alM)ut  (id  miles  from  the  .Montei’ey  and  Mexican  (Julf  liailroad. 
The*  principal  expense  of  placing  the  asphalt  on  the  market  will  Ik;  the 
wagon  transportation  to  the  railroad. 

PROSPEROUS  EXPRESS  COMPANIES. 

A  disjmt<-h  from  tln^  City  of  Mexh-o  da(**d  June  4,  UK  Ml,  says  the 
Hidalgo  Express  Company,  which  o|M*rated  on  tlui  Hidalgo  Northern 
liailroad,  has  been  absorbed  by  the  Interoccanic  Express  Comivany. 
The  latter  company  was  organizt*d  alnuit  thret;  years  ago  to  ojR'rate 
on  the  Intt*roc(*anic  liailroad.  It  has  met  with  great  succe.ss,  and  it  is 
expected  that  it  wilt  continue  to  enlarge  its  Held  of  operations  to  other 
lines  of  railway  in  Nlexico. 

The  M'ells-Fargo  C’ompany  does  the  largest  express  business  in  the 
llepublic.  This  company  openites  over  the  .Mexican  Central,  the 
Mexican  International,  the  Mexico,  Cuernavaca  and  I’aciHc,  and  other 
shorter  roads. 
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The  .Moxican  National  Kx])n*ss  (’oinpany  oiM‘nit«*s  ovnr  thn  Mexican 
National  Railroad  and  its  snviM-.d  l»r!iiHdn*s  and  short  ronnortinj;  liin's. 
This  foinpany  dons  a  very  larj^c  husinoss,  owiii};  to  tin*  fact  that  it  has 
dirc<*t  «-onncction  at  the  IVxas  l)ordcr  with  the  International  and  Ureat 
Northern  road,  which  is  a  |v.irt  of  the  •‘(ioidd  system.” 

IMPROVED  BREED  OF  CATTLE. 

The  Ignited  Stat«*s  Consul  at  Matamonis  is  authority  for  the  state¬ 
ment  that  the  im|M>rtation  of  many  pur»*-hred  cattle  from  the  I’nited 
States  into  Mexico  is  resultinjj  in  a  marked  improvement  in  the  lonj'- 
horned  native  tyIn^s.  It  is  the  prevailing;  opinion  that  a  cross  between 
the  pur(*-bl(MMh*«l  cattle  of  tin*  north  and  the  native  st(n*k  pr«Klue«*s  a 
larjjc*,  ln*althy,  vij;orous  otfsprinj;,  with  an  unusually  compact  muscular 
development. 

HARBOR  WORKS  AT  MAZATLAN. 

(J«mkI  pro<;ress  is  lH*in<;  made  in  the  harbor  improvements  at  Mazat- 
lan,  on  the  I’aeitie  coast,  uinh*r  tin*  direction  of  the  Federal  (lovern- 
ment.  This  <*ity  is  one  of  tin*  most  prominent  ports,  as  rejeards  the 
volume  of  eommeree,  on  the  I’aeitie  coast  of  the  Republic,  and  it  is 
b(*lieved  to  have  a  most  promisinj;  future.  The  Mexican  International 
Ihiilroad  is  now  beinj;  extended  from  I)uriin<;o  to  Mazatlan. 

EXPORT  OF  IXTLE. 

The  ixtle  liber  industry  in  the  city  of  Saltillo  is  of  trreat  imjnu’tance. 
The  annual  exportation  of  this  liber  amounts  to  more  than  r>,(H_K»,(KtO 
pounds.  It  is  shipped  to  the  United  States,  Kn<;land,  and  (iermany 
principally,  tlnai»;h  small  amounts  «;o  to  other  countries.  There  are 
numerous  small  establishments  in  Saltillo  which  weave  the  fiber  into 
mattinj;,  cloth,  etc. 

DISCOVERY  OF  A  PREHISTORIC  CITY. 

Another  prehistoric  <*ity,  covering;  s(*veral  hundred  acres,  has  l)een 
discovered  n(*ar  tin*  Indian  villafre  of 'I'ecH'altiche.  'I'ln*  ruins  arealmost 
«*omph*tely  covered  with  soil  d(*jM)sits,  but  the  excavations  so  far  made, 
says  the  *''(iuat(*mala  Herald,”  show  that  the  discovery  is  of  j;reat 
archa*olo<;lcal  inujortance.  The  ruins  ar<*  on  two  hills.  One  the 
Indians  d(*sltrnate  f 'em/ the  “  Hill  of  the  Ancients,” 
and  the  other  they  call  AV  (Wrn  A’/uyu/ZWo,  the  “  Enchanted  Hill.” 
Around  these  two  elevations  Hows  a  rivulet  bearinj;  the  name  AV  Texoro^ 
the  “Treasure.”  The'^llill  of  the  .\ncients”  is  a  natural  formation, 
while  the  “  Enchanted  Hill  ”  is  the  work  of  the  mound  builders  or  some 
other  of  the  ancient  inhabitants  of  Mexico. 
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CONCESSION  FOR  A  BANKING  ESTABLISHMENT. 

Tho  Mexican  (lovernment  lias  j^ranted  a  roncession  for  the  estalilish- 
nient  of  an  afjfrirultural  and  inortj;aj;e  hank  in  the  ('ity  of  Mexico, 
with  the  privilejje  of  openin<j  hranchesin  other  States  of  the  Kepuhlic 
The  capital  of  the  new  Itank  is  !t^2,(XH»,(Mio,  hut  this  amount  must  he 
increas(“d  lad'ore  the  expiration  of  the  first  year  to  !!'.‘i.(MK1,0(  Ml.  Asa 
jjuaranty  for  the  fultillment  of  the  terms  of  the  conces.sion,  the  hank- 
in«;  company  must  deposit  in  the  National  Tr»*asury  !t'l(Mi,(MM)  in  .‘i  jM‘r 
c(*nt  consolidati'd  ( lovernunnit  bonds,  and  >S7.\(MM1  in  internal  debt 
pi'r  cent  national  bonds,  which  will  he  returned  as  sihui  as  the  hank 
commences  operations. 

The  sjx'cial  object  of  the  hank  will  he  to  make  loans  on  rural  and 
urban  projicrty.  The  concession  is  jjranted  for  fifty  years  from 
March  11),  181)7.  The  promoters  are  well-known  hankiM'sand  Mexican 
capitalists,  and  the  liank  will  meet  an  especial  need  in  the  particular 
field  in  which  it  will  opi-rate.  Fidl  particulars  of  the  concession  are 
contained  in  the  “Diario  Oticial"  of  May  15.  IDoo. 

MEXICAN  TOBACCO  IN  SOUTH  AMERICA. 

The  Mexican  Consul  in  Valparai.so  has  been  asked  to  jfive  informa¬ 
tion  relative  to  the  Mexican  toha*-co  crops,  as  it  is  desired  to  enter 
into  closer  commercial  relations  with  Chih*.  'I'lie  (lovernment  has 
sent  the  Consul  at  Valparaiso  samples  of  tobacco,  at  the  .same  time 
informing  him  the  tpiantify  on  hand  of  ea«-li  sampit*  for  exportation. 
It  is  Ixdieved  that  the  demand  of  tin*  M»*xi«-an  Consul  will  lead  to 
further  developments  of  Mexh-an  trade  in  South  .\merica.  Some  of 
the  principal  Mexican  husine.ss  Inmses  have  .sent  their  agents  t«)  Cen¬ 
tral  America  to  push  trade  in  tho.se  regions. 

SUBSIDY  TO  THE  CHIHUAHUA  AND  PACIFIC  RAILWAY. 

The  Mexican  Government  has  granted  a  subsidy  to  the  Chihuahua 
and  Pacific  Railway  Company.  'I'he  subsidy  applies  oid}'  on  7(X)  kilo¬ 
meters  of  the  most  exp«‘nsive  and  dillicult  part  of  the  line.  The  road 
is  divided  into  three  .sections.  'I'he  fii'st  covers  a  distance  of  2)M)  kilo¬ 
meters,  and  the  second  and  third  250  kilomet(‘rs  each.  'I'he  first  .sw- 
tion  i.s  already  comph*t«“d,  extending  from  the  city  of  Chihuahua  to 
the  station  of  Minaca;  the  se<-ond  .section  is  an  extension  of  the  first, 
and  the  third  section  ends  in  the  i)ort  of  'roiM)lobam|)o,  Stsite  of 
Sinaloa. 

'I'he  first  .section  will  r»‘ceive  a  subsidy  of  ^1,4(M).0)M)  in  amortizable 
5  pt“r  cent  IhukIs  of  the  interior  debt,  the  .second  se»'tion  !^:{,)HM),01M), 
and  the  third  .section  !^1,o50,<mm)  of  these  same  bonds.  'I'he  first  sec¬ 
tion  is  alread}’  constructed  and  apju'oved,  the  se*'on<l  .section  must  In? 
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within  thr*M‘  ynars  from  Aj)ril  '21,  lOOo,  and  thn  entin*  road 
must  Ik*  in  ojM'ration  witliin  two  y«*ars  thnivaftiM’.

".\ft«*r  e.seajiinjr  throujfh  the  iM^ttoin  of  a  ehannel.  the  material  is 
s])read  u|M»n  a  table,  owinjj  to  the  rotation  of  whieh  it  runs  down  in 
spiral  lines.  Durinj;  this  tnivel  it  is  suhjeeted  to  the  ai-tion  of  streams 
of  water  deliveri'd  from  various  nozzles  and  also  to  the  aetion  of  mer- 
eiirv.  'I'he  amalgamated  surfa«-e  of  the  table  will  retain  a  very  larije 
proportion  of  the  valuable  material.  The  ]M)tu.ssium  eyanide  will  di.s- 
solv<*  some  of  thi*  jfold  and  the  solution  can  lie  treated  in  any  approved 
manner.

The  sann*  house  had  previously  invested  alnuit 
in  Mexican  ••op|M*r  mines.  It  owns  the  Holeo  mines,  in  Lower  t'ali- 
fornia,  aial  the  not  le.ss  famous  ones  of  In^uaran,  in  the  State  of 
Michoacan. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  "Modern  Mexico"  it  is  jxiintcd  out  that  manv 
old  SjKinish  mines  are  now  worki'd  in  Mexico.  Very  few  of 

thes»‘  are  iMinanza  jiroperties.  The  Sjianiards  did  not  overhaik  larjje 
iKKlies  of  rich  ore.  N(*vertheles.s,  larfjo  ipiantities  of  low-j^rade  ore 
have  Im'cii  left,  which  mijjht  Ik'  worked  with  a  fair  iirorit. 

Coal  dejMisits  have  Immui  dis<-overed  in  the  we.stern  part  of  the  State 
of  Tabas<-o.  'I'hc  carlHuiiferous  rejfion  includes  the  munici]Kdities  of 
Macu.xpana.  Jalpa.  aiul  San  duan  Bautista,  and  embmees  a  territory 
alaait  I.'jO  kilometers  lonjj  by  SU  kilometers  wide. 

'I'wo  French  com])anies  have  purcha.sed  jjold  mines  in  the  mountains 
of  San  Pedro,  State  of  Sonora.  This  rejjfion  is  b«>in»;  extensively 
explon*d  by  .\ua'ri«'an  pro.sjH‘ctors,  and  many  new  claims  have  Ihmmi 
stak(‘d.  The  district  is  a  jjold  n‘j;ion  of  j^reat  promi.si*. 

Ifich  arffcntib'rou.s  ores  ^•arryinJ^  f^old  have  l»een  di.scovered  in 
BatijHda,  State  of  Sonom.  'Phe  Mormons,  who  have  a  settlement  in 
that  district,  are  doinj;  considerable  |)rosp<‘ctinfr  and  development 
work  in  that  vicinity. 

The  mining  district  of  'Pezuitlan.  State  of  Puebla,  is  lH*in*f  care- 
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fully  i)n»sp(‘ct»*(l.  'riiis  district  is  celebrated  for  its  i'opjwr  ores,  and 
is  a  ref^ioii  of  f^reat  promise. 

INDUSTRIAL  ENTERPRISES. 

There  are  nine  tanneries  in  the  C'ity  of  .Mexico,  all  of  which  are 
e«iuipped  with  nuKlern  machinery.  M'ithin  the  last  few  years  there, 
has  iH'en  a  tjr«*at  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  leatlu'r  prewired 
by  these  tannei-ies,  and  a  notable  increase  in  its  consumption.  For¬ 
merly  nearly  all  of  the  leather  was  imported,  but  now  large  quanti¬ 
ties  of  the  home  pnnluct  are  used  by  the  manufacturer.s. 

'Phe  Mexican  (lovernnu'ut  has  made  a  contract  with  the  I^jiguna  Soap 
Company  for  the  establishment  of  a  glycerine  factory  near  the  C'ity  of 
Mexico.  The  conti-act  authorizes  the  manufactiire  of  nitroglycerine 
and  dynamite.  The  company  must  begin  the  construction  of  the  fac¬ 
tory  within  a  period  of  .six  months,  and  complete  it  Ijefore  the  e.xpi- 
nition  of  two  years. 

.V  group  of  well-known  «'apltalists  has  forim*d  a  stock  comirany  and 
asked  of  the  Ministry  of  Public  Works  the  neces.sary  authority  for 
the  establishment  of  a  large  mill  for  making  tinted  j)apers,  the  lirst  fac¬ 
tory  of  this  kind  to  Ih‘  establi.shed  in  Mexico.  The  board  of  directors 
is  only  awaiting  a  favorable  answer  of  the  Ministry  to  at  once  l>egin 
the  con.struction. 

It  is  .said  that  a  sugsir  refinery  will  .soon  Ik',  e.stablishod  in  the  Repub¬ 
lic.  It  will  have  departments  for  the  manufacture  of  granulated  sugsir, 
and  will  b<‘  equipped  with  the  mo.st  modei’ti  sind  improved  machinery. 
T1h‘  capital  to  be  invc'stiMl  will  not  be  less  than  i^^oO.OOO.

•■'I'hat,  in  eonseejuence  of  the  decr»‘ase  in  value  of  certain  pr<Mlucts, 
tin*  n‘V«‘nues  produc**d  at  the  present  time  are*  not  suflicient  to  supply 
tin*  n*(piin*nn*rds  of  tin*  Public  Administratienr.  that,  owiteg  to  the 
saline  «*aus«*,  tln*r«*  n*mains  a  **onsid(*rabh*  d<*ficit,  which  it  is  im)K>.ssibie 
to  eove*r  without  having  r»*eourst*  to  fr(*sh  oltligations;  and  that  the 
pn*s«*nt  business  conditions  are  such  as  to  warraid  a  proi>ortional 
increase*  eef  the  duties  ein  impor(e*d  gesKls: 
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” Tlu‘rofori*,  in  virtue  of  the  jMjwer  tlierein  vested,  deerees: 

“Aktu'I.k  J.  That  the  duti«‘s  heretofore  eolle<-ted  in  the  eustoin- 
houses  of  the  I{epnl»lie,  uiM)n  the  iiniX)rtation  of  foreij^n  inerehandise, 
shall  he  raisial  to  loO  p<*r  eent. 

Akt.  '1.  The  Kx(“*-utive  is  ennsevered  to  lower  the  said  duties  when 
eireunistanees  permit  of  this  heinj^  done  or  the  eondition  of  business 
demands  it. 

"‘Akt.  3.  The  present  de«-ree  takes  etfeet  from  the  date  of  its 
puhlieation. 

“(liven  in  theehamherof  the  National  I^'^islative  Assembly,  in  San 
Salvador,  on  the  :’.d  day  of  April,  in  the  year  I'AM).” 

'I'he  llritish  Minister  smit  a  dispatch  on  April  ;i«I,  I'.KM),  to  his  home 
tiovernment  statinj;  that  “articles  which  are  classed  in  the  tariff  law 
of  Salvador  as  dutialde,  for  example,  at  the  rate  of  SI  jM*r  kiloyram, 
have  hitherto  paid,  owiny  to  additional  charyes,  imjHtsts,  etc.,  Si. 55 
|K'r  kiloyram;  so  that  in  the  future,  the  a«-tual  amount  to  be  p:iid  for 
every  nominal  dollar  of  duty  imiM»sed  under  the  Salvadoran  taritf  will

PRESENTATION  OF  MINISTER  VASaUEZ. 

On  dune  H,  IJMJO,  Senor  FuAXi  ist  o  VASt^UEZ  presented  his  creden¬ 
tials  to  President  McKim.ev  at  the  White  House  in  Washinyton,  as 
Knvoy  Extraordinary  and  ^Minister  IMenipotentiary  of  the  Kepublie 
of  Santo  Dominyo  la-ar  the  ( Jovernment  of  tln^  United  States.

])rescnt  to  Your  Excellency  in  the  name  of  the  Presidmit  of  the 
Dominican  Kepublic  his  most  sincere  wishes,  as  well  as  my  own.  for 
your  ]»ersonal  happiness,  and  the  (‘xpres.sion  of  his  enthusiastic  admi¬ 
ration  for  the  yreat  llejiiddic  of  the  North."

It  is  understood  that  the  ditl'erenccs  that  may  result  from  this 
exportation  taritf,  with  resjaa-t  to  that  in  force  up  to  tin;  t»th  of  Auj^ust, 
ItSHT,  shall  have  the  same  a[)p(ieation  as  that  of  the  decree  t>f  the  12th 
of  April,  Ishtl;  that  is  to  say,  the  iin-rease  which  may  occur  in  (he 
exportation  by  r(‘as(»n  of  the  new  tai’iH's  shall  be  applital  to  the  amor¬ 
tization  of  the  ])a])er  money  retiiH'd  from  eirculation.

POSTAL-CONVENTION  PACKAGES  FROM  MEXICO. 

In  Circular  No.  64,  i.s.sued  by  the  Trea.sury  Department  of  the 
United  State.s  on  May  4, 19(X),  instruction.s  are  given  in  relation  to  the 
treatment  of  article.s  imported  under  parcels-po.st  and  po.stal  conven- 
tion.s.  Some  of  these  instructions  have  direct  reference  to  “  postal- 
convention  packages  from  Mexico,”  as  follows: 

“  In  addition  to  the  parcels-post  convention  with  Mexico,  there  is  a 
postal  convention,  under  the  terms  of  which  articles  of  every  kind  or 
nature  admitted  to  the  domestic  mails  of  either  country,  except  .sealed 
packages  (not  in  the  form  of  a  letter)  and  tho.se  prohibited  by  the  cus¬ 
toms  laws  and  regulations,  may  lie  imported  into  the  United  States. 

“Parcels  imported  under  the  terms  of  this  convention  must  be  so 
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wnipped  or  inclosed  that  they  may  be  readily  and  thoroughly  exam¬ 
ined  by  postmasters  or  customs  oflScers;  otherwise  they  should  be 
treated  as  if  sealed.  The  weight  must  not  exceed  4  pounds. 

“The  provisions  herein  for  entiy,  appraisement,  rating  of  duty, 
internal-revenue  stamps,  prohibited  articles,  and  delivery  of  unsealed 
parcels-post  packages  (including  registered)  are  to  be  applied  to  postal- 
convention  packages;  likewise  the  provisions  relative  to  sealed  pack¬ 
ages  (including  registered). 

“As  declarations  are  not  required  to  accompany  postal-convention 
psickages,  such  packages  are  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
32  of  the  act  of  July  24,  1897  (the  tariff  act). 

“Postal-convention  psickages  when  undelivered  are  to  bt'  returned 
to  the  country  of  origin  sit  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  their 
receipt  at  the  office  of  destination. 

“The  exchange  post-offices  of  receipt  for  packages  imported  under 
the  terms  of  this  convention  are  the  same  as  those  for  parccls-jsost 
psickages  from  Mexico.” 

The  jx>st-offices  referred  to  in  the  preceding  psirsigraph  arc  sis  fol¬ 
lows:  Carrizo,  Esigle  Pass,  El  Paso,  Hidalgo,  Laredo,  Presidio,  Rio 
Gninde  City,  and  Romansi,  Texas;  Deming,  New  Mexico;  Nogales, 
Arizona;  St.  Ijouis,  Missouri;  San  Diego,  Tin  Juana,  and  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  California;  and  New  York  City. 

FOREIGN  MERCHANDISE  IN  TRANSIT. 

Tin*’  Tresisury  DejMirtmcnt  of  the  United  States,  in  Circular  No.  73, 
issued  instructions  with  reference  to  the  entry  and  tniusportation  of 
merchandise  passing  in  tninsit  through  the  United  States  between 
foreign  countries.  An  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  21, 1900,  which 
has  more  jjarticular  reference  to  the  “Free  Zone”  of  Mexico,  is  incor¬ 
porated  in  this  circular  “for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
persons  concerned.”  This  law  is  as  follows: 

Be  it  macted  hy  the  Senate  and  ILmse  ttf  Repreaentativeis  of  the 
United  Statex  tf  Amerieu  in  Congress  assembled,  That  section  300.5  of 
the  Ib'vised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  Iw  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

“‘Sku.  3(M».5.  All  merchandise  arriving  at  any  jHirt  of  the  United 
States  destined  for  any  foreign  country  may  entered  at  the  custom- 
hous»‘  and  conveyed  in  tninsit  through  the  territory  of  the  United 
States  without  the  payment  of  duties,  under  such  regulations  as  to 
examination  and  tmns|X)rtation  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may 
prescrilic.’ 

“  Sf.c.  2.  'Phat  the  joint  resolution  entitled  *  Joint  resolution  in  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  Free  Zone  along  the  northern  frontier  of  Mexico  and 
aidjai’cnt  to  the  United  States,’  approved  March  1,  1895,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  rej)ealed,  and  the  full  oiieration  of  .section  3tH)5  of  the

Revised  Statutes  as  existing  prior  to  the  adoption  of  sueh  joint  reso¬ 
lution  is  hereby  revived.” 

The  circular,  after  explicit  instructions  regarding  the  entry  and 
transportation  of  merchandise  in  general,  continues  as  follows:  “The 
privileges  accorded  prior  to  the  approval,  on  March  1,  1895,  of  the 
joint  resolution  suspending  the  operation  of  section  3005,  Revised 
Statutes,  in  .so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  goods,  wares,  and  merchan¬ 
dise  destined  for  the  so-called  Free  Zone  of  Mexico,  having  lieen 
restored  by  the  act  approved  May  21,  1900,  merchandise  destined  for 
any  places  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico  may  l>e  forwarded  under  the 
conditions  and  regulations  above  described.” 

TONNAGE  DX7ES  AND  NAVIGATION  LAWS  OF  HAWAII. 

On  May  3,  1900,  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  of  the  United  States 
issued  a  circular  to  the  effect  that  on  and  after  June  14,  IJHM),  ves.sels 
entering  the  United  States  from  the  “Territory  of  Hawaii  ”  and  enter¬ 
ing  said  territory'  from  the  United  States  will  1k'  exempt  from  tonnage 
taxes.  Vessels  entering  Hawaii  elsewhere  than  from  the  United 
States  after  June  14,  IIHX),  will  be  subject  to  tonnage  taxes  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  law's  of  the  United  States. 

Another  circular  of  the  same  date  prohibits  allotments  (advance  paj'- 
ments)  of  wages  to  seamen  on  voyages  lietween  Pacific  jwrts  of  the 
United  States  and  Hawaii.  Allotments  of  not  exceeding  one  month’s 
wages  on  voyages  to  Atlantic  ports  of  the  United  States  from  Hawaii, 
or  vice  versa,  will  be  allowed. 

A  third  circular  of  the  date  named  relates  to  ves.sels,  their  owner¬ 
ship,  navigation,  do<-umenting,  ((uarantine  regulations,  etc.  This  is 
in  effect  the  extension  of  the  navigation  laws  of  the  United  States  to 
the  Territory'  of  Hawaii. 

According  to  the  “Act  of  April  30,  19(M),”  by  w'hich  the  Territory 
of  Hawaii  was  created  by  the  Congre.ss  of  the  United  States,  all  the 
islands  comprise  one  cu.stoms  district,  with  ports  of  entry  and  delivery 
at  Honolulu,  Hilo,  Mahukona,  and  Kahului. 

SUBVEYS  IN  ALASKA. 

The  gold-l>earing  areas  of  Cape  Nome  and  the  copper  fields  in  the 
vicinity  of  Copper  River  and  Mount  Wrangell,  the  most  iunx>rtant 
field  for  exploration  in  Alaska  at  the  pre.sent  time,  will  l)e  carefully 
surveyed  by  parties  from  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  during 
th(*  pre.sent  summer. 

The  extent  of  the  gold  l)elt  that  pas.se.s  through  Cajw  Nome  is  in  a 
great  measure  unknown,  Imt  it  is  Inilieved  to  cover  an  area  of  from 
3,0<XI  to  4,(X)0  sijuare  miles,  all  of  which  needs  to  la*  mapi)ed  and  pros¬ 
pected.  Mr.  Alfred  H.  Brooks,  geologist,  who,  in  company  with

Mr.  F.  C.  Schrader,  visited  Cape  Nome  in  1899,  and  Mr.  E.  C. 
Barnard,  topographer,  will  direct  the  geologic  and  topographic 
parties  at  work  in  this  territory,  and  hope  to  return  to  Washington 
with  a  map  of  the  gold  area  on  a  scale  of  four  miles  to  the  inch. 
Another  pjirty  under  the  leadership  of  Messrs.  W.  J.  Peters  and  T. 
C.  Mendenhall,  is  to  have  the  extension  of  the  gold  belt  to  the  north¬ 
eastward  and  determine,  if  possible,  how  far  it  penetrates  into  the 
interior  of  Alaska. 

TBIANOULATION  OF  THE  MISSISSIPPI  RIVER. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  so  the  “National  Geographic  Mag¬ 
azine  ’’  reports,  the  actual  sea  levels,  mileage,  latitudes,  and  longitudes 
of  the  Mississippi  River  are  being  determined.  The  work  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  “  Missi.ssippi  River  Commission,”  the  board  of  army  and 
civilian  engineers  charged  with  the  duty  of  improving  this  vast  water¬ 
course.  As  years  of  experiment  and  more  or  less  defined  effort  at 
improvement  have  not  resulted  in  permanent  good  all  along,  the  Com¬ 
mission  has  wisely  decided  to  survey  the  entire  system  and  triangu¬ 
late  every  foot  of  its  course. 

ORANGE  FRUIT  SCALE. 

An  instance  of  the  valuable  work  performed  by  the  National  and 
State  Departments  of  Agriculture  and  their  cooperation  in  instruct¬ 
ing  and  organizing  the  farmers,  fruit  growers,  and  others  is  shown 
by  a  recent  item  which  appeared  in  the  “California  Fruit  World” 
in<iuiring  for  <piantitics  of  orange  fruit  scale.  This  perniiious  sc-ale 
■some  years  ago  threatened  to  destroy  the  fruit  industry  of  the  State 
of  California,  and  a  .search  was  made  by  the  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  of  the  Cnited  States,  and  also  by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture, 
for  a  natund  parasite  which  would  destroy  the  scale  by  devouring  it. 
This  parasite  was  found  in  Vedalia  cardinal^  (“ladybug”),  which 
wjis  imported  into  the  State  and  placed  in  groves  where  the  scale  was 
working  destruction. 

The  iU'in  in  the  “Fruit  World”  was  an  inquiry  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  lk)ard  of  Horticulture,  in  which  he  stated  that  he  had  hcai*d 
that  in  |x>rtions  of  the  State  trees  were  still  troubled  with  the  ’* cot¬ 
tony  cushion  .scale,”  and  he  desired  to  know  the  e.xact  lixalities. 
His  rea.son  for  asking  was  unicpie.  He  stated  that  the  Board  of  Hor¬ 
ticulture  had  l)een  searching  the  State  over  for  supplies  of  the  scale 
for  the  purpo.se  of  keeping  the  .stcx-k  of  Vt  dalia  cardinal^  alive.  He 
adchHl:  “We  are  short  of  fcxx!  and  would  Ih‘  plca.sed  to  have  quantities 
of  blanches  infestc'd  with  the  scale  shippc'd  to  San  Francisc'o;  charges 
to  1m*  jiaid  there.  If  the  fruit  growers  will  supply  us  with  the  scale  to 
feed  the  ladybugs  with,  colonies  of  the  latter  will  be  distributc*d  where- 
ever  desired.” 
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PORTO  RICAN  REVENUES  IN  APRIL,  1900. 

The  Division  of  Customs  and  Insular  Attaii-s  of  the  War  Department 
of  the  United  States  recently  issued  a  statement  showing  the  total 
receipts  of  the  Porto  Rican  Treasurer  for  the  month  of  April,  15KX),  to 
have  been  ^lo.>.861>.18.  I'he  sources  from  which  the  money  was 
received  were  as  follows:  From  customs.  ^70.271*. 72;  from  the  post- 
offices.  i^O,287.02;  from  intertial  revenue,  ^27.588.84;  from  miscella¬ 
neous  sources,  ^1,713.40.  The  total  expenditures  for  the  month  were 
^186.510.77.  showing  a  deficit  for  the  month  of  ^0,641. 50. 

The  civil  governor  having  l»een  inaugurated  and  military  rule  having 
ceased,  on  April  3(1  the  balance  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  late  mil¬ 
itary  government,  amounting  to  $285,330.25,  was  transferred  to  the 
treasurer  of  tin*  civil  government  pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the 
War  Department. 

METEOROLOGICAL  STATIONS. 

The  havoc  that  can  be  wrought  by  the  hurricanes  which  periodically 
devastate  the  Greater  and  Lesser  Antilles,  more  e.spi'cially  the  latter, 
will  soon  b«“  reduced  to  a  minimum,  owing  to  the  effective  work  of  the 
United  .States  Weather  Bureau.  Gradually  meteorological  stations 
an^  being  established  at  all  points  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  the  Carib- 
liean  S(*a.  and  in  the  West  Indies,  from  which  advance  warnings  can 
lx;  cabled.  'Pile  most  recent  of  the.se  stations  is  at  Turks  Islriid,  at 
the  extreme  southeastern  end  of  the  Bahamas. 

REMARKABLE  VEIN  OF  FULLER’S  EARTH. 

According  to  the  •'  Chicago  Chronicle,"  there  was  recently  di.scov- 
er<*d  near  the  Gcklockonnee  River,  14  miles  we.st  of  the  city  of  Talla- 
ha.s.sce.  Florida,  what  is  Ixdieved  by  experts  to  Ixj  the  most  wonder¬ 
fully  j)ure  vein  of  fuller's  earth  ever  discovered  in  the  world.  This 
vein  is  said  to  yield,  at  the  exix'iiditure  of  very  little  lalx)r,  immense 
«|uantities  of  this  peculiar  earth  which  .sUinds  the  KX)  test — that  is  to 
.say,  that  it  is  absolutely  pure;  then*  is  no  wa.ste.  Nearly  all  the  mines 
of  this  kind  of  earth  contain,  besides  the  valuable  comimxlity,  rtx-k, 
flint,  gravel,  sand,  et«'.,  but  this  deposit  is  entirely  free  of  such 
substances. 


IRRIGATION  OF  DESERT  LAND  IN  OREGON. 

The  “Oregon  Irrigation  (.'onn«iny,”  of  Portland,  Oregon,  j>ropo.se.s 
to  re(!laim  .some  387, (XX)  acres  of  arid  land  in  (’rtxik  (bounty,  that  StaU;. 
In  the  «-oniity  named,  at  m*  great  distance  from  the  Deschub's  River, 
there  are  stretche.s  of  land  with  .s<nrc,ely  any  vegetati<»n,  which  are 
known  throughout  the  State  as  de.sert.s.  Wherevc'r  it  has  been  jxwsi- 
t)|n  t«j  irrigate  any  of  this  land,  it  has  Ix'en  found  wonderfully  fertile. 
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These  facts  have  been  known  for  years,  l)ut  the  magnitude  of  the 
work  of  conducting  water  across  the  sun-baketl  deserts  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  produce  crops  has  heretofore  discouraged  the  agricul¬ 
turists.  The  present  company  was  incorporated  by  the  State  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1899,  and  has  started  in  to  work  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  con¬ 
structing  live  large  canals,  30  to  33  feet  wide  and  7  to  10  feet  deep,  for 
conveying  the  water. 

EXPORTATION  OF  COTTON  IN  APRIL,  1900. 

The  exportation  of  cotton  from  the  United  States  during  the  month 
of  April.  1900,  amounted  to  2»>4,044,318  ixmnds,  against  134,397,328 
pounds  in  April,  1899.  The  value  of  the  cotton  expt^rted  in  April, 
1900,  was  $24,684,078,  against  $8,435,097  in  April  last  year.  The 
average  price  per  pound  in  April  of  the  present  year  was  9.3  cents, 
an  increase  of  nearly  50  jx'r  cent  over  the  average  per  pound  in  April, 
1899,  when  the  price  |x'r  pound  was  but  6.3  cents. 

The  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  increased  its  importation 
of  United  States  cotton  from  52,000,000  pounds  in  April,  1899,  to 
89,(KH),0<K)  pounds  in  April,  IIHX);  France,  from  9,000,000  to  13,O(H),i)00 
pounds;  Germany,  from  15,500,000  to  88,000,000  pounds,  and  other 
European  countries,  from  40,000,(HH)  to  64,000,000  pnimU. 

INCREASE  OF  PAN-AMERICAN  EXPOSITION  STOCK. 

The  capital  stoc-k  of  the  Pan-American  Exposition  Uompciny  is  to  be 
supplemented,  according  to  information  receiv'cd  on  .Tune  1,  ISKH).  by 
the  issuance  of  lx)nds  to  the  amount  of  $2,500,000.  The  officials  of 
the  Ex{X)sition  do  not  think  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  otfer  the  lx»nds 
at  iM)pular  sjvle,  as  it  is  believed  the  banking  institutions  of  the  city  of 
Butfalo  will  take  the  whole  amount,  one  bank  having  already  sub- 
scrilMxl,  it  is  reported,  for  $250,(KM»  worth.  This  issue  of  bonds  will 
increa.se  the  capital  stex’k  of  the  Exix>sition  to  $5.(MH).(HK). 

CONSULATE  AT  HONOLULU  ABOLISHED. 

On  .lune  14,  I'.HH),  the  United  States  consulate  at  Honolulu  was 
alH)lished  after  sixty  years  of  continuous  existence.  The  records  of 
the  ofKce,  many  of  whi<*h  are  of  gr»*at  historic'ul  value,  will  lx.'  removi'd 
t»)  the  State  l)e|Nirtment  at  Wjishington. 

DISCOVERY  OF  A  RARE  MINERAL. 

At  a  n'c-ent  meeting  of  the  seetion  of  mineralogy  and  geologj'  of  the 
New  York  Anideiny  of  S«-iences,  Dr.  E.  O.  Hovky  nilled  attention  to 
the  recent  discov«‘ry  in  the  tin  mines  of  the  Black  Hills,  of  the  State  of 
S<nith  Dakota,  of  large  i-rystals  of  the  mineral  known  as  ••.s|HHlumene.*’ 
One  crystal  obtained  in  those  mines  is  30  feet  in  length.  Spodumene 
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is  a  mineral  eonsisting  chiefly  of  silica,  alumina,  and  the  rare  earth 
lithium,  the  latter  bein}^  an  imjxjrtant  article  of  commerce. 

MINERAL  PRODUCTS  OF  CALIFORNIA. 

'Pile  Mineralogist  of  California  reports  the  value  of  the  mineral  sub- 
sttuices  produced  in  that  State  in  1899  to  have  lieen  $29,313,460,  an 
increase  of  $2,024,381  over  the  previous  year's  output.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  items  enumerated  in  this  officer’s  report  were  the  following: 
Gold,  $1.5,336,031;  copper,  23,915,486  pounds,  $3,990,534;  petroleum, 
2,667,875  barrels,  $2,660,793;  quicksilver,  29,454  flasks,  $1,405,045; 
borax,  20,357  tons,  $1,139,882. 

THE  SILK  INDUSTRY  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

'Phe  ( 'hamber  of  Commerce  of  the  city  of  San  Diego,  State  of  Cal¬ 
ifornia,  recently  investigated  the  prospects  of  the  silk  industry  in 
that  part  of  the  United  States.  The  examination  resulted  in  demon¬ 
strating  that,  while  in  France  the  season  for  the  production  of  raw 
silk  lasts  but  forty-two  days,  in  San  Diego  four  sets  of  co<‘Oons  can  be 
raised  each  year,  as  the  season  lasts  two  hundred  and  fortj'  days.  As 
a  result  of  this  showing,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  now  devoting 
its  energies  to  the  esUiblishment  of  the  new  industry.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  for  a  large  number  of  silkworms,  and  5,000  mulberry 
trees  will  be  distributed  in  the  agricultural  districts  surrounding  the 
city. 

CALIFORNIA  FLOUR  IN  ECUADOR  AND  PERU. 

A  telegram  published  in  Buenos  Ayres,  dated  at  Valparaiso,  Chilei 
May  1,  states  that  both  Ecuador  and  Peru  are  importing  wheat  and 
wheat  flour  from  California.

URUGUAY. 

RECEPTION  OF  MINISTER  CUESTAS. 

Senor  Don  Juan  Cuestas,  Mini.ster  Resident  from  the  oriental 
Republic  of  Uruguay  near  the  Government  of  the  United  States  at 
Washington,  presimted  his  credentials  and  was  received  by  President 
McKinley  on  June  13,  1900. 
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What  makes  this  an  event  of  more  importance  than  is  the  case  when 
one  Minister  is  replaced  by  another,  is  the  fact  that  Senor  Cuestas  is 
the  first  Minister  ever  sent  to  the  United  States  from  Uruguay,  The 
mission  of  the  new  diplomat  to  the  United  States  is  a  step  forward  in 
the  expansion  of  the  trade  of  lH)th  North  and  South  America,  and  it  is 
lielieved  that  the  relations  existing  between  the  two  Republics  directly 
interested  will  lie  further  extended  to  their  mutual  protit. 

On  iHMiig  presented,  Senor  Cuestas  said: 

“  Mr.  President:  Invested  by  the  Government  of  the  oriental  Repub¬ 
lic  of  Uruguay  with  the  diameter  of  Minister  Resident  near  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  over  which  Your  Excel¬ 
lency  presides,  1  have  the  honor  to  place  in  Your  Excellency’s  hand 
the  autograph  letter  of  His  Excellency  the  President  which  accredits 
me  in  that  capacity. 

“Inteipreting  the  sentiments  which  animate  my  Government  in 
contiding  to  .me  this  mission,  whose  first  oliject  is  to  contribute  to  dmw 
more  closely,  if  jwissilile,  the  relations  of  frank  and  cordial  friendship 
which  happily  unite  the  two  countries,  it  is  my  duty  to  make  known 
to  Your  Excellency  the  sincere  wishes  for  the  prosperity  and  greatness 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  for  the  piersonal  hap|)iness  of 
of  Your  Excellency  entertained  by  my  Government. 

“For  my  part  I  congratulate  myself,  Mr.  President,  that  Your 
Excellency  will  appreciate  the  sincerity  of  my  sentiments  and  will 
give  them  a  kindly  welcome.  My  mission  will  thus  l)e  rendered  all 
the  easier  and  I  shall  count  myself  happy  if  my  modest  go<xi  wdll  as 
representative  of  Uruguay  should  meet  the  assisUince  and  efficacious 
coojx'ration  of  the  First  Magistrate  of  a  great  people.'’ 

In  reply  President  McKinley  expressed  himself  as  follows: 

“Mr.  Minister:  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  this 
countiy  in  the  capacity  of  Minister  Resident  of  the  Rt'public  of  Uru¬ 
guay,  and  to  assure  you  that  the  sentiments  of  cordial  friendship 
which  you  express  are  heartily  reciprwated  by  the  Government  and 
by  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

“It  will  give  me  great  pleasure  to  cooixMiite  with  you  in  the  laud¬ 
able  pur|K)se  which  you  express,  of  cementing  and  rtuidering  even 
more  intimate  the  relations  which  so  happily  unite  our  two  Republics. 
It  is  a  special  pleasure  for  me  to  welcome  you,  not  only  as  Minister 
of  Uruguay,  but  as  the  son  of  the  enlightened  statesman  who  now 
directs  the  destinies  of  that  Republic.'’ 

ESTIMATED  POPULATION  OF  THE  BEPUBLIC. 

Although  the  official  tigures  have  not  been  published  with  reference 
to  the  interior  of  the  Republic,  which  was  taken  on  March  1,  l!HH>, 
“El  Ra/ou'’  has  published  the  following  statistics,  luised  on  private 
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returns,  the  population  of  Montevideo,  the  eensus  of  which  was  taken 
in  December.  now  estimated  at  26d,0tM>:

With  the  population  of  Montevideo  added  “Kl  Razon”  gives  the 
total  population  of  the  Republic  as  8(52,310.  The  official  figures  will 
not  appear  for  some  months,  but  it  is  not  expected  that  they  will  vary 
much  from  those  now  given. 

At  the  time  of  the  declaration  of  independence,  in  1829,  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  I’^ruguay  was  estimated  at  74,000,  and  at  the  first  general  cen¬ 
sus,  which  was  taken  in  1852,  the  total  population  was  iiscertained  to 
b('  131,969.  The  second  general  (•ensus  was  taken  eight  years  later,  or 
in  i860,  when  the  number  of  iidiabipints  was  found  to  be  229,480. 
No  further  gimeral  census  has  ever  been  taken  until  that  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  year.  However,  Sefior  A.  Vaillant,  one  of  the  principtil  statis¬ 
ticians  of  Montevideo,  made  a  careful  calculation  in  1879,  showing  that 
at  that  time  438,245  people  lived  within  the  contines  of  the  Republic. 
This  has  formed  the  basis  for  subse(juent  estimates  by  the  Director- 
General  of  Statistics.  That  Sefior  Vaillant's  estimate  was  a  close 
one  is  evidcmci'd  by  the  fact  that  in  189(5  the  tobil  population  was 
given  as  818,843,  which,  by  the  addition  of  the  natural  increase  and 
the  limited  number  of  immigrants,  would  bring  the  total  up  to  about 
the  figures  for  1960  as  given  by  ‘*E1  Ibizon.” 

EXPORTATION  OF  WOOL  AND  SHEEPSKINS. 

The  “Montevideo  Times"'  recently  j)rinted  a  table  showing  the 
amount,  value,  and  avemge  price  of  wool  exjx>rt«‘d  from  Uruguay  for 
each  year  from  1890  to  1899,  inclusive.  From  this  it  is  learned  that 
the  exjx)rts  in  1890  were  21,930,0(K)  kilograms,  valued  at  ^7,8(55,811, 
whih;  in  1897  the  amount  shipped  abroad  was  51,678,0(M)  kilognims, 
valued  at  $12,402,802.  The  avemge  valuation  p(*r  kilognun  (2.2046 
pounds)  was  about  3(5  cents  in  1890  and  24  cents  in  1897.  In  1899  there 
wen*  39,315,0(K)  kilograms  of  wool  exiM)rt(‘d,  valued  at  $14,271,(528,  or 
an  avenig»!  for  each  kilogram  of  nearly  3(5^  cents.  It  will  be  re<*ollecbHl 
that  the  tigur»‘s  h<*re  given  ref«‘r  to  Uruguayan  currein-y  values,  a  dol¬ 
lar  of  that  country  being  worth  $1,034  in  Unit(*d  Stiites  currency. 

In  1890  the  weight  of  the  sheepskins  exiH)rted  was  4,941,0(K)  kilo- 
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grams,  vjiIiumI  at  ^1, 1^98,573.  In  18B8  tlio  numlM'r  of  kilograms  had 
increased  to  8,115,000,  valne<l,  however,  at  only  $1,8.39.489.  Though 
the  number  had  fallen  to  6,525,000  in  1899,  the  value  had  increased  to 
$1,956,558. 

The  principal  customei-s  for  Uruguayan  wool  and  sheepskins  have 
been  Franee  and  Belgium,  although  in  recent  years  Germany  has  been 
taking  steadily  increasing  quantities,  ranging  from  1,858,000  kilograms 
in  1890  to  10,839,000  kilograms  in  1899.  It  will  be  seen  from  the 
average  priee  paid  per  kilogram  that  a  great  proportion  of  the  wool 
j)urc'h}ised  by  Germany  was  classified  as  low  grade.  Within  the  hist 
few  years  Buenos  Ayres  has  figured  as  a  large  purchaser  of  Uniguayan 
products — pei'haps  the  largest,  when  the  priees  paid  are  taken  into 
consideration — but  the  purchases  accredited  to  the  Argentine  Republic 
wei’e  undoubtedly  for  reexpoi’tation  and  there  is  no  means  of  telling 
their  ultimate  destination.  The  average  priee  per  kilogram  received 
from  the  Argentine  purchaser  was  larger  than  that  paid  by  other 
countries,  showing  that  they  took  most  of  the  better  gi-ades  of  wool. 

The  exports  of  wool  and  sheepskins  to  other  countries,  with  the 
invoiced  values  of  the  ])urchases  of  each,  were  sus  follows:

PROPOSED  NEW  TAXES. 

According  to  a  rejx)rt  dated  March  29, 11H)U,  received  bj'  the  British 
Government  from  its  Minister  at  Montevideo,  a  Presidential  mes.sage 
has  licen  .sent  to  the  Uhamliers,  proposing  the  inqK)sition  of  consump¬ 
tion  taxes  on  certain  articles  in  order  to  meet  a  deficit  in  the  budget, 
which  is  roughly  calculated  at  $660,600. 

This  deficit  is  caused  (1)  by  the  assignment  to  the  port  fund  of  the 
2i  per  cent  additional  cu-stoms  duty;  (2)  by  the  extraordinary  expendi¬ 
ture  of  $726,747  to  meet  ceiiain  outstanding  engagements  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  administration;  (8)  by  the  decrease  in  the  customs  revenue 
caused  by  laws  passed  to  protect  native  industries,  and  (4)  by  the 
natural  development  of  native  manufactures. 

The  pro]X).sed  new  taxes  are  as  follows:  On  refined  sugar,  cents 
per  kilogram;  hulled  rice,  1  cent  per  kilogram.  Native-made  wines. 
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2  cents  per  liter;  Hnix)rted  wines,  the  alcoholic  strength  of  w’hieh 
exceeds  1(P  centesimal,  for  every  degree  or  fraction  of  a  degree  in 
excess,  1  cent  per  liter;  liipiors,  hitters,  vermouth,  hi-andy,  gin,  and 
other  alcoholic  drinks  manufactured  in  the  country  up  to  20^  “Cartier,” 
equal  to  52.5°  centesimal.  10  cents  the  liter,  and  those  of  greater  alco¬ 
holic  strength  in  proportion.  Montevideo  to  be  the  only  port  at  which 
foreign  wines  and  alcoholic  drinks  can  Ije  introduced. 

COMMERCIAL  REPORT  BY  THE  GERMAN  LEGATION. 

in  a  recent  official  report  by  the  (xennan  Ix'gation  at  Montevideo,  a 
number  of  ditterent  articles  in  use  or  for  which  a  demand  might  be 
created  are  referred  to.  Among  these  were  the  following: 

Black  and  galvanized  iron  pipes  are  now  being  supplied  by  the  United 
Stjites  of  America,  Avhose  comjx'tition  is  becoming  marked.  American 
pipes,  excepting  the  smallest  sizes,  have  a  metal  cap  for  protecting  the 
screw  thread  at  one  end  of  the  pipes.  This  cap  is  considered  to  be 
superior  to  the  English  method  of  protecting  the  thread  by  means  of 
rope. 

Fixed  steam  engines  are  only  in  wcasional  demand.  Gsis  engines  are 
not  jwpular,  owing  to  the  high  price  of  gas.  The  “Baxter”  steam 
engine,  with  upright  boiler,  is  in  great  favor,  owing  to  the  convenience 
and  economy  of  the  tiring.  Small  engines  of  from  three-fourths  to  4 
horsepower,  of  simpler  construction  than  the  “  Baxtm'”  engines,  are 
made  locally.  The  United  States  has  supplied  a  few  hn-omotives  for 
the  railways,  but  all  the  rest  are  of  Bx’itish  origin. 

!Most  of  the  tin  plate  comes  from  Great  Britain.  One  of  the  largest 
companies  here,  employed  in  preserving  ox  tongues,  supplies  yearly 
some  9,000  cases,  each  of  from  three  to  four  dozen  tins  (each  contain¬ 
ing  a  whole  or  half  tongue),  and  requires  from  400  to  OOO  cases  of 
doid)le  width  tin  plate  per  annum.  A  certain  quantity  of  refined 
billow,  jireserved  fruits,  and  the  like,  are  also  expoiled  in  tins.  Over 
and  above  these,  there  are  .several  small  industries  making  kitchen 
utensils  and  lioxes,  but  by  far  the  largest  quantity  of  tin  plate  is  u.sed 
by  the  T^ieliig  factory  at  Fray  Bentos. 

HEALTH  ORDINANCE  OF  PORT  OF  MONTEVIDEO. 

On  March  24, 19(t0,  the  Board  of  Health  of  Montevideo  is.sued  the 
following  ordinance  (No.  49): 

“Auticle  1.  From  the  date  of  the  publication  of  the  pre.sent  ordi¬ 
nance,  captains  of  vt'ssels  staying  in  this  jxirt  are  IkiuikI  to  give  notice 
to  the  .sanitary  authorities  of  any  ca.se  of  itlne.ss  which  may  occur  on 
Ixiai’d. 

“Akt.  2.  Any  contravention  of  the  alxive  rule  will  lie  punished  with 
a  tine  of  $lo”  (^10.34  United  States  curi-ency). 
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EXPORTS  OF  CRUDE  BONES. 

Mr.  Albert  W.  Swalm.  United  States  Consul  at  Montevideo, 
reports  that  enide  lx)nes  are  exported  from  Uruguay  in  large  quanti¬ 
ties,  the  amount  in  1899  being  40,.587,601  pounds.  Of  this  total,  the 
proportion  forwarded  directly  to  the  United  States  was  4,612,025 
pounds. 

MISCELLANEOUS  NOTES. 

New  postage  stamps  were  put  in  circulation  in  Uruguay  on  April 
10,  1900.  The  denominations  are  as  follows:  One-half  cent,  type  1899, 
color,  orange;  7  cents,  type  1890,  color,  carmine,  and  20  cents,  type 
1889,  color,  light  blue. 

The  Congress  of  Uruguay  has  passed  a  law  authorizing  the  Presi¬ 
dent  to  have  coined,  through  the  inter\'ention  of  the  Bank  of  the 
Republic,  $500,000  in  nickel  coins. 

The  Minister  of  Foreign  AflFairs  has  been  informed  by  the  Italian 
Minister  that  his  Government  will  take  part  in  the  Congress  of  Science 
and  Art  at  Montevideo. 


VENEZUELA. 

EXTENSION  OF  SHIPPING  AND  TRADING  CONCESSION. 

The  Venezuelan  Government  has  extended  for  a  period  of  six  years 
the  concession  granted  to  the  Orinoco  Shipping  and  Trading  Company, 
Limited.  The  following  is  a  translation  of  the  Government’s  decree 
authorizing  this  extension: 

“1.  The  navigation  contract,  approved  by  the  Federal  Legislative 
Power  on  the  24th  of  Mav,  1894,  entered  into  between  the  Minister  of 
Interior  Relations  and  Mr.  Manuel  A.  Sanchez,  and  of  which  the 
Orinoco  Shipping  and  Trading  Company  is  now  the  conce.ssionaire,  is 
hereby  prorogued  for  six  years.  This  prorogation  shall  date  from 
the  time  of  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  years  fixed  by  article  13  of  the 
aforesaid  contract. 

“2.  The  company  (concessionaire)  is  obligated  within  a  period  of 
twelve  months  from  this  date,  to  make  at  least  twelve  annual  voyages 
l>etween  the  Island  of  Trinidad  and  the  Venzuelan  ports  included  in  its 
eastern  itinerary  and  Li  Guaira. 

“3.  The  comjwny  is  exempted  from  its  obligation  to  establish  navi¬ 
gation  Ixitween  I^a  Guaira  and  Maracailx),  and  therefore  renounces 
the  subsidy  of  4.00U  bolivars  conceded  to  it  by  article  7  of  said  con- 
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tract.  Should  the  company  desire  to  extend  its  navigation  to  the  port 
of  Mai*acaibo,  the  Government  agrees  to  render  every  assistance 
possible.” 

BECEIPTS  FROM  IMPORTS  AT  X.A  OUAIRA. 

The  duties  collected  on  importations  through  the  La  Guaira  custom¬ 
house  during  the  month  of  January  last,  amounted  to  841,835.73 
holivarn.  The  value  of  the  importations  from  the  United  States  was 
554,712.16  holimris;  that  from  all  other  countries  being  385,519.61 
holivant.  The  duties  paid  on  the  merchandise  imjxu’ted  from  the 
United  States  amounted  to  583,302.74  br^liva/v;  those  psiid  on  the 
importations  from  all  other  countries  amounted  to  258,532.99  holivars. 

CONCESSION  FOR  FOREST  EXPLOITATION. 

A  concession  has  been  gi’anted  to  a  Franco- Belgian  company  for  the 
exploitation  of  the  forests  of  the  territory  of  Amazonas.  One  of  the 
principal  objects  of  the  company  is  the  gathering  of  crude  rubber. 
The  concession  is  granted  for  a  period  of  fifty  years.  According  to 
its  terms  the  company  has  the  right  to  utilize  any  source  of  natural 
wealth  which  maj'  Ije  encountered  upon  the  lands. 

EXHIBIT  AT  THE  BUFFALO  PAN-AMERICAN  EXPOSITION. 

The  Venezuelan  Government  has  taken  steps  for  the  collection  of 
specimens  and  material  for  its  exhibit  at  the  Pan-American  Exposition 
in  1901.  A  Central  Board  of  Directors,  with  residence  in  Caracas, 
has  been  named.  The  chairman  of  this  board  is  the  Minister  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Works.  He  is  assisted  by  two  vice-presidents,  a  treasurer,  a 
recording  and  a  corresponding  secretary.  The  Central  Board  of 
Directors  will  appoint  a  board  in  the  capital  of  each  State.  These,  in 
turn,  will  appoint  subordinate  boards  in  the  districts  within  their 
jurisdiction.  The  Central  Board  shall  take  charge  of  the  specimens 
and  objects  which  go  to  form  the  exhibit  of  the  Republic. 

MISCELLANEOUS  NOTES. 

The  Guayana  Gold  Mining  and  Exploration  Company  has  sent  a 
complete  force  of  workmen  to  Venezuelan  Guiana  to  operate  its  mines. 
The  company  is  making  vigorous  efforts  to  successfully  develop  its 
mining  interests  in  that  part  of  the  country. 

The  concession  of  “The  Overland  Transport  Company,  Limited,” 
which  expired  on  April  1,  1900,  has  been  extended  indefinitely.  The 
capital  of  this  company  is  300,000  bolivars. 

From  the  1st  of  January  to  the  6th  of  April,  1900,  there  were 
shipped  to  England  24,090  ounces  of  gold.  The  exjwrt  duty  on  this 
gold  amounted  to  ^,863. 
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INTERNATIONAL  AMERICAN  CONFERENCE. 

Tho  mcinl>ers  of  the  International  Union  of  the  American  Republics 
met  in  the  diplomatic  reception  room  at  the  Department  of  State,  in 
Washington,  on  June  13,  1900. 

'I'he  following  countries  were  represented:  Argentine  Republic, 
Chile,  Colombia,  Costa  Rica,  Ecuador,  Guatemala,  Haiti,  ^lexico, 
Nicaragua.  I’aniguay,  Peru,  Salvador,  United  States,  and  Venezuela. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  w'as  to  consider  the  question  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  International  American  Conference.  Senor 
Aspikoz,  the  Mexican  Ambassjidor,  extende<l  the  official  invitation  of 
the  Government  of  Mexico,  asking  that  the  conference  be  held  at  that 
capital. 

This  was  accepted,  and  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  memlx'rs  of  the 
Union  were  tendered  to  the  Mexican  Government. 

It  was  decided  to  leave  the  tixing  of  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the 
conference  U)  the  Governments  of  Mexico  and  the  United  StJites. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  International  Union, 
held  on  .lune  15,  19(M»,  it  was  decided  that  the  conference  would  be 
called  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Mexico  at  some  time  Ixdween  April  and 
July.  1901,  the  invitations  to  lx?  issued  and  the  detinite  date  to  Ix^  tixed 
by  the  Mexican  Government.

WARP  AND  GLOVERS’  WOOL. 

The  “  German  Credit  In.stitute  ’’  of  Saxony  has  formed  a  joint  .stock 
company  for  the  production  of  .skin  wool,  which  heretofore  has  hemi 
protluced  almost  exclusively  in  Southern  France  and  Northern  Italy. 
The  United  States  con.sul  at  Glauchau  reports  that  glovers’  wotil  has 
been  produced  in  Germany  in  limited  quantities,  and  the  textile  indus¬ 
tries  were  compelled  to  obtain  what  they  required  of  this  article  from 
the  two  countries  above  named.  The  term  “skin  wool”  applies  to 
the  raw  products  of  animal  wools  hitherto  known  as  raufwolle  (scraped 
wool).  GerhericoIU  (glovers’  wool)  is  the  wool  or  hair  remaining  after 
shearing  on  the  .skin  of  sheep  which,  while  alive,  can,  of  course,  not  be 
sheared  down  to  absolute  nakedness  and  that  taken  from  the  hides  of 
dead  animals.  The  wool  of  slaughtered  animals  previou.sly  shorn  is 
mostly  of  inferior  quality  and  considerably  shorter  than  that  obtained 
from  living  .sheep. 

It  can  be  u.sed,  therefore,  only  for  manufacturing  inferior  textiles, 
such  as  low-cla.ss  flannels,  etc.  This  so-called  glovers’  wool  is  princi¬ 
pally  removed  ’  from  the  skin  by  chemical  means,  and  by  this  also 
lo.ses  its  value  for  the  wool  industries.  Skin  wool,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  sci-api'd  off  from  the  skins  of  dead  sheep  not  shorn,  and  is,  as  a  rule, 
longer,  .stouter,  and  more  healthy  and  uniform  than  that  obtained  by 
shearing,  l)ecause  sheepskins  are  mostly  obtained  from  animals  slaugh¬ 
tered  for  food,  which  must  necessarily  be  .sound,  large,  and  In'althy, 
whereas  shorn  wool  is  obtained  as  well  from  sickly,  decrepit  animals, 
which  are  found  in  everj'  flock.  Skin  wool  is  con.secjuently  likely  to 
l)c  more  uniform  in  respect  of  fineness  of  quality,  l>e<ause  in  scmping 
the  wool  off  the  skin  the  coarser  portions,  which  grow  on  certain 
parts  of  the  bod}’,  tan  Ikj  sorted  more  (arcfully  than  is  the  ca.se  with 
.shorn  fleece.  It  is  greatly  preferred  for  certain  purpo.ses;  for  exam¬ 
ple,  as  abb  wool  (warp),  owing  to  its  tenacity  and  length.  Where 
skin  wool  is  desired  it  is  customary  to  allow  the  fleece  to  have  a  growth 
from  eight  to  twelve  months.  The  success  of  this  new  company  may 
cau.se  the  formation  of  others  and  a  consequent  increa.sed  demand  and 
higher  prices  for  sheepskins  from  the  River  Plate  countries.  The 
proce.ss  to  be  employed  by  the  newly  founded  company  in  Germany 
for  obtaining  such  wool  and  the  commercial  use  intended  have  not 
yet  Ijeen  made  public.

PRODUCTION  OF  GOLD  xVND  SILVER. 

The  “Engineering  and  Mining  Journal”  in  a  recent  issue  published 
corrected  returns  showing  the  gold  and  silver  production  of  the  world 
in  the  year  189b.  According  to  the  statistics  compiled  by  this  journal, 
the  largest  gold-producing  country  was  Australia,  which  contributed 
to  the  world’s  supply  retined  gold  to  the  value  of  1^79, 2(H». 180,  United 
States  currency.  The  South  African  Republic  was  the  second  largest 
pnxlucer,  the  gold  mined  there  being  valued  at  ^72,961,501.  The 
United  States  was  thinl  in  the  list,  the  value  of  the  gold  mined  here 
Wing  ^70,096,021.  Russia  ranked  fourth  with  !?26, 968,01 7.  while 
Canada,  the  fifth  in  order,  had  a  product  vahuxl  at  $21,049,730. 

In  the  United  States  the  greatest  gold-producing  State  was  Colo¬ 
rado,  which  supplitnl  more  than  one-third  of  the  tohd  pr<Kluct  of  the 
country,  and  n>ore  than  the  whole  of  Russia  in  fact,  or  to  the  value  of 
$26,508,7f>5.  The  State  of  California  ranked  ne.xt  with  a  product  val¬ 
ued  at  $14,8(X),OUO,  the  output  of  each  of  the  several  other  States  pro¬ 
ducing  (piantities  of  this  precious  metal  was  compsiratively  unimportant 
when  contrasted  with  the  output  of  either  of  the  two  States  named. 

The  total  gold  pnxluction  of  the  world  was  $312,307,819,  compared 
with  $286,803.4f»2  in  1898,  and  $237,833,984  in  1897.  Austi’alia,  South 
Africa,  the  United  States,  Russia,  and  Canada  furnished  86.5  per 
cent  of  the  world’s  supply  of  gold  in  1899.  The  total  production  of 
this  precious  metal,  it  is  thought,  will  be  smaller  in  UMM)  than  it  was 
in  1899,  owing  to  the  reduced  output  in  South  .\frica.  Thereafter, 
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however,  gold  production  everywhere  is  likely  to  inerease  .somewhat 
steadily.  The  production  in  Alaska,  especially  in  the  C'aiM'  Nome 
regions,  will  undoubtedly  l)e  much  larger  in  liMKl  than  it  was  in  18BB. 

The  revi.sed  figures  with  reference  to  the  silver  production  for  the 
entire  world  in  the  year  give  a  gnind  total  of  ^I04,l00,l(»3, 
United  States  currency  valuation,  or  was  worth  just  about  one-third 
as  much  as  the  gold  j)rodiu‘ed  that  year.  I'he  largest  output  was  by 
the  United  States,  $34,0,3t>,lfi8,  with  Mexi<-o  closely  following  with  a 
production  amounting  to  ^^'2,788,56.5.  The  State  of  Colorado  was,  as 
it  was  in  gold,  the  first  State  in  the  Union  in  production,  its  output 
being  valued  at  $13,771,731,  while  the  State  of  Montana  produced 
$10,039,680.  The  indications  are  that  the  value  of  the  silver  mined 
in  19(X)  will  vary  little  from  that  of  1899.  The  value  of  this  product 
in  1898  was  $105,364,505. 


TRADE  OPPORTUNITIES  IN  LATIN  AMERICA. 

The  manager  of  the  Southern  Argentine  Ihiilway  (Ferrocarril  del 
Sur)  at  Buenos  Ayres  has,  a.s.serts  “  Lsi  Union,"  authorized  the 
expenditure  of  over  i.*3,(K)0,000  .sterling  for  the  execution  of  works  to 
improve  the  company's  train  service.  Among  the  foremost  improve¬ 
ments  to  be  taken  in  hand  will  l)e  the  extension  of  the  C'onstitucion 
railway  .station  and  the  putting  of  the  permanent  way  on  a  high  level 
for  a  distance  of  5  or  6  miles,  to  relieve  the  streets  of  the  city  from 
the  present  inconveniences  of  the  traffic. 

Mr.  John  N.  Ruffin,  United  States  Consul,  writes  from  Asuncion, 
April  6,  19(M),  that  bids  will  .soon  lie  requested  for  printing  3,(KK),(XK) 
or  4,00(J,(XX»  postage  stamps  of  different  colors.  Interested  parties 
.should  address  the  Postmaster-General,  Senor  Angel  Pena,  at 
A.suncion. 

According  to  the  papers  of  the  Argentine  Republic,  a  Mr.  Torxqulst, 
of  Buenos  Ayres,  is  bu.sy  foniilng  a  conqmny  for  the  erection  of  large 
refrigerating  works  in  the  interest  of  the  fresh-meat  export  trade. 
The  works  will  be  put  up  at  .some  convenient  place  in  Buenos  Ayres 
Province. 

The  “Electrical  World”  of  May  12, 1900,  notes  that  the  Secretary  of 
Communications  of  Mexico  has  asked  for  bids  for  the  laying  of  subma¬ 
rine  cables  to  connect  the  .several  ports  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  If  .so, 
particulars  (an  be  obtained  of  the  United  States  Li'gation  in  the  city 
of  Mexico. 

An  official  repiort  i.ssued  by  the  French  Government  .says  of  the  West 
India  Islands  in  general  that  they  now  offer  an  excellent  market  to 
makera  of  sugar  machinery.  An  Ameriian  firm  has  obtained  orders 
for  the  supply  of  the  plant  ri'quired  for  a  sugar  mill  to  be  put  up  at 
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liancs  (Culm).  The  amount  of  the  order  is  for  250,(X)0/>a«<-x.  Ten¬ 
ders  have  also  Wen  asked  for  the  supply  of  the  necessary  plant  for 
live  new  sugar  mills  to  be  erected  near  Gibara  ((!)ulm).  Large  quan¬ 
tities  of  machinery  and  apparatus  for  sugar  mills  will  shortly  be 
wanted  in  Santo  Domingo,  Porto  Rico,  and  other  West  Indian  islands. 
'I'he  existing  mills  in  Cuba  will  also  have  to  W  overhauled,  so  that 
large  orders  may  W  expected  for  machinery,  apparatus,  tools,  and 
implements. 

In  view  of  the  various  j)ublic  works  projected  in  Peru,  such  as  the 
construction  of  a  mole,  narrow'-gsiuge  railroad,  waterworks,  etc.,  the 
.sending  of  catalogues  (in  Spanish  text  and  measurements)  giving  an 
exact  idea  of  the  prices  and  nature  of  the  aiticle  which  could  be  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  United  States  might  prove  profitable  to  Americmn  manu¬ 
facturers. 

Tlu*s«*  ratulogues  should  relate  to  building  material  in  general  and 
espi'cially  to  iron  and  steel  beams,  gsilvanized  sheet  iron,  fixed  and 
rolling  material  for  railnmds  with  normal  and  narrow  gauge,  elevatt'd 
railroads,  cables  for  suspension  bridges,  telephone  material,  cement, 
tiles,  oil  imints,  and  machinery  for  waterworks.

'I'lu*  loss  of  lif«‘  from  lightning  in  the  United  8tat<*s  wjis  greater  in 
tin*  year  185>B  than  in  any  other  year  for  whieh  statisties  have  l>een 
compiled.  Prof.  A.  .1.  Hknry,  in  the  current  number  of  the  **  Monthly 
Weather  Review,”  states  that  5152  persons  were  killed  outright  or  suf¬ 
fered  fatal  injuries,  and  820  jkm’soiis  received  injuries  varying  from  a 
slight  shock  to  painful  burns  and  temjiorary  paralysis  of  some  part  of 
the  iMKly.  In  fatal  csuses  death  was  usually  instantaneous.  The  most 
common  bu-m  of  disability  resulting  from  lightning  stroke  was  a 
partial  paralysis  of  the  limbs.  Profe.ssor  Henry  argues  that  the  zone 
of  danger  from  a  stroke  of  lightning  is  larger  than  the  common  l)elief 
that  it  does  not  exceed  a  few  inches.  lie  cites  instances  which  show 
that  th»‘  zone  extends  sevenil  feet. 

In  connection  with  this  it  is  noted  that  the  German  Government  has 
recently  caused  an  inquiry  to  Iw  made  into  the  subject  of  lightning  and 
its  etfect  uix)n  trees,  the  observations  having  l>een  intrusted  to  the 
overseers  of  nine  foresting  stations  scattered  throughout  an  area  of 
nearly  50,(R»U  acres  in  the  district  of  Lippe.  It  was  found  that  of  all 
forest  trees  the  oak  was  the  mo.st  susceptible  to  the  attacks  of  light¬ 
ning.  Tin*  forests  were  found  to  comprist^  various  kinds  of  trees,  in 
the  following  projxu'tions:  lleech,  70  per  cent;  oak.  11  per  cent;  pine, 
13  per  cent;  and  Hr,  d  p»‘r  cent.  Of  the  275  trees  which  suffered 
from  lightning  during  a  period  of  several  yeai*s,  no  fewer  than  58 
per  cent  were  oak.  21  per  cent  fir,  8  p<'r  cent  beech,  and  7  per  cent 
pines.  It  is  noted  that  it  has  been  stated  by  some  English  authorities 
that  the  lH*ech  is  seldom  or  never  struck  by  lightning.  The  truth  of 
this  statement  has  long  been  disproved,  and  it  is  interesting  to  see 
that  the  beech  in  Germany  appears  to  he  more  often  the  subject  of 
lightning  stroke  than  the  pine.

•'Der  Kautschuk  und  Seine  Quellen"  (Ruhlx'r  and  Its  S«»urces),hy 
Dr.  Robkkt  IlKNuiyuEs,  1  pamphlet,  in  S-,  31  p..  5  tables,  4  maps, 
Steinkoptl'  &  Springer,  Berlin. 

This  short  monograph  contains  a  succinct  hut  metluKlical  treatise  of 
our  actual  knowledge  of  the  pnxluction  of  rubber,  being  the  repro¬ 
duction  of  two  lectures  delivered  by  the  author  at  Berlin,  one  before 
the  (Terman  Chemists'  Association,  the  other  before  the  (lerman  Poly¬ 
technic  Society. 

This  work  consists  of  two  parts.  The  first  shows  the  various  methods 
of  gathering  the  rubber  in  the  principal  countries  of  origin,  recapitu¬ 
lates  the  data  relative  to  the  productive  plants,  and  the  commercial  meth¬ 
ods.  The  second  part  is  the  most  interesting  because  it  combines  under 
form  of  synoptical  tables  and  for  each  rubber-producing  country  the 
commercial  and  indigenous  names  of  the  different  kinds,  the  botanical 
source,  the  most  noteworthy  propc'rties  of  each,  the  average  price  [)er 
kilogram,  and  (data  relatively  new)  the  amount  of  resinous  substances. 
Then*  aia*  five  tiibles  descriptive  of  the  rubber  of  South  and  Central 
America.  Africa,  Asia,  and  Oceania.  There  ari'  four  abridged  maps 
at  the  end  of  the  pamphh't.  indicating  in  a  very  cl(*ar  manner  all  the 
localities  in  the  world  Avheri'  rubber  is  prixluced  and  exported. 

The.  •“  Revista  Maritima  Brazileir.i'’  devot<‘s  its  May  numlMM-  to  the 
comiiH'monition  of  the  ‘'Fourth  Century  of  the  Discovery  of  Brazil.'’ 
lTid(‘r  the  head  “A  Ai'inada  de  Cabral  e  a  Descol)erta  do  Brazil"  (The 
P'leet  of  Cahkai.  aiul  tin*  Discovery  of  Bnizil)  the  history  of  the  discov¬ 
ery  is  narrated.  It  is  full  of  historical  reminis<-ences,  dwelling  ujM)n 
the  events  which  preced»‘d  and  occjisioned  the  great  exp«‘dition  which 
resulted  in  tin*  discov»*ry  of  Bmzil,  and  ending  with  the  ingenious  nar¬ 
rative  of  Pkdko  Locks  Camixiia,  the  chronicler  who  accompanied  the 
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expedition.  I’lider  the  title  of  “Elementos  nauticos  (.hts  I)escolK>ila.s” 
(Nautieal  elements  of  the  Diseoveiy)  the  editor  deseril)es  the  vessels  of 
the  fleet,  instruments  of  navigation,  armament,  flags,  personnel,  crew, 
salaries,  sleeping  accommodations,  food,  uniforms,  etc. 

This  number  has  a  special  cover  and  contains  a  number  of  fine 
illustnitions. 

•*  Die  Entdeckung  und  der  Entdecker  Brasiliens "  (The  Discovery 
and  Discoverer  of  Bnizil)  is  the  title  of  a  work  recently  published  by 
Mr.  Bkuxo  STi'SixsKi.  As  indicated  by  the  title,  the  subject  treated  is 
the  discovery  and  discoverer  of  Bmzil.  The  first  chapter  is  devott*d  to 
the  discoveries  made  by  the  Portuguese  in  the  latter  half  of  the  fifteenth 
century.  The  second  (‘hapter  treats  of  the  discoverey  of  Brazil. 
Another  contains  a  biogn\phi«iil  sketch  of  Pedko  Alvares  Cabral. 
The  third  and  fourth  chapters  treat  of  Brazil  and  its  inhabitants  at  the 
time  of  the  disct)verv  of  the  country,  its  colonization  and  civilization. 
The  author  reviews  the  colonizing  expeditions  sent  out  by  the  mother 
country,  the  Sjmnish,  French,  and  Dutch  invasions,  and  the  civil  wara. 
The  l)ook  reveals  a  p<M’fect  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  author  of 
nearly  all  the  historicjd  documents  on  Brazil. 

In  it  recent  re]K)rt  to  the  Depiirtment  of  State  at  Washington,  Mr. 
John  F. 'Winter,  United  Stiites  Consul  at  Annaberg,  Germany,  writes 
regjirding  the  ‘‘Commerce  of  the  World”  and  the  share  of  trade  for 
eiich  of  the  leading  nations  engaged  therein.  He  says  that  of  the 
^18,(M)0,000,(M)O  worth  of  commercial  transactions  each  year,  the  share 
of  the  United  Kingdom  is  now  18.3  per  cent,  that  of  Germany  10.8 
p<’r  cent,  and  that  of  the  United  States  0.7  per  cent.  He  observes 
that  ‘‘Germany  has  built  up  its  foreign  commerce  at  the  expense  of 
England,  and  the  United  States,  just  entering  the  field,  is  building  up 
a  great  foreign  trade  at  the  expense  of  both  England  and  Germany, 
In  Australia,  in  Africa,  in  South  America,  and  in  China  the  commer¬ 
cial  representatives  of  each  nation  are  fencing  for  vantage  ground 
upt)n  which  to  build  safe  markets  for  their  home  industries.” 

“Brasilien,  Ijund  und  Leute”  (Brazil,  the  IjJind  and  its  People),  by 
Moritz  Lamberij,  Leipsic,  Hermann  Zieger,  1890.  This  is  another 
go(Kl  lx)ok  on  Brazil,  treating  of  ethietd,  jxilitical,  and  economical  rela¬ 
tions  and  development  of  the  country.  The  author  gives  his  experiences 
and  the  result  of  his  studies  during  a  twenty  years’  residence  in  one  of 
the  most  interesting  countries  of  the  world,  and  one  which  bids  fair  to 
be  the  land  of  promise  for  many  millions  of  people  who  will  leave  the 
Old  World  to  seek  homes  there.  The  book  is  divided  into  19  chapters 
and  is  profusely  and  richly  illustrated. 

The  simplest  method  of  raising  sunken  vessels  <‘onsists  in  using  the 
buo^'ant  force  of  the  air  contained  in  chambers  hermetically  sealed. 
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With  more  difficult  tasks  special  apparatus  must  he  used.  A  writer 
in  “La  Revue  Genemle  de  Chimie  Pure  et  Applicpiee"  sujfgests  sim¬ 
plifying  the  process  by  generating  the  necessary  buoyant  gas  Inflow' 
water.  Experiments  with  calcium  carbide  in  this  direction  were  made 
by  a  French  engineer,  L.  Matkjnon,  and  these  have  been  so  success¬ 
ful  that  a  company  has  lH*en  formed  for  the  purpose  of  using  acetylene 
in  raising  sunken  vessels. 

The  “South  American  Journal”  (London)  of  May  5,  1SM)0,  pub¬ 
lishes  a  portrait  and  sketch  of  Chevalier  Maxoel  dk  Oi.ivkuia  Lima, 
Charge  d’ Affaires  of  the  Brazilian  Legation  in  London  and  forimuiy 
Fii-st  Secretary  of  the  Legation  in  Washington.  After  referring  to 
the  books  which  Mr.  Lima  has  written,  the  Journal  states  that  Mr. 
Thomas  C.  Dawson,  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Legation  in 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  is  translating  one  of  them  into  English.  This  Ixaik 
is  entitled  “Nos  Estados  Unidos:  Impres.s5es  Politicas  e  Sociales”  (In 
the  United  States:  Political  and  Socdal  Impressions). 

The  “La  Plata  Post”  states  that  Senor  Pablo  (troussac,  director 
of  the  National  Liliniry  in  Buenos  Ayres,  has  been  instructed  by 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  to  prepare  a  l>ook  upon  the  Argentine 
Republic.  In  addition  to  a  genenil  description  of  the  country  the 
book  will  also  l>e  a  study  of  its  progress  intellectually  and  socially. 
The  book  is  intended  for  circulation  abroad  for  the  purpose  of  encour¬ 
aging  immigration,  and  will  appear  in  Spanish,  English,  and  French. 
It  is  to  be  completed  by  July  SI,  IJHX). 

“  Geografia  de  la  Republica  Mexicana”  (Geography  of  the  Republic 
of  Mexico),  by  Eduarix)  Noreoa,  Mexico,  Cii.  Bouret,  1898.  The 
book  contains  numerous  small  maps,  Ix'sides  illustrations  of  cities, 
buildings,  and  monuments,  and  presents  a  short  sketch  of  the  configu¬ 
ration  and  orographic  and  hydrographic  conditions  of  the  country. 
In  addition  there  are  descriptions  of  its  economical  development  and 
jwlitical  organization,  with  the  most  interesting  details  regarding  the 
.several  States. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  devoted  recently  to  expi'riments  in 
the  extraction  of  rubber  from  the  leaves,  branches,  and  young  sprouts 
of  the  rubber  tree.  However,  according  to  a  paper  published  by  Mr. 
Parkin  in  the  “Revue  des  Cultuies  Coloniales,”  giving  the  results  of 
his  efforts  in  this  direction,  the  writer  does  not  believe  that  rubber  so 
obtained  can  ever  be  of  any  commercial  value,  and  he  advises  that  the 
attention  of  the  producers  be  devoted  to  a  serious  study  of  tin*  best 
conditions  for  extracting  rubber  from  the  trunks  of  adult  trees. 

J'he  Mexican  Gov’ernment  has  compibnl  a  very  useful  book  called: 
“  La  Ley  del  Timbre”  (The  Stamp  Law),  being  a  revised  edition  of 
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tho  stamp  law.  This  work  has  btien  publishtnl  under  the  direction 
of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  includes  all  laws  in  force  from  April 
25.  1893,  up  to  March  31,  ISMH).  The  work  has  been  carefullj'  revised. 
Official  copies  can  l>e  obtaiiunl  from  the  Treasuiy  Depailment  of  the 
Mexican  Government  in  the  City  of  Mexico.  Price,  $1  per  copy. 

The  successors  to  the  publishinjj  house  of  »!.  Bai.lesca  x  Cia.,  of 
Mexico,  have  recently  published  jmrts  9,  10,  11,  and  12  of  the  work 
entitled,  ‘‘Mexico,  su  Evolucion  Social  ■’ (Mexico.  Her  Social  Evolu¬ 
tion).  These  parts  are  the  commencement  of  Volume  II,  and  treat  of 
the  colonial  and  independence  pi'riods  of  that  Republic.  The  publkti- 
tion  is  interspei-sed  with  beautiful  enj^mvings,  is  handsomely  printed, 
and  is  a  valuable  and  an  attractive  work. 

“Veracruz  Ilustrado"  (Veni  Cruz  Illustrated)  is  the  title  of  a  book 
which  will  soon  be  published  in  English  and  Spanish.  The  author, 
Mr.  J.  R.  SouTHWOKTH,  is  well  known  in  the  United  States  and  Mexico, 
having  published  books  on  the  States  of  Sononi  and  Sinaloa,  and  the 
Territory  of  Lower  California.  The  work  will  be  illustrated  with 
numerous  engravings.  This,  together  with  the  clear  and  concise  style 
of  the  writer,  will  render  the  book  an  interesting,  desirable,  and  use¬ 
ful  publiration. 

A  brochure  conbiining  every  decision  of  the  ‘‘United  States  Board 
on  Geographic  Names”  has  recently  been  published  and  is  ready  for 
distribution.  This  Board  was  created  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the 
proper  methcKls  of  spelling  geographic  names  in  the  United  States. 
This  was  found  n(‘cessarv  l)ecause  of  the  different  spelling  of  the  same 
names  by  the  several  governmental  dejmrtments. 

The  ‘‘Meteorological  Chart  of  the  Great  laikes,”  which  in  1899 
was  issued  monthly  during  the  season  of  navigation  as  an  experiment 
by  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau,  will  hereafter  be  a  permanent 
feature  of  the  Weather  Bureau  work.  The  chart  proved  so  service¬ 
able  last  year  that  it  is  now  indispensable  to  vessels  sailing  between 
the  lake  ports. 

“  Elementos  de  Agricultura  Tropica  ”  (Elements  of  Tropical  Agri¬ 
culture)  is  the  name  of  an  agricultural  work  published  at  San  Jos6, 
Costa  Rica.  The  author,  Sefior  d.  B.  Romeko  Casal,  divides  the  work 
into  six  jxirts,  as  follows:  Vegetal  Physiology,  Atmospheric  Agents, 
Agricultural  Lands,  System  of  Labor,  Tropical  Agriculture,  and  Stock 
Raising. 

“Pro  Patria”  is  the  name  of  an  historical  pimphlet  by  Senor  Fran¬ 
cisco  MakIa  Ioi.ksias,  published  at  San  dost',  Costa  Rica,  in  1899. 
The  author  is  a  learned  and  well-known  public  man.  Like  all  the 
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writings  of  Sonor  Iglesias,  this  pamphlet  is  distinguished  by  the  bril¬ 
liancy  of  its  style,  and  the  pleasing  and  entertaining  manner  in  which 
the  subject  is  handled. 

“Skizzen  und  Typen  aus  dem  Italien  der  Neuen  Welt”  (Sketches 
and  Types  of  the  Itah’  of  the  New  World),  by  I^rxst  Below,  Allge- 
meiner  Verein  fiir  deutsche  Litterateur,  Berlin,  1895t  An  interesting 
book,  written  in  a  pleasing  style;  treats  more  of  the  personal  experi¬ 
ences  of  the  author,  who  practiced  his  profession  of  medicine  in  Mexico 
for  a  immlx'r  of  years. 

“  Mexico,  das  Land  und  seine  Leute  ”  (Mexico,  the  Land  and  Its 
People),  by  Henrich  Lemcke,  Berlin,  Alfred  S<'Hali-.  1000.  The 
author,  a  special  commissioner  of  the  Mexican  Government,  has  pre¬ 
pared  a  guide  and  geographical  handbook  of  the  country,  consisting  of 
200  pages,  with  maps  and  numerous  illustrations. 

The  “Argentini.sches  Wochenblatt”  states  that  the  German  Govern¬ 
ment  pays  3(X>,000  vuirktsiov  the  supjK)rtof  German  schools  in  foreign 
countries.  Of  this  sum,  schools  in  the  Argentine  Republic  receive 
10,200  marks,  those  in  Brazil  20.0<H>  marks,  and  those  hi  Chile  7,500 
marks. 

The  Geographical  and  Statistical  Soidety  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico 
has  issued  a  special  Bulletin,  dedicated  to  the  commemoration  of  the 
forty-ninth  anniversary  of  the  foundation  of  the  sotdety.  It  contains 
biographical  sketc'hes  of  the  principal  officers  of  the  society  from  its 
foundation  to  the  present  time,  illustrated  by  numerous  engravings. 

The  second  v'olume  of  the  work  entitled,  “  lai  Flora  Argentina”  (The 
Flora  of  the  Argentine  Republic)  has  just  come  from  the  press.  It 
contains  52  engravings  with  the  descriptions  of  the  flora  representetl; 
is  written  in  plain,  concise,  clear  language,  and  is  espi'cially  adapted  to 
the  young  who  wish  to  study  the  flora  of  that  Republic. 

“  Estiidistica  de  la  Instruccion  Piiblica  del  Peni”  (Statistics  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Instruction  in  Peni)  is  a  work  published  by  the  Peruvian  Govern¬ 
ment  contiiining  data  for  the  year  18B8.  The  Innik  is  embellished  with 
comprehensive  statistical  hibles  and  contains  complete  information 
regarding  the  schixils  of  the  Republic. 

“El  Gramor.  Estudio  sobre  la  Adopcion  de  una  Nueva  Unidad 
Monetaria”  (Th«“  Gram — An  Essay  upon  the  Adoption  of  a  New  Mon¬ 
etary  Unit)  is  the  title  of  a  work  jiublished  by  S<‘fior  Xlvaro  Bran'chi 
Tui'PER,  Santiago,  Chile.  It  is  a  monetary  treatise,  advo<*ab*s  the 
adoption  of  the  metric  system,  the  single  gold  standard,  and  the  use  of 
silver  as  a  fractionary  currency. 
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“Ijji  Fuiimjrinii  dol  Cafeto”  (The  Fumigation  of  thcCoffcp  Titp),  by 
Sofior  Aik)LFo  Tonduz,  is  tho  title  of  a  lKx>k  published  at  Ssin  Jos^, 
Costa  ICuni.  It  treats  of  the  diseases  of  the  eotfee  plant  and  the  manner 
of  eombating  them. 

“Diccionario  Latino- Kspafiol”  is  the  title  of  the  first  Latin-Spanish 
dietio'nary  published  in  South  Ameriea.  It  is  an  excellent  work,  con¬ 
taining  1,000  pages,  and  supplies  a  pirtieular  need  in  this  field  of 
study. 

A  new  ‘‘Commercial  Directory’”  of  the  City  of  Mexico  is  now  being 
prewired  for  publication.  The  fii’st  edition  will  consist  of  10,000  copies. 
Messi-s.  John  H.  Greaves  &  Co.,  of  the  City  of  Mexico,  are  the 
publishers. 

“Primeni  Exposicion  Regional  Tabasquena”  (First  Treatise  on  the 
Shite  of  ToImusco)  is  the  title  of  a  l)ook  which  treats  of  the  plants,  fiowei’s, 
and  fruits  of  the  Shite  of  TalMisco,  Mexico,  by  Messrs.  Alberto 
Correa  and  IIujinio  Pintado. 

“  Holetin  de  Eshidistica”  (Statistical  Bulletin)  is  the  title  of  a  statis¬ 
tical  work  now  In'ing  printetl  by  the  Government  of  the  Shite  of  Puebla, 
at  Puebla.

”  Este  asunto,  quo,  como  se  salx*,  es  de  la  mayor  iinportancia,  se  dis- 
cutio  seria  y  concienzudamente  en  una  conveucion  (pie  tuvo  efecto  hace 
poco,  de  la  Asociacion  de  Hacendados  de  Cana  del  estado  de  Louisiana, 
discusion  (pie  jxir  su  indole  fue  del  mayor  interns.  Uno  de  los  pre- 
sentes,  miembro  por  el  estado  de  Colorado,  dio  un  brillante  ejemplo 
de  lo  cpxe  se  obtiene  con  el  riego,  demostrando  que  a  eso  se  debia  en 
primer  lugar  la  maravillosa  prosperidad  del  estado  de  referenda.  Por 
medio  del  riego  han  llegado  ii  ser  sumamente  f^rtiles  inmensos  te- 
rrenos  (pie  antes  eran  totalmente  est^riles,  teni^ndose  hoy  la  seguridad 
de  (pie,  bueno  6  malo  el  tiempo,  bus  cosechas  son  buenas  y  seguras.

PUHIFICAOIOX  DE  LAS  AGUAS. 

Si'giin  retiei’e  “La  Semsina  Mercantil,”  de  Mexico,  en  su  numerodel 
7  de  mayo  proximo  passido,  M.  IIexri  Bero6,  profesor  de  la  Univer- 
sidsid  de  Bruselas,  ha  propuesto  un  sencillisimo  procedimiento  pani  la 
puriticacion  y  esterilizacion  de  Isvs  agusis,  que  consiste  en  el  empleo  de 
un  compuesto  gsiseoso  poco  conocido,  el  “bioxido  de  cloro,”  CIO*. 
Este  compuesto  gsiseoso  es  soluble  en  el  agua;  se  descompone  por  la 
accidn  de  la  luz,  pir  la  del  calor  y  por  el  contacto  con  las  materias 
orgsinicas.  Es  un  oxidante  de  energia  grandisima,  superior  si  la  del 
ozono.  Su  siccion  es  tal.  (pie  bastan  tres  ddcimas  de  miligramo  de  este 
compuesto  para  esterilizar  un  litre  de  agua. 
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Su  prepanioion  es  muy  .sencilla:  consi.ste  en  desooiuponer  el  elonito 
cle  jK)tasio  por  el  aeido  sulfurieo  de  Reaumur  a  la  teuipenitura 
ordinaria.  Esta  reaeeion  cpumioa  no  es  ptdigrosa. 

Si  se  sujx>ne  una  proporcion  de  dos  j^ranios  para  eada  metro  eubico 
de  ajrua,  el  eosto  total  no  excedera  de  un  deeimo  de  eentimo  por  metro 
eiibieo. 


EL  ALUMINIO. 

Hoy  se  desi^na  el  aluminio  eon  el  nombre  de  metal  del  eleetru-ista. 
F'ue  desi'ubierto  en  Alemania  jwr  Wohler  haee  setenta  y  dos  anos. 
Hasta  haee  diez  anos  el  aluminio  era  tan  mro  que  se  le  eontaba  entre 
los  metales  preeiosos;  pero  luego  eomenzo  ii  emplearse  pani  su  pre- 
paraeion  el  proc'edimiento  elt>etrieo,  y  en  la  aetualidad  el  aluminio  es 
mas  l)arato  (pie  todos  los  otros  metales,  eon  exeejK'idn  del  hierro,  el 
plomo  y  el  cine. 

El  metodo  que  se  eiiq)lea  pjira  la  fabrieaeidn  es  muy  seneillod  intere- 
sante.  En  el  proeedimiento  se  usan  dos  metales,  eriolita  y  bauxita. 
F^l  primero  de  <?stos  se  eneuentra  unieamente  en  Gnaudandia  y  es  de 
I'olor  verdoso.  Es  una  substaneia  eristsilina.  (pie  se  funde  eon  faeilidad. 
La  bauxita  debe  su  nombre  si  la  eiudad  de  Baux  en  Franeia,  eerea  de 
la  eual  se  han  eneontrado  jrnindes  depositos  do  este  min(‘r.il.  Es  una 
substaneia  amarillenta  que  se  eompone  easi  en  su  totalidad  de  dxido  de 
aluminio. 

El  prcK'edimiento  jiara  prepanir  el  aluminio  es  eomo  sijrue:  se  derrite 
primero  la  eriolita  en  un  tanque  de  hierro.  Luego  se  mezela  eon  ese 
metal  en  fundieion  la  bauxita,  despues  de  haberla  limpiado  y  pulveri- 
zado.  A  eada  extremidad  del  tanque  se  eolcK-a  un  eleetriKlo  en  la 
forma  de  una  planeha  gruesa  de  larbono  y  se  haee  pasar  entre  ambos 
una  fuerte  eorriente  el^etriea.  En  poeos  minutos  el  aluminio  eomienza 
a  depositarse  en  el  fondo  del  taiuiue. 

El  aluminio  esta  tomando  el  lugar  del  bronee  y  del  eobn*  en  muehas 
industrias  y  prineipalmente  eomo  eonduetor  de  la  eleetrieidad. 


NUEVO  UvSO  DE  LA  ELEUTHIOIDAD. 

El  ealor  produeido  por  la  eleetrieidad  se  emplea  en  los  Estados 
Fnidos  para  muehos  tines.  No  tiene  rival  para  templar  muelles  de 
relojes.  En  una  de  las  prineipales  fabrieas  de  earros  de  los  Estados 
Unidos  .se  haee  uso  de  la  eleetrieidad  para  soldar  las  llantas.  Otro 
tanto  se  praetiea  en  la  fabriea  que  produce  el  mayor  numero  de  eulios 
y  baldes  de  eedro.  Los  aros  de  metal  emph'ados  en  la  manufaetura 
de  ai^uellos  son  heehos  y  soldados  jx>r  medio  de  un  proeedimiento 
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electrico.  Taiiihieii  eii  la  fa})rii‘aci6n  do  hioioietjis  so  ha  adoptado  un 
prooediniiento  aiailoj^o,  y  .se  Ic  ha  aplioado  con  Imon  o.xito  a  la  inaiui- 
faotura  do  toda  i-laso  do  proyootilos  y  para  dar  ol  (h'hido  tomplo  a  las 
planoha.s  do  hlindaje  pai-a  los  hiupios do  hahilla.

Kl  conojo  do 
Anjrora,  jKtr  ojomplo,  cuyo  polo  os  do  mayor  lonjfitud  qiu*  ol  do  las 
domas  ospocios.  rindo  unacantidad  oxtraordinaria  dop«*lo  on  un  jH'ruHlo 
do  cuatro  anos.  Kn  la  industria  so  omploa  alj^unas  vocos  solo,  y  otras 
mozclado  con  hilos  do  cachomira  6  do  vicuna.  So  calcula  (pio  un 
buon  conojo  adulto  })Uodo  rondir  do  rioO  a  350  j^ramos  do  polo  al  aiio.

Bomhyx  mot'i,  tiene  la  ven- 
taja  sobre  esta  ultima  de  producirse  eon  mas  faeilidad  y  tener  ana 
duraeion  tal.  que  los  vestidos  confeecionados  eon  ella  eomunmente  se 
ven  pasar  de  padres  a  hijos.  Por  esta  razon  en  la  aetualidad  sc  tnita 
de  aelimatiir  este  gusano  en  todas  aquellas  partes  donde  pueda  eul- 
tivarse  la  hij^nerilla,  y  diariamente  se  haeen  esfuerzos  pani  propajjar 
esta  ultima  en  diversos  paises.”

Aseguni  el  p(*ri(>dieo  I^as  Novcdades,"  (pie  en  el  jiartido  de  Ciudad 
Lei’do,  Mdxieo,  .se  ban  deseubierto  magnitieas  vetas  de  marmol  de 
varias  elases  y  eolores,  pero  que  no  estan  todavia  en  explotaeiiin.  La 
Kepubliea  abunda  en  grandes  vetas  de  esta  espeeie,  y  de  las  zonas 
explotadas  se  exportan  grandes  eantidades  de  este  produeto.  En  el 
estado  de  Oaxaca  hay  tambien  ricas  vetas  de  marmol  que  jiui'den 
competir  con  las  mejores  del  pais. 

Segnn  **E1  Economista.”  de  Lima,  la  exportacion  de  caf(^  y  cacao 
del  Peru  ha  aumentado  de  una  manera  notable.  Del  primero  de  estos 
dos  granos  se  exportaron  en  18SM)  solamente  l-tO,(MM)  kilogianios,  y  en 
1808  la  cantidad  cx]X)rtada  a.scendi6  a  1,245,324  kilognimos.  En 
cuanto  al  cacao  la  exportacion  fud  en  1802  de  6,708  kilogramos,  mien- 
ti*as  (pie  en  1808  subio  a  618,073  kilogramos. 

El  Nacional,"  diario  de  la  capital  de  Mexico,  da  la  noticia  de  que 
en  el  estado  de  Sonora  se  han  deseubierto  yacimientos  de  coque 
natural  de  calidad  excelente.  Dice  que  estos  depositos  se  encuentnin 
en  el  valle  carbonifero  de  Santa  Clara,  en  los  alrededores  de  la  Ba¬ 
rranca,  pequena  poblacion  situada  sobre  la  linea  del  ferroearril  de 
Sonora.

“Times’’  cpie  a  eausa  de  su  dureza  no  es  posible  haeer  uso  de  palas 
meeanieas  en  su  extraeeion,  eomo  se  haee  en  las  minas  situadas  en  las 
inmediaeiones  del  lago  Sup»*rior. 

En  la  fabrieaeion  de  aeero  para  eonstrueeioniM.  los  amerieanos  han 
heeho  e.xtraordinarios  progresos.  El  gran  numero  de  millas  de  ferro- 
earriles  (jue  se  eonstruyen  todos  los  anos  en  los  Estados  L^nidos  exi- 
gen  numerosos  puentes,  y  este  heeho  es  sutieiente  para  dar  impulso  a 
la  ])rodueeidn  de  ae^ro.

PRODUCCldN  DE  NARANJAS  SIN  SEMILLAS. 

En  el  estiido  de  California  se  produeen  anualmente  millares  de  eajas 
de  naranjas  sin  semillas.  Esta  elase  de  naranja  fue  introdueida  por 
primera  vez  en  los  Estados  Unidos  por  Mr.  William  F.  Judson  en 
187:2.  Era  el  (‘ii  acjuella  epoea  Consul  de  esta  pais  en  Bahia,  Brasil, 
y  alii  tuvo  notieia  de  (jue  eomo  00  millas  al  intm-ior,  en  una  de  las 
riberas  del  Amazonas,  se  daban  naranjas  que  no  tenian  semillas. 
Pronto  obtuvo  algunas  de  estas  frutas,  asi  eomo  retofios  de  los  sirboles, 
los  euales  iH'initid  al  Departamento  de  Agrieultura  en  Washington. 
Al  prineipio  diehos  retofios  no  llamaron  mueho  la  ateneion,  y  al  afio 
siguientt;  solo  qiu*daban  euatro  (pie  fueron  enviados  a  Mr.  Horatio 
TiBBETrs,  de  California,  (iue  los  habia  pedido  al  Departamento  para 
haeer  eon  ellos  experimentos.  Al  eabo  de  eineo  afios  de  haber  sido 
sembrados,  priKlujoron  una  eo.seeha  de  lt>  naranjas,  y  los  agrieultores 
Ih'garon  a  dudar  mueho  de,  (pie  el  resultado  tinal  fuera  satisfaetorio, 
espeeialniente  en  euanto  ii  la  ealidad  de  la  fruta.  La  s(‘gunda  eo.s(‘eha 
fud  de  una  eaja  de  naranjas  de  superior  ealidad.  Por  dos  afios  Mr. 
Tibbetts  eontinuo  sus  experimentos  eon  muy  {mh-o  I'xito,  y  por  ultimo

ordinario.

Hay  en  California  plantaeiones  de  naranjas  sin 
si’inillas  (jne  ban  produeido  un  lienefieio  neto  de  250  a  3(H>  pesos  por 
juT»*  dnmnte  varios  anos.  lai  eiudad  de  Rivemide,  que  eni  en  eixica 
no  lejana  una  pt'quena  aldea,  euenta  hoy  eon  una  poblaeion  de 
hal)itant(‘s.  Esta  situada  en  la  region  que  produce  iua3’or  nuinero  de 
iianmjas  en  el  inundo,  piles  siden  de  ella  eada  afio,  por  terinino  medio, 
l,(;0O,<MKj  rajas  de  naranjas.  Los  habitantes  de  esta  poblaeion  estan 
deseosos  de  (jue  los  dos  namiijos  priniitivos,  que  fueron  la  fuente  de 
la  j)rosfH*ridad  de  la  liHiilidad,  y  a  los  euales  se  debid  la  fundaeion 
de  la  eiudad,  scan  eoloeados  en  algun  parque  publieo  y  debidamente 
protegidos,  para  <iue  sirvan  eoino  una  leeeidii  objetiva  a  las  futuras 
generaeiones.

J usipiM  present,  on  a  fait  pen  de  projjres  dans  les  precedes  de  ferinen  ! 
tation  des  tabacs  et  dans  leur  classification.  11  faut  en  attribuer  le 
motif  a  ce  <|ue  les  planteurs,  certains  de  vendre  leur  recolte  a  un  prix 
avantageux,  aux  acheteurs  etningers,  (pii  se  faisaient  entre  eux  une 
forte  concun-(‘nce,  n’etaient  jias  obligi's  d'ameliorer  leur  production. 
Mais  ils  vont  rencontrer  maintenant  plus  de  difficulty's  a  ecouler  la 
totalite  de  leur  recolte. 

La  production  de  San  Andres-Tuxtla  s'elevc  en  moyenne  a  8(t,(XM) 
arrobes  par  an  kilogriunmes).  Le  prix  de  revient  est  en 

moyenne  di'  r>  piastres  Tarrobe  et  celui  de  vente  de  f)  piastres. 

Les  tabacs  d’Acayucan  sont  moins  recherches.  De  grandes  planta¬ 
tions  y  out  ete  creees,  il  y  a  deux  ans,  niiiis  jusquYi  present  elles  n’ont 
pas  encore  lu’ospere.  Pres  d'Acayucan.  se  ti'ouve  la  region  de  Jalti- 
pan  oil  I’on  cultivait  anciennement  des  tabacs  tres  appr<*ci^s;  cette 
culture  est  maintenant  presque  abandonnei*. 

(pliant  aux  tabacs  que  Ton  cultive  plus  au  sud,  dans  les  valines  du 
San  duan  et  de  la  riviere  Trinidad,  ils  sont  d'une  (pialite  trop  inf6- 
rieure  pour  Texportation. 

Li!  district  de  Tuxtepei!  comprend  les  plantations  bien  connues  du 
Valle  Nacional.  On  y  distingue  les  regions  de  culture  suivantes: 
Valle  Nacional,  Osumacin,  Ojitlan,  San  Domingo,  Plantanar,  Santa 
Rosa,  Csila.  et  Rio  Tonto.

Kn  1881,  le  fondateur  de  eette  maison  avait  reinanpu' 
la  (jualite  superieiire  des  feuilles  de  talme  apjxirtees  au  marehe  par 
tin  indien.  C'e.st  en  reeherehant  leur  provenance  qu'il  decouvrit  les 
terr.iins  dii  V'alle  Xaeional.  CVtte  vallee  est  en  amont  de  Tuxtepec. 
Kile  tHait  encore  couverte  de  Iniis  il  y  a  vingt  ans.  A  prtWnt  tout  le 
fond  est  parfaitement  plante  en  taliac,  tandis  que  les  deux  versants  de 
la  luontagne  sont  encore  garnis  de  foivts.  Tout  le  jiays  otfre  niainte- 
nant  un  asjH'ct  riant  et  tres  ])ro.spere. 

Dans  la  region  d'Ojitlan,  le  talmc  se  cultive  sur  un  plateau  eutre  la 
riviere  le  (^uiotejx'c  et  la  inontagne. 

C'est  dans  cette  region  et  au  Valle  Xaeional  que  .se  recolte  le  meilleur 
talmc  |H)ur  rexjxirtation  aux  Etats-Unis  et  en  EurojH'. 

On  y  fait  des  jirogres  etonnants,  grace  a  la  .selection  des  semences  et 
a  la  iHinne  «-onstruction  des  .sechoirs. 

Le  prix  du  terrain  dans  les  parties  les  plus  favoraliles  a  la  culture 
du  talrac,  par  exemple  au  Valle  Xaeional,  est  tres  cleve;  I'hectare  y 
vaut  jusqti'a  piastres  et  im'iiie  davantagt'.  La  maison  Balsa  ne 
cultitant  pas  elle-meme  toutes  les  terres  qu'elle  possede  dans  cette 
region,  en  donne  en  hx'ation  it  des  planteurs  a  raison  de  20  pisi-^t res 
(50  francs).
